Tke provinoni of tbe law relating to stamp^datieB and Court-feea are now contained 
JD BIX different Acts, and uuineroiu orders of the UoTernor General in Conn nl notified 
from time to time in tbe Government Gazette daring the last seven years It is desirable 
for the convenience of the public to bring these provisions within the compass of a single 
enactment, and it is proposed to take this opportunity to introduce measures for the inipioved 
working of the law, which exparienge has shown to be much needed, and at the same time to 
provide for the acquisition of a moderate increase of revenue from stamp-duties. 

2 Such increase is to be obtained partly by the amendment of those provisions of the 
law which are specially designed to protect the revenue from loss through evasion of the pay« 
snsnt of the proper stamp-duty, and partly by the enhauoemeut of the present rates of dut) in 
certain oases 

8. There is reason to believe that the obligation of stamping documents at the time of their 
execution is at present largely evaded Prosecutions ior such evasion are rarely resorted to, 
and tbe criniinal penalties provided by the, existing law may be said to bo almost inoperntive, 
so that frauds upon the revenue are systematioally practised in the belief that tlie worst result 
to be apprehended from their detection is the lew of a fine of a certain fixed amount, in 
addition to the unpaid duty. The most important objeot to be kept in view consequently in 
the framing of a new Stamp Bill la to atop, as far as may bo practicable, every hole 
•of eaoape from the liability which the law imposes upon the executant of instruments subject 
to stamp-duty , 

4 Tbe new preventive provisious are contained m sections 80, 31, 83, 35 and 37, and 
their mam objeot is to seonre the proper aomtmy of instmmeuta liable to stamp-duty when 
produced by tneir posaessem, and the effective workmg of the criminal peoalty-dauses as a 
deterrent to wilful evasions. 

6. It has been shown that;, m tbe present state of the law, the obligation to see that 
all doonments produced m Courts and public offoes are properly stamped is generally ignored 
unless and until the parties produemg them desire to pnt the documents in evidence It is not 
an nnoommon tiunxifor jpersons to prodnee daouments improperly stamped, and on being told 
that they will have to psy a ^pemfied amount by way of neoalty, to withdraw the documents 
and iotqgo putting thsm m evidence, and in snob esaes they ain allowed to <ls«ape pnoishmaot 

6 k 
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^or the offence which they have committed in not stamping or sufficiently stamping their 
instruments, and which is not the less an offence against the law and punishable as snob, 
whether they wish to use the instrument or not 

6, Further, where the presiding Judge or officer does take cognizance of the omission 
to use a proper stamp, some difficulty is found in securing the due punishment of the 
offeodei owing to the obscure and somewhat conflicting provisions of the existing law as to 
the constitution of au offence ** Whilst, on the one hand, the criminal penalty is declared 
to be incurred upon the mere fact of undet -stamping, on the other the provisions relating 
to the procedure to be followed on the production of unstamped documents deal^ prominently 
with the question ot intention on the part of the producer, and the Courts generally ignore the 
presumption of fraudulent intention in the absence of proof of the existence of such intention 
As BU(h proof IB not forthcoming, the producer of the instrument almost in variably escapes, 
mulcted only in the civil penalty which the Court is empowered to levy at its uwu discretion 
and without reference to other authority 

7 To meet this state of things, it is provided in section 80 of the Bill that every Court 
and head of an office shall take notice of and examine all instruments produced before them, 
that they shall determine whether the instrumeut is properly stamped, and, if not, shall impound 
it {Section 81 provides for dealing with an impounded instrument which is required to to put 
in evidence, so that there may be no obstruction to the administration of justice, whilst section 
88, amongst other things, provides that this detention of the dooument and levy of a 
validating fine in the form of additional duty shall in no case protect the peison responsible for 
the under stamping from the criminal penalties to which his offence renders him liable Seotion 
85 prescribes the course tu to followed by the C'ollector when under-stamped documents or 
copies thereof come into his hands, and section 86 determines the effect of the realization of the 
deficient duty as regards the validity of the snstrumeut, and provides for the ultimate disposal 
of the latter — according as act iminnl prosecution may or may not be undertaken, * 

S Section 87 contains an entirely new pmvisioti and one that seems likely to stimulate 
the production of instruments liable to stamp-duty and not properly stamped 

It frequently happens that the person interested iii putting in evidence an insufficiently 
stamped document was not bound by law to bear the expense of the stamp that should 
have been ut^cd at the time of its execution, yet he has to bear the penalty incurred through tBe 
laches of the aotual defaulter As a consequence of this state of the law, the person interested 
in pioducing the document is often deterred from so doing by the consideration of the penalty 
In such cabcs it cannot to doubted that production will be greatlj facilitated by the provisions 
of this section which enable the producer to throw the cost of producing the unstamped or 
)inpropcil> stamped document upon another peisou 

9 Important changes are proposed in regaid to some of the instruments chargeable with 
ad valorem duties specified in the first Schedule, namely. Bills of Exthniige payable otheiwisa 
than on demand. Bonds, Conveyances, Pollens of Insurance and other instruments such as 
Promissory Notes, Leases and Mortgage-deeds which are subject to the same duties as Bills of 
Exchange, Bonds and Conveyances respectively 

1(1 Under the present law all Bonds and Conveyances id which the amount secured, or consi* 
deration stated, langes between Rs 50 and Bs 10,000, and other instruments similarly chargeable, 
are subject to rUcs of stamp-dutv equivalent to 1 and J per cent , respectively, on the mdximum 
amount of each step in the scale of ascents by which the assessmeut is regalated So far, with 
one f xeeplioii only, to be presently stated, t^e sliding scale of rales of stamp-duty follow the 
plan of the hnglisb stamp law, but the tax is as much heavnr in proportion in this country as 
the TUfcc h ilf ru[iee, quaitci rupee and one anna respectively exceed in value the shilling, iti 
half and quiir er, and one p^nnv The exception adverted to is that, whereas in the English 
scale of iscinls there Jb no intermediate step between £100 ind £200 or £200 and £800, and

11 ’When the amount involved in the instrument chargeable wiib stamp-duty ezeeeda 
Bs 10,000, the fiei cent age of charge is, by the present stamp law in this country, diminished 
as the nmonnt upon whuh the duty is assessed increases, whereas under the English law the 
same piopoition of ch irgc is muintained throughout, whatever may be the amount of the 
sui jeet-m ittcr of the iiibi rumen t li iblo to stamp-duty 

1 2 Till intes of stamp-duty also cbaigcd on Bills of Exchange and Fromi^isory Notes other 
than those ])ny ibb on demand are, relatively to the duties chargeable on Bonds and Con-^ 
ve^anccs uudei the Indian stamp law, lower than the English rates. For, whilst the stamp 
law HI England imposCB on Conveyances, Bonds and Bills of Exchange the duty of 12^, 6dL 
and alout \\fJ fer evciy £10, here the rates on those three classes of instruments are 16 annas,

13 1'he piinciyde of the changes now proposed may be said to be the equalisation of the 
existing lates of }»eircntii«'e of duty upon the amount taxed and their adjustment to the English 
staudtird—tho lunee end it-^ halves and quarters being taken as the equivalent of the shilling 

and hiilven and quarters respectively, and the anna as equal to the penny 

14 Sonu incTcasi also in regard to the duty leviable on documents of certain amounts above 

Bs 1,<T0 but below Rs 10,000 is involved in the proposed conversion of the intermediate steps 
between those amounts from R< 500 to Rs 1,000, for the purpose of bringing the Indian, into 
precis.' confotmily with the English, scale of ascents * 

15 9 he mminiutn ritf of stamp-duty now payable in the case of Bonds is to be omitted. 

It IS thought til It all instruments of this class— however low moy be the amount involved— can 
wifiiout liny hardship bear a fonr annas tax, whilst so eomparafively numerous are the Bohda 
or other mstiuincnts of obligotion in respect of amounts not exceeding twenty-five rupees 
that the additional rate of two annas to which it is proposed to subject them is likely to produce 
a material in ti ease of revenue* 
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16 It IB proposed to inolode Polioies of Insurance on life in the general class of instrumentB 
of insumnoe liable to stamp-duty, and to double the existing rates of charge on these instruments 
generally , this change is in fact nothing more than a reversion to the rates chargeable on these 
documents previouslv to the passing of the Stamp Act of 1869 Then there was no exception in 
favour of Life •Policies , and mstraments of insurance generally were charged at the rate of 
8 annas per Ks 1,000 of the amount insured 

17 Instruments guaranteeing the repayment of loans made upon the deposit of valuable 
securities are by the present law subjected to a small fired duty of two rupees only, without 
reference to the amount of the loan or the extent of the accommodation obtained through 
the transaction. It seems more equitable and consistent with the general principles 

4 which govern the determination of stamp duties that these instruments should be taxed ac- 
cording to the amount involved in the transaction , hence it is proposed to substitute an ad 
valorem tov a fixed duty, and, having regard to the shoit period for which the loan is 
granted, to assess the new duty at one-half of the rate applicable to Bills of Exchange 

18 The Bill provides also for the revival of the rule, in regard to the duty leviable on 
certain promissory notes, which was in force previous to the passing of the Stamp Act of 1869, 
under which a promissory note made pajable at some time exceeding one year from 
the date of the note was liable to the same rate of duty as a Bond As the 
obligatory instrument ordinarily executed in this country uhen loans are taken— the 

tamassuk’^ — is more of the nature of a promissory note than a bond, it seems probable that 
some unnecessary sacrifice of revenue has resulted from the relinquishment of the former 
mode of assessment to which it is now proposed to revert in these cases, 

1 The limit of amount within which cheques and otb er ordei s for the payment of money 
and receipts are exempted from any stanfp-dutv ts to be reduced fiom twenty to ten rupees 
The payment of one anna stamp-duty can hardly be considered an oppressive tax m such 
cAses, whilst so comparatively numerous are the transactions of this kind Involving small 
amounts, that the abolition of the exemption in respect of sums ranging between twenty and 
ten rupees is likely to secure a considerable increase of revenue Farther, the Bill aims 
at the enforcement of the delivery of a receipt for the payment of any amount m excess of 
ten rupees in satisfaction of a debt Under the present law a person receiving money in 
payment of a debt above a certain amount is obliged to grant a receipt to the payer if 
the lattei demands it. This enactment has been found by experience to attain its object but 
very imperfectly, as the payers are generally too indifferent about the matter to exercise their 
legal right, and consequently the payee it is believed, m a large number, if not the majority, of 
cases, escapes his obligation As the obligation was imposed solely m the interest of the 
revenue, the principle on which it rests is not overstrained by the provision of the Bill which, 
upholding the obligation of the payee, dispenses with the antecedent condition for its enforce* 
ment 

20 The duty chargeable on instruments evidencing an appraisement or an award is raised 
by the Bill to about five times its present amount Before lh69, these documents were 
not subject to any stamp-duty t the tax then imposed was purclj^ exponmebtal The increase 
DOW proposed still leaves instruments of this description more lightly taxed than they are 
in England 

21 The Bill substitutes an ad valorem rate of duty for the fixed amount now chargeable 
on Partition-deeds That amount is Rs 16 and in some cases proves such a heavy tax 
that the matter has been made the subject of a reference to Government, an equal charge 
on all partitions without reference to the value of the property divided must work unsatis* 
factonly An ad valorem duty is a more equitable form of charge, and the rate has been 
assimilated to that of bunds, which is one-half of the rate to which ordinary deeds of con^ 
▼eyance are subject 

22 An ad valorem charge is also proposed^n heu of a fixed duty for instruments of gift and 

exchange All fixed dutys are more or less objectionable, as they must cither be pitched so 
low as to bring m no appreciable amount of revenue, or they must press with undue seventy in 
cases in which the property concerned is of inconsiderable value The difficulty of imposing 
ad valorem duties in these cases arises out of the want of a safe baMs ior their assessment, 
there being no consideration expressed in the instruments to be cbaiged It is proposed to 
sui mount this difficulty by imposing on the parties the obligation of stating trulj — under 
heavy penalties for fraudulent statements— the approximate value of the subject of the deed of 
gift or exchange. • 

23 The stamp-duties heretofore chargeable oil pleaders^ and miikhtars’ certificates under the 

Fleader^s Act are included m the Bill as part of the scheme of consolidation It seems only 
just and consistent that advocates and attoineys should be similarly taxed in respect of the' 
practice of their profession in the Courts of this country, and it is proposed to subject them to 
the payment of five hundred rupees, and two hundred and fifty rupees stamp-duty, respectively,, 
on their enrolment as advocates and attorneys of a High Court The iBemhers of the faculty 
prkctismg in the Courts of England, Ireland and Scotland are somewhat similarly taxed la 
respeot of such practice * 

24 The only changes m the rates of Court-fees contemplated by the Bill are (1) in respeot 
of suits instituted in the Courts of Small Causes, (2) the grant of probates of wills and letters 
of admiDistratiOD, and (3) the fees leviable for t^ service of procesEses 

^ 25 The new rates for Small Cause Court suits involve a decrease of 2^ per cent m the 

^ case of suits of this class instituted m the Presidency Towns, and a proportionate increase of 
^ the rates heretofore obtaining in such Courts situated outside those towns. 

The present rates m the Presidency Towns are % annas per rupee or 12^ per cent Elsewhere* 
they are the same as in other Courts, namely, 7| per cent, on the average amount involved in the* 
soi^ The town rate te dearij too high and some relief » called for.. This, it is thought, may ha 
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The followings preliminary Report of a Select Committee, together with the Bill as settled by 

them, was presented to (he Council of the Governor General of India for the purpose df

We, the undersigned members of the Select Committee to which the Bill to define and 
amend the law relating to Promissory Notes, Bills 4<i Exchange and Cheques was referred, 
have con^iderej the pai)er8 specified in the appendix, and have the honour to present this 
prcllminarv report * 

t This Bill, of which a draft, hereinafter called the draft Bill, was prepared by the late 
Indian Law Commission, is intended to be one of the chapters of the Indian Ci\il Code, and 
was introduced and referred to a Select Committee in Decembei 1S67 The then mercantile 
members of Council, while admitting the desirability of codification, objected to the draft 
Bill on account of its deviations from English 1 iw In order to obviate ibis objection several 
alterations have now been made tn its substantial provisions Tne Bill has also been re- 
arranged , and some additions have been made in order to supply omissions These changes, 
which embod} most of the suggestions contained m the papers meuiiontd m the appendix, wiU 
appear lu detail from this report 

3 It may, however, be convenient, before proceeding further, to notice briefly the alter- 
ations which have been made in order io render thi Bill conformable to English law 

4 The draft Bill provided that an indorsee for value after matin ity should have only the 
nuhts of hiB indorser This does not except the case of a bill of exchange diawn or accepted 
for the purpose of enabling some poity theieto to rui&e monipy thereon we have added on 
exception in section SO in older to meet this case 

5 The draft Bill discarded days of grace uc have recognised this usage in sections 87 and 
88 of the present Bill The change has involved (in section 22) a slight alteration of the defi- 
nition of maturity 

6 The draft Bill also made all instruments which foil due upon a holiday payable on the 
next succeeding business day instead of, as in English law, on the next preojding 
business day, except in the case of a public holidii} We have in section 26 adhered to tho 
English law, and have provided that, besides the usinl public holidays, such days shall be 
public holidays uitbin the meaning of the Act as tho Local Government may declare 

7 'Ihe draft Bill made no provision for the case m wlinh interest at n specified rate is 
expressly mide payable on a note or bill It merely provided that iiiteicst at the eunent rate 
should be pajable on a bill di4ioootired by non-acceptance, but only from the maturity of the 
instrument The same rule was adopted in the case of di«»honour by non-payment of a note, 
bill or cheque We have substituted the English law on thi^ subject by declaring (section 101) 
that, where interest isexpre<«8ly provided fur in the note or bill, it t^hall be calculated, as against 
all parties, at the specified rate from the date of (be instrument until tender or realization of

9 The draft Rill provided that when a note, bill or cheque hid been lost, or would not be 
produced by the owner, he might nevertheless enforce his claim against the maker or acceptor if 
be gave security, to the satisfaction of the Com t, to indemnify the defendant against the cl urns 
of any other pei-on upon the instrument No piovision was made for an action against the in- 
dorser The English law, however, provides (17 & 18 Vict , c 125, section S7=Act V of 1866, 
section 14) tbit, in any action upon a negotube instrument, tho lohsot it shall not be set up as a 
defence if an indemnity is given, to the saiisfaction of the Court, against tho claims of any other 
person And the owner of such a document was always entitled ifi equity to demand payment 
on giving a sufficient indemnity We lia\e, therefore, (onsidered that we should eoireclly tm-

11 The Bill as now altered consists of fourteen chapters In the first chapter we have 
inserted the usual preliminary matter We have (section 1) excluded hundis from theopeiation 
of the Bill We have provided (seotion £) for the repeal of some enactments which are replaced 
by the provisions of the Bill 

12 Section 3 contaitiB a definition of the term banker^' drawn from 39 & 40 Vict ,e 
80, s 8, andof Notaiy Fublio*' Notaries are si^ldom found in the Mufassal, and the Bill 
providet that (heir functions rosy be exeicised by persons appointed for that purpose by 
the Governor General in Council.

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1 5 Chapter II deals with notes, bills and cheques, bills in sets and crossed cheques We have 
here substituted definitions which appear to be more comprehensive and accurate than those in the 
draft Hill Fur instance, according to the original definitions, a billot exchange differs from a 
cheque only in requiring that the money oi dered by the instrument to be paid Should be held at the 
disposal oi the drawer — a distinction which appears to us inaccurite, as a bill of exchange is 
in law, equally with a cheque, assumed to be drawn against funds in the hapds of the drawee 
Again, the definition of u cheque would include such an instrument as a tradesman's bill on 
which the debtoi writes an order to pay for presentation to a ( ash-keeper— th<f ordinary mode 
of paying bills inteeicantile bouses, at least in Calcutta, and one adopted by many private per- 
sons According to the draft Bill such on instrument would appareutl> be negotiable— a very 
serious result indeed Again, the dehnilion of a cinque does not require that it should be 
drawn upon a bunker or a person acting as such, nor that it should be payable on demand. 
These aie only a few of what seemed to ns the more obvious omissions We have, therefore, 
framed definitions which we think will include all the essentials of these instruments 

14 Section 8 defines the holder of a promissory note, bill of exchange or cheque as a person 
entitled in his own name to the p< ssesMon of it and to receive or recover the amount due thereon 
from the patties thereto The holder of an instrument at the time of its loss or destruction 
ako comis within the definition The corresponding provision of the draft Bill seemed to us 
vague and unsatisfactory in its definition of ** holder," and it was not consistently applied in the 
aubstantive provisions of the Bill 

16 In section 15 we have modified the definition of indorsement m the drift Bill by 
providing that it must be made for the purpose of mgotiation We have also included m 
the definition a like signature upon a s^mped paper intended to be completed as a negotiable 
instrument 

10 We have added a section (17) providing, in accordance with English law, that, when 
an instrument may be construe d either as a promissory note or bill of exchange, it shall be taken 
to be that which the holder elects 

, 17 In section 19 we have supplied an omission in the draft Bill by providing that an 

instrument in which no time for payment is specified and nil cheques are payable on demand 

18 Section 20 provides for the filling up by the holder of blanks in a stamped paper 
intended to be completed as a negotiable instrument, but not completed when issued The 
holder may complete the instrument for any amount covered by the stamp* To this section 
IS added as an illustration section 9 of the draft Bill 

19 To the four presumptions as to negotiable instruments contained in the draft Bill and 
stated in section 27 of the present Bill, we have added presumptions thht an accepted bill was 
accepted within a reasonable time after date and before maturity, that every bill or note 
receipted on the back was paid by the acceptor or maker, that is, by the party primarily liable 
to pay, and that a lost instrument was duly stamped 

20 In addition to the provisions of the diaft Bill os to bills in sets, we have (section 29) 
provided for the right of thut holder of one of the parts who first acquires title to his part to 
possession of the other parts We have also defined an acceptor in section 7 so as to include 
an acceptor of a set of bills 

2] In sections 30 to 37 (both inclusive) we h ive snbFtiiuted the provisions of the recent 
English Act (39 & 40 Yict, c 81) for the sections of the dralt Bill relating to crossed 
cheques 

22 Chapter III deals with the parties to negotiable instruments 

23 Section 38, after providing that all persons oafiable of contracting may be parties to 
notes, bills and cheques, adds that a minor may draw, indorse, deliver and negotiate such lu- 
sti aments so as to bind all parties except himself 

24 Secti II 39 piovides for persons binding themselves through their authorized agents, 
and adds that a general authority is not sufiioient for this purpose, and that an authority to 
draw a bill does not of itself authorize an indorsoment 

25 Sections 41 and 42 provide for the liability of partners on notes, bills and cheques, 
and section 43 applies tlie provisions of the Indian Contract Act, sections 42, 43 and 45 and 
oh ipter XI, to the rights and liabilities of partneis created thereby, as well as to joint rights 
and iiubiiilK s 

Section 4^> defines the liabilitv of the drawee of a bill or cheque 

27 Section 46 extends to the ca<>e of the maker of a note, a definition contained in 

Section 60 of the draft Bill of the liability of the acceptor of a bill of exchange 

28 Section 47 adds to the category of persons who (according to section 61 of the draft 
Bill) ran accept a bill, all or some of 8e\enil joint drawees 

29 Section 49 provides that every prior party to a negotiable instrument is liable 
thereon to a bolder in due course, that is, to a bond jtde holder for value 

30 Section 50 lays down that the maker of a note or chequi, the drawer of a bill until 

acceptance, and the acceptor are ordinarily the principal parties to the hill and the other 

E arties their sureties , and section 51 adds that each prior party is a principal as regards the 
older, and that the intermediate parties between such prior party and the holder are sureties

31 We have added a section (54) estopping the maker of a note, the drawer of a bill or 
cheque and the acceptor of a bill for the honour of the drawer from denying the original 
validity of the instrument, 

32 Section 55 adopts, with modifications, the provisions of section 117 of the Evidence 
Act, 1872, and of sections 36 and 62 of the draft Bill, which estop the acceptor from denymg 
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the drawer's sig^natare The eetoppel le, we think^ properly 04)nfined by thie seotioti to suite by 
holders other than the drawer 

38 SeottoQ 50 estops the maker of a note and the acceptor of a bill payable to order 
from denying tho payee’s capacity to mdorae 

34 Section 57 adds to the estoppel against denyinfp false signatures, contained in seotion 

35 of the draft Bill, an estoppel against denying the capacity to contract of any prior party 
to a negot^ble instrument in suit ^ 

35 Section 58 al o carries on the same subject by declaring the acceptoi of a bill with a 
forged indoisenient not to be thereby relieved from liability if he knew it to bo forged at the 

’time of acceptance, and section 59 declares that the acceptor of a bill drawn in a fictitious 
name is not thereby relieved from liability to pay upon an indorsement by the same hand as the 
drawer’s signature, and purporting to be made by the drawer 

36 'i hcse sections supply some omissions in the draft Bill, and, We think, adequately 
provide for the due currency of negotiable instrumente when once put into circulation and 
for the protection of their holders 

37 The Bill then goes on to deal with the consideration for nogntiablo instrumenjjp and 
to protect the holder for value of instruments with respect to which thero may have 
been originally no oonsidcration, or a subsequent failure of consideration, wholly or in 
part 

38 These sections (60 to 63, both inclusive) are substantially taken from the draft Bill 

Web ive added an illustration to section 62 * 

39 Chapter IV deals with negotiation 

40 To section 64, which is substantially the same as seotion 18 of the diaft Bill, we have 
added an explanation to the effect th it an instrument delivered upon a condition which has not 
happened is not negotiable except by a bolder for value and without notice of such con- 
dition 

41 Where the holder of a note or bill payable to or to the order of a specified person 
delivers it to another person without indorsing it, hut with intent to transfer his title thereto, 
we think that (with reference to the Code of Civil Procedure, sections 36 and 37) the trans- 
feree should not be required to sue lu the name of his tiansferor. We have framed section 66 
accordingly 

42 In section 67 we have, in substantial accordance with section 40 of the draft Bill, dealt 
with tiie case of a bond fide holder for value of a bill transferred without indorsement In 
such a case we have deelaied the bolder entitled to a return of the consideration if the bill 
18 , after the tiansfer, avoided on account of any matter prior to the transfer, provided such 
retuin is claimed within a reasonable time 

43 Section 7 1 describes the parties who may indorse and negotiate negotiable instruments 
The draft Bill does not apnear to provide with sufficient olearncss for this matter 

44 Seotion 76 embodies section 23 of the draft Bill bu^ it completes that seotion by 
enaoting that an indorsement of a negotiable instrument for part of the amount due 
thereon transfers a right to retain the instrument and to receive and recover suoh part 
iu the name of the indorser 

45 Section 77 provides that no agreement which is not expre^fsed on the instrument or 

which 18 collateral thereto shall be binding upon holders for value or those deriving title from such 
holders This section embodies atfd supplements the corresponding provisions of the draft Bill 
of which section 42 provided that the title of an indorsee should not be affected by transactions 
independent of the instrument, and section 99 that a bolder in due (ourse should not be affected 
by any agreement between two signers as to the order of their liability unless such agreement 
appeared on the face of the instiumeni The section as now drawn extends the diait sections 
to holders for value and to holders deriving title fiom holders for value , and also extends section 
89 to all agreements not expressed on the lustrument ^ 

46, Chapter V deals with presentment fur acceptance and presentment for payment 

47 Section 82 states the essentials of presentment for acceptance in the case of bills pay- 
able at 01 after sight, to which the draft Bill, section 56, clause (1), refers as bills payable after 
demand We have added a provisiou that presentment must be made by a person entitled to 
demand acceptance, and we have provided for tho case in which the drawee cannot uftei reason- 
able search be found, and also for the case of a bill directed to tho drawee at a particular place 

48 Section 83 provides for presentment for sight of a piomissory note payable at a 
certain period after sight — a matter unnoticed by the draft Bill. 

49 Section 84 alters section 56, chuse (3), of the draft Bill by restricting the time 
allowed to the drawee for deliberation to the departure of the next post, if that should happen 
within the twentj-four hours otherwise allowed This is tho English rule upon the subject 

60 Sectiims 85 and 86 lay down the general rule for presentment for payment, which is 
not distinctly laid down in the draft Bill 

51 Seotion 87, aa to pret^entment for payment of inland instruments payable after date 
or sight, embodies section 133 of the draft Bill, but we have excluded cheques from tins 
section , as ue have proiided (section 19), in accordance with English law, that such instruments 
are only payable on demand. 

52 Section 88 provides for presentment for payment of an inland note payable by instal- 
ments — a matter omitted from the draft Bill 

53 Section 90 modifies sections 130 and 140 of the draft Bill by reqninng, in accordance 
with English law, that an instrument drawn or aocepted payable at a specified place most. 
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in order to cbar<;e the mnktr or drawer, be presented for pa}inent at that place. The 
draft Bdl allows piesentment to be made in such cases at the place of business or residence of 
the maker or acceptor 

54 Section 91 embodies the general rule as to the place of presentment i, 

66 Section 92 extends the rule lit section 141 of t!be draft Bill as to personal presentment 
to the cose of prisentinent ioi acceptance 

56 Section 93 taktn to<;ether^ with section 105 embodies section 101 of the draft 
Bill, with the modification that the presentment of a cheque must be mndoa before the 
relation between the drawer and his hanker has been altered to the ptejtidtce of the drawer, 
or the drawer will be disclni^ed iiom liability The draft Bill dischargees the drawer 
only to the extent of Ins nctud loss , but, according^ to the English enses, he is discharged alto- 
getner by such dthy, the pa\ee of the cheque being considered as having, b} such delay, treated 
the cheque as payment, and as thereby electing to look to the drawee alone (see Hopkins v Ware, 
L R 4 Ex 2CS) 

57 Section 96 is new It provides that piesentment for acceptance or payment may be 
made by or to a duly auibi rized agent, or the representative of a deceased party or the assignee 
of aif insolvent party 

58 Section 98 stntis the c^ses in which presentment for payment is excused It embodies 

sections 89 and 91 of the drift Bill, and adds the case m which the diawor could not suffi^r 
damage by w^utof puscntuieut , in which case priseutment is by English law not necessary 
as against him ^ 

69 Chapter VI treats of payment and interest Section 100 declnres that pat ment should 
be made to the holder, for patnunt to any other party dots not of itself discharge the maker or 
acceptor The next two sections, 101 and 10£, provide for interest upon notes, bills and 
cheques, and section lOd for indemnity to the payer of an instrumtnt lost or which cannot 
be produced • 

60 Chapter VII deals with di'^chaigo from liability on notes, bills and cheques 

61 Section 104 piuv idcs for the discharge ot a maker, acceptor or indorser, not only when 
the holder cancels the aiceptoi^s or indorf^ei^s name, and when the makir, acceptor or indorser 
pays the amount due (sections ds, S5, 87, and b8 of the drift Bill), but also where the holder 
releases or otherwise discharges the maker, acceptor or indorser 

62 Section 107 adopts the provisions of 16 & 17 Vict , c 59, section 19 by which the 

drawer of a cheque pn}able to cider and purporting to bo indorsed by or on behalf of the payee 
18 discharged by payment in due course * 

63 To section 110, which embodies sections 109 and 110 of the draft Bill, we hove added 
an explanation showing what are material alterations in a negotiable instrument 

64 Section 1 1 1 is new, and provides that lu special c ises, such as that of a blank stamped 
instrument, an uncrossed cheque and an instrument endorsed in blank, a material alteration 
made by an indorsee discharges his indorser from liability to him m respect of the consideit- 
ation as well as of the instrument 

65 Section 113 embodies section 115 of the draft Bill and section 11 of 39 & 40 Vict , 
0 81, relating to crossed cheques 

66 Chapter Vlll treats of notice of dishonour 

67 Section 116 substantially agrees with sections 125, 127 and 131 of the draft Bill , but 
have altered the dcscnption of the parties to w^hom notice of dishonour by non-acceptance or 

non-payment must be given the description now adopted nr that those parties must include all 
whom the holder seeks to make severally liable on the lustrumeut, and some one of any parties 
jointly liable , but notice to the moker, drawee or acceptor is unnecessary, 

68 Section 117 collects into one section a number of protisions os to the form of notice 
and the modi of giving it These provisions are scattered over sections 126, 127, 128 and 130 
of the draft Bill We have already pointed out that this section differs fi lU the draft Bill in 
requiring notice to the party addressed that he will be held liable 

69 Section 119 adds to section 132 of the draft Bill the provision that a party receiving 
notice of dishonour through bis agent tor presentment is entitled to the same peiiod after 
such receipt for the purpose of giving notice as the holder has for giving notice 

70 Section 121 describes the cases in which no notice of dit>honoui is necessary These 
cases include, hesioc** tho**e of dispensation by the party entitled to notice and of inability to give 
the notice (which au provided for m sections 6o, 67, 68, 92 and 93 of the diafi Bill), the case 
of the drawer founlt iniauding payment , the case where the paity charged could not suffer 
from want of hiuIi notice, the case oi an acceptor who is also a diawer, the case of a pro- 
missory note wbnh IS not negotiable, and the ease in which the party knowing the faote 
unconditionally } itemises to pay the amount due on the mstiumcnt 

71 Chaptci IX contains the rules for noting and protest 

72 Section 122 substantially corresponds with section 119 of the draft Bill , but it allows 
the noting to bt in ide either unon the instrument, or upon a paper attached thereto, or partly upon 
each And the rules as to noting and protest are confined to bills and notes, whereas the draft 
Bill extended them to cheques— ^n extension for which there is apparently no authority 

73 We have inserted in sections 128 and 124 provisions regarding protest for better 
security. 

74 In section 126 we have reproduced the provisions of Act VI of 1840, section 4, and 
of 2 ft 3 Wm 4, t 98, as to protest for pon-pajment after dishonour by non-acceptance. 
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76 Chapter X cootaina rules for ealoulatinf the reasonable tune for presentment for 
acceptanoe or payment, for giving notiee of dishonour and for noting. We have added in see* 
tion 129 a proviaion that, in the case of notice of dishonour, when the parties caiw on business 
or lire in the same place, snob notice is given within a reasonable time if it is mpatched m 
time to reach its destination on the day next after the day of dishonour 

76 Chapter XI deals with acceptance and payment for honour We provide (section ISl) 
for the case of protest for better security In acco^ance with a recent case {In re Overend, 
Qumey and Company, L R 6 Eq S44), we have declared (section 136) that the payer for 
honour shall l^ve all the rights, in respect of the bill, of the holder at the time of such 
payment 

77 Chapter XII, which treats of compensation, retains (section 187) the provisions of 
the draft Bill (section G')) substantially unaltered 

76 Chapter XIII tnats of foreign bills and restncts to foreign bills the section (73) of 
the draft Bill, which deals with the dishonour of a bill naming a drawee in case of need. 

79 The provisions of chapter XIV as to international law are substantially those of the 
draft Bill 

80 In conclusion, we desire to express our obligations to the following honourable and 
learned Judges, namely, Messrs Turner, Kennedy, West and N£n4bhhi Haridds to the Madras 
Chamber of Commeice to Mr 8tewurt Gladstone, Mr R Stewart, Mr Dickson (late Secre- 
tary and Treasurer to the Bank of Bengal), and Mr Sorymgeour, the Calcutta Agent of the 
Oriental Bank Corporation We recommend that the Bill as now altered M republished 
111 the Gazette of Indm and the local Gazettes, that the opinions of the Local Governments, 
the High Courts and the mercantile community be invited thereon, and that its further 
consideration be stayed till the Council re-assembles in Calcutta

The decrease is partly due to the improvement in the prospects of field employment, and 
would have occurred in Ay case It is partly due also to the enforcing of the conditions ot 
residence and labour, and to the effects made to relegate the paupers to works Of the numbers 
in the relief camps of the Bangalore Municipality, which have fallen by 19,000 in the last 
fortnight, over 6,000 have been put on the State Railway and the adjacent embankment, about 
2,000 on the embankment of the Alsur hkc , and about 1,000 more on different projects, the 
water works, and two lines of road The improvement in the condition of the labourers is 
already obvious , they are cheerful, healthy and contented, and those who a fortnight ago 
were thought hardly able to lift a pick-axo, are now doing a fair day^s work Of the rest some 
have left tor their villages, some prefer to beg about the town, but these will ho collected and 
brought m by the Police To every applicant either labour or food is offered if labour cannot 
bo provided, their food is given till the applicant can be set to work The want of tools is 
still one oi the greatest difficulties ,

3 We have however availed ourselves of the opportunities which the 
various hospitals and jails ot Calcutta ailord of carefully observing the forms 
of lever which have prevailed during this season, but as yet have not observed 
any which could be regarded as fairly comparable with those which were 
prevalent in Bombay during the eaiher part of the^^ear— the levers hero being 
for the most part, manifestly ‘ intermittcuts’ and ‘ coiilinutd ’ 

4 Since our reports were written, Surgeon-General Hunter of Bombay has 
submitted to the Local Government an exhaustive account of tho leading 
features of the fever recently prevalent in that city, accompanied by numer- 
ous charts of temperature This report oorioborates tho inferences which 
were made in the communication legarding this lever relcin d to in the des- 
patch, mz , that (a) in none of the cases m which the blood-spa ilium had been 
observed ‘ could the origin of tho fever have been directly attiibuted to want ,’ 
and that (6) the clinical history of tho fever presented ‘ no well marked featuio 
which would be sufficient to distinguish it itom the class of fevers usually 
referred to as ‘ remittents’ in this country ’ German authorities also state that 
the fever in which the blood-spiriHum was originally found “ manifested a 
distmctly remittent character

special attention to the circumstance that it is in complete jccordancc uith

excessive ram. The cotton sown in Dharwar in August is reported to be well up and

6 The following table gives the expenditure by Government, during the week ending 
15th September, upon gratuitous relief, and m payments made to the young children of 
labourers employed upon relief works. Comparing the results shown in the table below 
with those shown in the last Statement, it will be seen that the number of persons m 
receipt of Government charitable relief has increased from ^1,170 to 07,691, while the 
number of children under 7 years of age has decreased from 71,8 IS to 61*, 654 The 
number of people charitably relieved was 45 75 per cent of the number of labourers upon

General Remarks — In Madras favourable rain is reported from all districts, agricultural 
operations aro actively going on, and prices falling , the total number on works is 587,298, gratuitously 
fed 1,531,255 the former is less by 41,031 and the latter by 72,466 than last week In Mysore 
also there has been good rain, the crops are Nourishing, and prices falling, the number on works is 
69,693, gratuitously relieved 126,204 the latter is 35,688 less than last week In Bombay there has 
been abundant rain in Guzerat, where the radt is now safe, in the Konkan, and Southern Mahratta 
Country , in the Deccan the ram has been moderate, except in Sholapur where it has been excessive 
radt sowings arc going on , in Khaudesh and N4sik also the fall has beeh good, but more is wanted 
111 the former district, in Sind the river is still low and prospects are bad In the Central Provinces 
ram has fallen m all districts except Sambalpur, prospects are much improved, but more is required 
in some districts for the nee In Berar an inch and a half is reported, and the prospects of the 
crops are excellent Abundant ram has fallen throughout Central India, and prospects are much 
improved , immigration into Malwa is decreasing In Rajputana there has been general and most 
opportune rain, which has saved the rail, though m most places too late for the khanf In Bengal 
there has been little ram in the Central districts of Bengal Proper, and more is w inted in Burdwan, 
Bankoora, Midnapore, Jessorc, Fubna and Furreedpoie, in Orissa and Chota Nagpore ram is also 
required , there has been a good fall throughout Behar, and prospects have improved In Assam 
there has boon little lam, and none in Sylhet, prospects aro good In Burma theio has been fair 
ram, but the Irrawaddy has agam flooded some of the tiacts lately replanted, and in Bassein and 
Henrada there will in consequence be a considerable falling off m the area cultivated In the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh the whole aspect of affairs has been changed by a general and heavy 
fall of ram, whuh has secured the rail sowings and greatly benefited the khanf crops which have 
survived the drought In the Punjab there has also been geneial ram, except in Peshdwar and 
Mooltan , the prospects of the rail have much improved

11 *When the amount involved m the instrument chaigeable wnh stamp-duty exceeds 
Its 10,000, the percentage of charge is, by the present stamp law in thn country, diminished 
BB the amount upon which the duty 18 assessed incrensis, wheieas under the English law the 
Bame proportion of charge is maintained throughout, whatever may be the amount of the 
subject-matter of the instrument liable to stamp-duty 

12. The rates of stamji-duty also charged on Bills of Exchange and i^roroiBsory Notes other 
than those payable on demand are, relatively to the duties chargeable on Bonds and Con* 
veyanres under the Indiin stamp law, lower than the English rates For, whilst the stamp 
law in England imposes on Conveyances, Bonds and Bills of Exc^iange the duty oi 12^, 
and alout for every £10, here the rates f>n those three classes of instruments are 16 annas, 

8 annas and about 1 anna for everj Ks lOO rc^^pcctively 

15 The principle of the changes now proposed may be said to be the equalisation of the 
existing rates of percentage of duty upon the amount taxed and their adjustment to the English 
standard — the rupee anil its halves and quarters being taken as the « qnivaloiit of the shilling 
and its halves and quarters respe«^tiveh , and the anira as equal to the penny 

14 Some increase also in regard to the duty leviable on docuirents of cei tain amounts above 
Rs 1,000 but below Rs 10,000 is involved in the proposed conVel^l4 n of tjbe intermediate steps 
between those amounts fri>m Bs 500 to Bs 1,000, for the purpose of bringing the Indian, into 
precise conformitv wnh the English, scale of ascents 

16 The minimum rate of stamp-duty now payable in the case of Bonds is to be omitted 
It M thought that all instruments of this class— however low may be the amount involved— can 
without any hardship bear a four annas tax, whilst so comparatively numerous are thfe Bonds « 
or other instiumems of obligation in respect of amounts not exceeding twenty-five rupees 
that the additional rate of two annas to which it is proposed to subject them is likely to produce 

a material increase of revenue. 
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16. It 18 propoi^d to inclode Pohcie* of Inpurance on life in the 'irenei ul class of mstramenta 
of meomnoe liable to stamp-duty, and to double the existing rates of charge on {hese instruments 
Muerally ; this change is in fact nothing: more than a reversion to the rates charg^eahle on these 
doonments pret^usly to the passing' of the Stamp Act of 18h9 Then there nas no exception m 
favour of Life Policies, and instruments of msuraneo generally were churged at the rate of 
8 annas per Ks 1,000 of the amount insured 

17 Instruments guaranteeing the repayment of loans made upon the deposit of valuable 
•roorities are by the present law sul^jected to a small fixed duty of two ruftees only, wiihout 
reference to the amount of the loan or the extent of the accommodation obtained through 
the transaotiouv It seems more oquitahle and consistent with the general principles 
which govern the determination of stamp duties that these instruments should he taxed ac- 
cording to the amount iD\olved in the transaction , hence it is pr posed to substiiutc an ad 
whrem tof a fixed dtit\, and, iiaving regard to the short pi*riv>d for wnich the loan is 
granted, to assess the new duty nt one-half of the rate applicable to Bills of Exchange 

18 The Bill provides also fi»r the revival of the rule, in regard to the dut\ leviable on 
certain promissory notes, which was in f(»rce previous to the passing of the Slump Act of 1800, 
under which a promihsory note made pa} able at some time exceeding one year from 
the date of the note was liable to the same rate of duly as a Bond As the 
obligatorv instrument ordinarily executed in this country uhen loans ate tak«n— the 

tamassuk’^— -IB more of the nature of a promissorv note than a bond, it seems probable that 
some unnecessary sacrifice of revenue has resulted from the nlmquishment of the foiiner 
mode of assessment to which it is now proposed to revert in the^e casch. 

19. The limit of amount within which cheques and other orders tor the payment of money 
and receipts are exempted fiom any stamp-duty is to be reduced from twenty to ten ^upees 
The payment of one anna stamp-duty can hardly bo considered au oppre^^sivo tax m such 
cases, whilst BO comparatively numerous are the transactions of this Lind involving small 
amounts, that the abolition of the exemption m respect of sums ranging befwet n twenty and 
ten rupees is likely to secure a considerable increase of revenue Eurtlicr, tltc Hill aims 
at the enforcement oi the delivery of a receipt for the payment of any mnoiint in excess of 
ten rupees in satisfaction of a debt Under the present law a person receiving money m 
payment of a debt above a certain amount is obliged to grant a receipt to the p%}er it 
the latter demands it 'This enactment has been found by experience to attain its ob)cct but 
very imperfectly, as the pavers are generally too indifferent about the m liter to cxenise their 
Kgal right, and consequently the payee it is believed, m a large numiicr, it not tin majotry, of 
cases, escapes his obligation As the obligation was imposed boh ly m the int< rc'^t of tlie 
revenue, the principle on which it rests is not overstrained by the piovision of the Bill which, 
upholding the obligation of the payee, dispenses with the antecedent condition fur its euiorce- 
msnt 

20 The duty charge ible on instruments evidencing an app^iM me nt or an nwiul is raised 
by the Bill to about five times its pseseiit amount Beloie^'^OO, these documents were 
not subject to any stamp-duty the tax then imposed was purely experiroental Tlu^ increase 
now proposed siill leaves instruments of this dcboription more lightly taxed than they me 
m England 

21 The Bill substitutes an ad valorem rate of duty for the fixed amount now chargeable 
on FSartitioh-deeds That amount is Rs 16 and in some cases proves such a heavy tax 
that the matter has been made the subject of a reference to Government, an equal charge 
on all partitioiiB without reference to the value of the property divided must work un«<utiB- 
faotorily. An ad valorem duty is a more equitable form of charge, and the rate has been 
assimilated to that of bonds, which is one-half of the rate to which ordinary deeds of con- 
veyance are subject 

£2. An ad valorem charge is also proposed in hen of a fixed duty for instruments of gift and 
exchange All fixed iluties are more or less objectionable, as they inubt either bo pitched so 
low as to bring in uo appreciable amount of revenue, or they mubt press with undue seventy m 
cases in which the property concerned is of inconsiderahlu value The difhcultv of imposing 
ad valorem duties in these cases arises out of the want of a safe ba«is foi lluir a-scssment, 
there being no consideration exprissed in the instruments to be chaiged It is proponed to 
surmouBt this difficulty by imposing on the pirtios the obligation of stating tiul} — under 
heavy penalties fur fraudulent statements — the approximate value of the subject of the deed of 
gift ur exchange. 

23 The stamp-duties heretofore chargeable on pleaders* and mukhtars^ certifi^ ites under the 
Pleader^s Act are included in the Bill as part of the scheme of consolidation It seems only 
just and consistent that advocates and attorneys should be similarly taxed in rcspict of the 
practice of their profession in the Courts of this couniry, and it is pioposed to subject them to 
the payment of five hundred rupees, and two hundred and fiitv nipcG<4 bl amp-duty, respectively,

26 The new rates for Small Cause Court suits involve a decrease oi 21 ffer cint in the 
case of salts of this class instituted m the Presidency Towns, and a pioportiouate increase of 
tbe rates heretofore obtaining m such Courts situated outside those towns 

The present rates m the ijPresidency Towns are 2 annas penr rupee or I2]t per cent Elsewhere

The following prehmiuaiy Report of a Select Committee, together with the Dill as settled by 

them, wasMpresented to the Council of the Governor General of India fur the purpose of 

making Laws and Regulations on the 1 0th October 1877 — - 

We, the undersigned members of the Select Committee to which the Bill to define and 
amend the law relating to Pr4imi88ory Notes, Bills of Exchange and Cheques was referred, 
have considered the papers sjiecified in the appendix, and have the honour to present this 
preliminary report 

* 2 This Bill, of which a draft, hereinafter oalled the draft Bill, was prepared by the late 

Indian Law Commission, is intended to be one of the chapters of the Indian Civil Code, and 
was introdueed and referred to a Select Committee in Dece&^r 1867. The then mercantile 
members of Council, while admitting the desiiabilitv of coaification, objected to the draft 
Bill on account of its deviations from English law In order to obviate this objection several 
alterations have now been made iii its substantial provisions The Bill has also been re- 
arranged , and some additions have been made m order to supply omission^ These changes, 
which embody most of the suggestions contained m the papers mentioned m the appendix, will 
appear in detail from this report 

8 It may, however, be convenient, before proceeding further, to notice briefly the alter- 
ations winch have been made in order to render the Bill conformable to English law 
^ 4 The draft Bill provided that an indorsee for value after maiuiity should have only the 
rights of his indorser This does not except the case of a bill of ex(4lange drawn or accepted 
for the purpose of enabling some party thereto to raise money thereon we have added an 
exception in section 80 in older to meet this case 

6. The draft Bill discarded days of grace we have recognised j^hil usage in sections 87 and 
88 of the present Bill The change has involved (in siction 22) a slight alteration of the defi- 
nition of maturity " • 

6 The draft Bill also made all instruments which fell due upon a holiday payable on the 
next succeeding buiiness day instead of, as in English law, on the next preceding 
business day, except in the case of a public holiday We have in section 26 adhered to the 
English law, and have provided that, besides the usual public holidays, such days shall be 
public holidays within the meaning of the Act as the Local Government may declare 

7 The draft Bill made no provision for the case m which interest at a specified rate is 
expressly made payable on a note or bill It merely provided that mteiest at the current rate 
should be payable on a bill dishonoured by non-acieptance, but only from the maturity of the 
instrument The same rule was adopted in the case of diNhonoiir by non-payment of a note*, 
bill or cheque We have substituted the English law on this subject by declariiig (section 101) 
that, where interest i8expre«<sly provided for in the note or bill, it shall be calculated, aa against 
all parties, at the specified rate from the date of the instrumei^until tender or realization of 
the amount due. Where no interest is specified we have oeclarod (section 101), that, 
except lu oases within section 582 of the Civil Prooeduro Code, interest shall run at six 
per cent per annum from the date at which the amount ought to have been paid by the 
party charged We have also added an explanation that an indorsi r can only bo charged 
With suf h interest from the date of the receipt by him of notice of dishonour 

8 We have restored (section 117) the rule, which the draft Bill omitted, that a notice of 
dishonour must inform the party to whom it is given that he will bo held liable 

9 The draft Bill provided that when a note, bill or cheque had been lost, or would not be 
produced by the owner, he might nevertheless enforce his claim against the maker or acceptor if 
he gave security, to the satisfaction of the Court, to indemnify the defendant against the claims 
of any other person upon the instrument No provision was made for an action against the in- 
dorser. The English law, however, provides (17 & 18 Vict , c 125, section 87=:Act V of 18G6, 
section 14) that, in any action upon a negotiable instrument, the lo^sof it shall not beset up as a 
defence if an indemnity is given, to the satisfaction of the Court, against the claims of any other 
person And the owner of such a document was always entitled in equity to demand p'lyment 
on giving a sufiicicnt indemniky We have, therefore, considered that wc should eoriectly em- 
body the English law by providing (section 103) that any person liable to pay and pajing the 
amount due on a note, bill or cheque shall be entitled to be indemnified , and b> leaving (section

11 The Bill as now altered con^ts of fourteen chapters In the first chapter we have 
inserted the usual preliminary matter We have (section 1) excluded hundis from the operation 
wf the Bill We have pnivided (seotiun 2) for the repeal of some enactments which are replaced 
by the provisions of the Bill 

12 Section 8 contains a definition of the term banker drawn from 89 & 40 Viot , c 
80, s 8, and of ^'Notary Public Notaries are seldom found in the ]Viuras6al,.and the Bill 
provides that ifaeir functions may be oxfrcised by persons appointed for tbdt purpose by 
ifae Governor General in Council. 
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] 3 Chapter II deals vr/th notls, bills and cheques, bills in sets and crossed cheques We have 
here siibstitatra definitions which appear to be more comprehensive and accurate than those in the 
draft Bill For instance, accoiding to the original definitions, a billot exchaMp difpers from a 
cheque only in requiring that the money ordered by the instrument to be paid shomd be held at the 
disposal of the drawer— a distinction which appears to us inaccurnte, as a bill of exchange is 
in law, equally with a cheque, assumed to be drawn against funds in the hands of the drawee. 
Again, the definition of a cheque Would include such an instrument as a tradesman's bill on 
which the debtor writes an order to pa)r for presentation to a cash-keeper— the ordinary mode 
of pa}ing bills in mercantile houses, at least in Calcutta, and one adopted by many private per- 
sons According to the draft Bill such on instrument would apparently be negotiable— a very 
serious lesult indeed Again, the definition of a cheque does not require that it should be 
drawn upon a banker or a person acting as such, nor that it should be payable on demand.

S4 Section 57 adds to the estoppel against denying false signatures, contained in section 
S5 of the draft Bill, an estoppel against denying the capacity to ooniract of any pnor party 
to a negotiable instrument in suit 

SO Section 58 al^o carries on the same subject by declaring the acceptor of a bill with a 
forged indorsement not to be tliereby relieved from liability if he knew it to be forged at the 
time of acceptance, and section 69 declares that the acceptor of a bill drawn in a fictitions 
name is not thereby relieved from liability to pay npon an indorsement by the same hand as the 
drawer's signature, and purporting to be made by the drawer. 

36 These sections supply some omissions in the draft Bill, and, we think, adequately 
provide for the due currency of negotiable instruments when once put into circulaliou and 
for the protection of their holders 

37 The Bill then goes oiLto deal with the consideration for negotiable instrnments and 
to proteot the holder for vmue of instruments with respect to which there may have 
been originally no con^deration, or a subsequent failure of oonsideration, wholly or m 
part 

38 These sections (60 to 63, both inclusive) are substantially taken from the diaft Bill 
WjB bare added an illustration to section 62 

39 Chapter IV deals with negotiation 

40 To 6eition,64, which is substantially the same as section IS of the draft Bill, we have 
added an explanation to the effect that an instrument delivered upon n condition which has not 
happened is not negotiable except by a holder for value and qrithout notice of such cod« 
dition 

41 Where the holder of a note or bill payable to or to the order of a specified person 
delivers it to another person without indorsing it, but with intent to transfer his title thereto, 
we think that (with reference to the Code of Civil Procedure, sections 56 and 37) the trans- 
feree should not be required to sue lu the name of his transferor We have framed section 66 
accordingly 

42 In section 67 we have, in substantial accordance with section 40 of the draft Bill, dealt 
with the case of a bond fide holder for value of a bill transferred without indorsemtot In 
such a case we have declared the holder entitled to a return of the consideration if the hill 
18 , after the tiansfer, avoided on account of any matter prior to the transfer, provided such 
return is claimed within a reasonable time 

43 Section 7 1 describes the parties who may indorse and negotiate negotiable instruments 
The draft Bill does not appear to provide with sufficient clearness lor (his matter 

44 Section 76 embodies section 23 of the draft Bill but i^completes that seotion by 
enacting that an indorsement of a negotiable instrument for pre of the amount due 
thereon tiansfcrs a right to retain the instrument and to receive and recover such part 
in the name of the indorser 

45 Section 77 provides that no agreement which is not expressed on the instrument or 
which 18 collateral thereto shall be binding upon holders fop value or those deriving title from siu h 
holders This section embodies and supplements the corresponding provisions of the draft Bill 
of which section 42 provided that the title of an mdorseo siiould not be affected hj tiansactions 
independent of the instrument , and section 9£f that a holder in due course should not be affet ted 
by any agreement between two signers as to the order of their liahilitj unless such agreement 
appeared on the face oi the instrument The section as now diawn extends the diaft sections 
to holders for value and to holders deriving title fiom holders for value , and aho extends sectiuu 
89 to all agreements not expressed on the instrument 

46. Chapter V deals with presentment for acceptance and presentment for paj ment 

47. Section 82 states the essentials of presentment for acceptanie in the case of bills pay- 
able at or after sight, to which the draft Bill, section 56, clause (]), refers as bill$ payable after 
demand We have added a prdVision that presentment must be made by a person entitled to 
demand acceptance , und we have provided for the case in which the draivte cannot after reason- 
able search be found, and also for the case of a bill directed to the diawce at a particular placi 

48. Section 83 provides for presentment for sight of a promissory note payable at a 
certain period after sight — a matter unnoticed by the draft Bill 

49 Section 84 alters section 56, clause (3), of the draft Bill by restricting the time 
allowed to the drawee for deliberation to the departure of the next post, if that should happen 
within the twenty-four hours otherwise allowed This is the English rule upon the subject 

50 Seotions 86 and 86 lay down the general rule fur presentment for payment, which is 
not distinctly laid down in the draft Bill 

51 Seotioti 87, as to pfbsentment tor payment of inland instruments payable after date 
or sight, embodies section 133 ot the draft Bill, but we have excluded cheques from this 
section , as ne have provided (section 19), in accordance with English law, that such instruments 
are only payable on demand. 

52 beotion 88 provides for presentment for payment of an inland note payable by instal- 
ments — a matter omitted from the Bill * 

53 Section 90 modifies sections 139 and 140 of the draft Bill by requiringii in accordance 
with English law, that an instrument drawn or accepted payable at a specified plaie must. 
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jn order to charj^e the makc^r or drawer, be presented for pajipent at that place The 
draft Bill allows presentment to be made in such cases at the place of business or residence of 
the maker or acceptor 

54 Section 91 embodies the general rule as to the place of presentment^ 

55 Section 92 extends the rule in section 141 oi the draft Bill as to personal presentment 
to the ca<<e of presentment foi acceptance 

56 Sec lion 93 taken together with section 105 embodies section 101 of the draft 
Bill, with the modification that the present ment of a cheque must be made before the 
relation between the arawer and his banker has been altered to the prejudice of the drawer, 
or the drawci will be discharged from liability The draft Bill discharges the drawer 
only to the extent of his actual loss , but, according to the English cases, he is discharged alto- 
gether by such delay, the payee of the cheque being considered as having, by such dtlay, treated 
the cheque as payment, and as thereby electing to look to the drawee alone (see HopAtm v Ware, 
L R 4 Ex 268) 

57 Section 96 is new It provides that presentment for acceptance or payment may be 

made by or to a duly authorized agent, or the representative of a deceased party or the assignee 
of an insolvent party * 

58 Section 98 states the cases in which presentment for payment is excused It embodies 
sections 89 and 91 of the draft Bill, and odds the case in which the drawer could not suffer 
damage by want of presentment, in which case prosentment is by English law not necessary 
as against him 

69 Chapter VI treats of payment and interest Section 160 declares that payment should 
be made to the holder, for payment to any other party does not of itself discharge the maker or 
acceptor The next two sections, 101 and 102, provide for interest* upon notes, bills and 
iheques, and section 103 for indemnity to the payer of an instrument lost or which cannot 
he produced 

60 Chapter VII deals with discharge from liability on notes, bills and cheques 

61 Section 104 provides for the discharge of a maker, acceptor or indorser, not only when 
the holder cancels the acceptor's or indorser's name, and when the maker, acceptor or indorser 
pays the amount due (sections 38, 85, 87, and 88 of the draft Bill), but also where the holder 
releases or otherwise dischargee the maker, acceptor or indorser. 

62 Section 107 adopts the provisions of 16 & 17 Vict , c 59, section 19 by which the 
drawer of a cheque payable to order and purporting to bo indorsed by or on behalf of the payee 
18 discharged hy paj meat in due course 

63 To section 110, which embodies sections 109 and 110 of the draft Bill, we have added 
an explanation showing what are material alterations m a negotiable instrument 

64 Section 1 1 1 is new, and provides that in special cases, such as that of a blank stamped 
instrument, an uncrossed cheque and an instrument endorsed m blank, a material alteration • 
made by an indorsee dis^arges bis indorser from liability to him in respect of the consider- 
ation as Wbll as of the instrament 

65 Section 113 embodies section 115 of the draft Bill and section 11 of 39 & 40 Vict , 
c 81, relating to crossed cheques 

66 Chapter VIII treats of notice of dishonour 

67 Section 116 substantially agrees with sections 126, 127 and 131 of the draft Bill , but 
we have altered the description of the parties to whom notice of dishonour by non-acceptance or 
non-payment must be given the description now adopted is that those parlies must include all 
whom the holder seeks to make severally liable on the instrument, and some one of any parties 
jointly liable , but notice to the maker, arawee or acceptor is unnecessary. 

6S Section 117 collects into one section a number of proMsions as to the form of notice 
and the mode of giving it These provisions are scattered over sections 126u 127, 128 and ISO 
of the draft Bill. We have already pointed out that this section differs from the draft Bill m 
requiring notice to the party addressed that he will be held liable 

69 Section 119 adds to section 132 of the draft Bill the provision that a party receiving 
notice of dishonour tbrofagh bis agent for presentment is entitled to the same period after 
such receipt for the purpose of giving notice as the holder has for giving notice 

70 Section 121 describes the cases in which no notice of dishonour is necessary These 
oases include, besides tho«!e of dispensation by the party entitled to notice aiid of inability to give 
the notice (which are provided for in sections 66, 67, 68, 92 and 93 of the draft Bill), the case 
of the drawer countermanding payment, the case where the party charged could not suffer 
from want of such notice, the case of an acceptor who is also a drawer, the case of a pro- 
missory note which is not negotiable, and the case in which the party knowing the facts 
unconditionally promises to pay the amount due on the instrument 

71 Chapter IX contaiins the rules for noting and protest 

72 Section 122 Substantially corresponds with section 119 of the draft Bill , but it allows 
the noting to be made either upon the instrument, or upon a paper ^taohed theretOjOr partly upon 
each And the rules as to noting and protest aie confined to bills and notes, whereas the draft 
Bill extended them to cheques — ah extension for which there is apparently no authority. 

73 We have inserted in sSCtiona 123 and 124 provisions regarding protest for better 
secarity. 

74 In section 126 we have reproduced the provisions of Act VI of 1840, section 4, and 
of 2 & 3 Wm 4, c 98, as to protect for non-payment after dishonour by non-acceptanoe 
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75 Chapter X contains rules for calculating the reasonable tune for presentment for 
acceptance or payment, for giving notice of dishonour and for noting We have added in sec- 
tion 129 a provision that, m the case of notice of dishonour, when the parties cairy on business 
or live in the sai|||e place, snch notice is given within a reasonable time if it is despatched in 
time to reach itAestination on the day next alter the day of dishonour 

76 Chapter XI deals with acceptance and pai ment for honour We provide (st^clion 131) 
for the case of protest for better security In accordance with a recent case [In re Overend^ 
Qumey and Company, L B 6 £q 844), we have declared (section 136) that the paver for 
honour shall have all the rights, in respect of the bill, of the holder at the time of such 
payment 

77 Chapter XII, which treats of compensation, retains (section 187) the provisions of 
the draft Bill (section 65) substantially unaltered 

78 Chapter XIII treats of joreign bills and restnets to foreign bills the section (73) of 
the draft Bill, which deils with the dishonour of a bill naming a drawee in case of need 

79 The provisions of chapter XIV as to luteruational law are substantially those of the 
draft Bill 

80 In conclusion, we desire to express our obligations to the following honourable and 
learned Judges, namely, Messrs Turner, Kennedy, West and N&ndbhiii Haridds to ihe Madras 
Chamber of Commorce to Mr btewart Gladstone, Mr R Stewart, Mr Dickson (late Secre- 
tary and Treasurer to ihe Bank of Bengal), and Mr Scrymgeour, the Calcutta Agent of the 
Oriental Bank Corpoiation We recommend that the Bill as now altered be republished 
in the Gazette of India and the local Gazettes, that the opinions of the Local Governments, 
the High Courts and the mercantile community be invited thereon, and that its further 
consideration be stayed till the Council re-assembles in Calcutta

4 The number of laborers on cml relief works was 31,038, or 242 less than in the 
previous week, but the returns having come in for the first time in a new form, the figurei are 
not quite accurate There was an increase of 1,524 laborers in Bangalore and of 1,763 in 
Mysore, and a decrease of 1,066 in Tdmkur and of 1,015 in Chitaldroog The other variations 
were not remarkable. 


5 Under the Publio Works Department 27,655 laborers were employed, or an increase of 
2,384 The increase was chielly in Bangalore, whilst Eolar, Tumktir, llassan and Eadur shew 
a decrease Laborers continue to leave the works for field occupation, and officers report that 
in parts where prospects are most encouraging, people neither seek the works nor relief camps. 
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The State Railway is the only very large work m progress, and more than 7,000 are now 
working upon it The Bangalore and Mysore water-supply projects occupy 8,000 between 
them the other works are chiefly roads and tanks, some of which have only been recently

ENDING THE 18TE OCTOBER 1877 


Gsvrral Bemarks —In Madras abundant ram is reported from the Malabar Coast, and g*ood 
general ram elsewhere prospects continue good, and agricultural operations are actively progie^sing, 
prices are slowly falling. The number on relief works is 580,299, and gratuitously fed 1,^88,966, 
the former is less by 5(1 92d and the latter by 247,289 than last week In Mysore there has been 
excellent general ram, and the crops are flourishing , the number on works is 62,50b and gratuitously 
relieved 103,760 the former is less by 7,187 and the latter by 22,454 than last week In Bombay 
there has been heavy ram m the Southern Mahratta Countiy and Ratuugiri, and good showeis 
throughout the Deccan no$9 has fallen m Guzerat, Kaltywar, Khandesh orISf4-ik, the crops are 
generally m good condition in Bombay proper, but want more ram m parts of Ahniedna^ar, Nasik, 
and Khandesh , m Smd there is no improvement In the Central Provinces there has betn good ram 
in Cbhindwdra and Mandlu, and slight shpwers m a few othei districts the prospects ot the 
Iharif are good everywhere except m Sambalpur, Saugor and Damoh, where the rice has failed 
the sowings are being vigorously pushed on No ram is reported fiom B^rai, but the crops are 
in good condition None has fallen m Central India pro«pcctR m Malwa nnrf BaghelLhnnd are good, 
but immigrants arc still coming southwards in large numbcis fibm the direction of Gwalior In 
Bajpiitana very slight showers are reported from Ajmere, Jodlipore and Ulwur , more rain is generally 
wanted to permit of sowings in Ulwur and Jeypore In Bengal there has been good gcmral rain, 
which has made prospects favourable throughout Bengal proper and Behar, m Poorec, Loharduggd and 
^inghbhonm the crops aie however sufiermg from want of ram No more lam has fallen in the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh , sowings for the rail are every where m active progress , prices are still 
high, but prospects generally good In the Punjab a good fall of rum is reporleil from Rawalpindi, 
and showers m Hissar, Jullundur, Amritsar and Peshawar ploughug and souing for the rabh 
are going on Rain has fallen m Nepal, where prospects are now improved In Assam theie has been 
ruin, and prospects are favourable In Burma there has been model ate ram, and the condition of the 
crops generally is good a considerable portion of the area where tiie nee was destrojed by floods has 
been replanted, but the weather latterly has not been favourable to the joung crops

STAMP BILL 

Tlic llon’ble Mii CocKEREi.ii intiodnccd the Bill to consolidate and amend 
the laiv relatin'? to Stamps and Couit-toes and moved that it dio ciiculatod foi 
tbo ptuiiosc ot olaiting opinion thcieon He said that, as a consideiahlc 
period — ncnily tw'o }e.U8— had elapsed since leave was given to intioduce a 
Bill on this sul>|eet, it seemed expedient that he should leniind the Oouneil ot 
the scojie of the loimer luoiei t ol legislation and give some expLuiation ot 
the eucumstanees wliA-h had delayed its progi css and led to the proposal ot 
the several furthci modillcations of tlie present law provided for m the Bill 
now introduced When their late ooUcague, Mr. luglis, moved tor leave to 
introduce a Bill for tho alteiation of tho stomp law it was pioposed to bring 
together tho Stamp Act of 1869, tho Court-fees Act, so much of Act XIII oi 
1876 as related to the fees leviable on piobates and letters of admimstiation, 
and the seveial exemptions and lemissious ot duty and tees which the Govemoi 
General in Couui il had in tho exercise of the poweis vested m lum by the' 
Stamp and Court-f<*es Acts fiom time to time allowed , and also to explain 
and amend the piovisions of tho existing law m regard to which questions had 
been raised, and interpretations and constiuctions laid down tlirough the 
decisions and rulings of the Courts 

Such a measure oi consolidation and amendment was in itself very neces- 
saiw m tho iniorest of the public convenionce alone , for, between the year 1870 
and the tune when the Council was asked to sanction the mtroduction of a 
Bill relating to stamps and Court-fees, tliwe had been haidly less than forty 
oases of lemissions and reductions of du»y and fees and other orders of Govern- 
ment rehitmg to tins subject, all constituting amendments of the existing law 
and soattoi'ed over numeious editions of the Gazette of India 

Before turther progrt'ss in the desiicd lemslataon could he made, tho mtich 
vexed question of the propiioty and expediency of sui'sUtuting the use of 
impressed for adhesive stamps, with the object of checking tlm frauds winch 
were alleged to he prevalent to such an extent as to impeiil the security of 
the revenue, became ripe tor deuiMoii, and was referred to a Committee ot winch 
his honourable cotHeaguei Mr Hope) and he (Mr. CockeRbiil) were members As 
the com[)lete abandonment of the use of adliesive stomps m judicial proceechngs 
would,lia\e necessitated very matmial alterations in tM law rating to Ooiut- 
fecs, furthei action in the Legislative Department in respect of the Stomp BiH 
was suspended until tho Committee liad made its report. 'The upj ortiu^ty 
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wa« taken of referring also to the consideration of this Committee the ques- 
tion of the feasibility of such amendments of the stamp law as would conduce 
to its improviiL working and the acquisition of a larger revenue 

About the same time that these questions were referred to the Committee, 
the Government of India through its Financial Department ciiculated certain 
proposals for the amendment of the law and directed the several Local Govern- 
ments. after consulting their subordinate officers, to report thereon Suggestions 
as to the propnety or expediency of other amendments were also invited 
The mam pomts referred thus for the opinion of the Local Governments 
were — (1) tlie omission fiom the Stamp Act of any speciheation of the 
descnption of stamp to be used for the reahsjation of stamp duties or Court- 
fees, and the substitution therefor of a jiower to the Government to regulate 
the use of a particular description of stamp for specified puqioses by rules ; 
(2) the specification m the Act of fees of fixed amount chargeable for the 
service of processes m lieu of the present system under which those tees are 
determined by rules framed by the lligh Courts, and the icstoiation to the 
executive ot the same power of legulating the process-serving establishments as 
it has in regard to all other < stabhshments , and (3) the reservation to the 
Governor Gencial in Council of the power of making lules under the Stamj) 
and Court-fees Act, now exercised by the Local Gofernments subject to the 
sanction of the Government of India 

The local authoiities leturned an almost unanimous assent to the pro- 
pnety and expediency of these pioposals, and at the same time submitted 
their views as to othei amondmentb of the law The Committee specially 
appointed for the consideration of the questious above lefened to submitted 
tlieir leport, this report was sent by the Home Depaitmoni to the seveial 
Local Governments, and a fresh set ot opinions on all the matteis treated of m 
it was thus chcitcd 

The result of all this was that the entire subject of the revision of th»‘ 
stamp law had been considered and discussed m much detail by the locdl 
authonties , and he (M» CocKBKiiLL) had thus had the great advantage in 
frammg those provisions of the Bill, which embi'aced amendments of tin* existing 
law, of consulting the two sets oi ojnmons elicited tiom local ofliceis engaged 
in the admiiustiation of the Liw and best qualified fi||m then exjiciienco ot 
itf ojicration both to point out its piaitical defects and to suggest appiopiiate 
remedies The proposed alterations of the law contained m the Bill were for 
the most pait based upon such lecommeudations ot the Committee as had met 
with the approval of the local authorities, and the suggestions of various 
officers , and he (Mn Cockbbbll) had much contidence therefore in presentmg 
the Bill to the Council as a measure which was, as regards its main features at 
least, in complete accoi dance wutli the views of tbo chief admirastiativc officers 
of the several parts of the empire to which a general law on this subject would 

though there was a general consensus of opinion in favour of the pro- 
posed l^islation, objections had boon raised m some quarters For instance 
the expediency of reumtmg m one Act the provisions of the law relating to 
stamp duties, and that by which Court-fees arc regulated was questioned It 
was said that the piesent practice of keeping these two subjects distinct had 
worked smoothly and satisfactorily, and was host adapted to public convenience, 
inasmuch as the classes of persons who were chiefly affected by, and interested 
in laiowing the requirements of the law m regard to the use of general stamm, 
were not much concerned in litigation and the habilities ot suitors m the 
matter of the payment of Court-fees ^ 


Now he (Me Oocebeell) re^rded stamp duties and Court-fees rather as 
different branches of the same subject than as two distinct subjects The duties 
and the fees were both levied by means of stamps the sale proceeds of which were 
enter^ under the same head m the public accounts, and both were regulated 
by the Bama pdministrative agency Nor could he agree with the conclusion 
that the pcMons who had to do with general stamps had httle or no intcarest 
tn the sumeot of Court-fees , he thought on the contrary that, a few purely 
commtffoUu transaotions involving the use of bills of exchange, biltt of uffimg, 
excepted, the agency employed f(»r determining the proper stamp duties 
chittgwffiie on instrtuneute executed m connection with the conveyance of inter- 
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csts in property, or obligation*) for the payment of money, was generally the same 
as that to whioh persons about«to engage in htigation would have recourse , for he 
believed that it was no more the practice to frame mstruments |yidencmg the 
transfei of any interest in property, than to draw up a |)laint m a suit or an 
application to a Court, without the aid of legal practitioners On the other 
hand, there were distmct advantages m the combination of the existmg enact- 
ments relatmg te stamp duties and Court-fees as the provisions of the law regard- 
ingthe description of stamps to be used, the refimd of the value of spoiled 
stamps, the sale of stamps and the geneial administration of these sources of 
revenue were common to both, so that a considerable saving in the enaotmg 
provisions would be eflected by the pio]»osed consohdation. 

Then it had been urged that furtlier legislation at the present time on the 
subiect of stamps and Courts* foes vas premature, and that these repeated 
alterations oi laws aftocting the transactions of a very largo number of persons 
were extremely harassmg and detrimental to pubbe convcmence Ho would 
read to the Council what had been wntten by the person who nught be said to 
lie the most prominent if not the only exponent of this feeling — 

*' I hope that the Govern tneot will deprccee the paMsin^ of this meaenre When the 
]a‘>t Oeiipinl ^tamp Act was pnsaed in 1869 and the Court A*cs Act in 1870, it was hoped 
that tlio wearisome and vexatious alterations of the law on these two subjects (of which there 

have been so many) bad come to an end The law of 1866,* 
• Probahly 1SC 2 i» a* no ^ which the public and the profession were becinninir to get 

' accustomed, was completely altered in form, and the system of 

sepiraiing ordinal V stamps fiom Ciniit Fees adopted I scene reason now for altering this 
system and rc-iiniting the Stamp Act with the Court Fees Act " 

The wnter of these remarks was a person who might reasonably have been 
expected to bo better acquainted with the facts of the case K it were true m 
any measure tliat the stamp laws did come under the frequent revision of the 
Legislature, it could hardly ho a matter for surprise or reprobation, because the 
\ory fact that the law on such a subject affects the transactions of a very large 
number of persons and is on that account more used and subjected to gieater 
wear and tear probably than any other Act on the Statute-book, indicates m 
itself the necessity for its periodical lepair But in order to show how much 
at variance wath the real facts w'as the statement which lie had just read, he 
(Mn CocKFKiiLij) mustf rave the indulgent forbearance of the Council whilst he 
entered into a very bnef rctrosjiect of past legislation m regard to stamps 

Up to 1860, the Law regarding both branches of the stamp revenue was 
distmct m the diftorent Presidencies, having been contained in certain Eegulations 
of tlic Madras, Bombay and Bengal Codes respectively Previously to that year 
the law had undergone no alteration in Bengal foi a period of 31 years, m 
Bombay for 33, and Madras for 44 years , in the year 1860, the first general stamp 
law for all India was enacted , the Council would remember that the period 
was one of great financial pressure, when the Income-tax was first introduced 
and the tax-yiolding resouices of the Empire were bemg strained to the utmost 
bmit feasible The gross stamp revenue, which up to that time had not 
exceeded seventy lakhs of rupees, was m the first year’s operation of Act XXXVI 
of 1860 almost doubled It was hardly to he expected that such a great and 
sudden change of the law should he made without some mistakes, and accord- 
ingly m 1862 it was found necessary to amend the law for the purpose of 
remedying certain mequahtics of taxation and undue pressure of particular 
duties caused by Uie previous Act, but the firesh legislation then adopted was 
entirely in the direcbon of the relief of the tax-payer and created no new 
burdens 

In 1866 there was a demand for strengthening judicial estabhshments, and 
it was thought that the oost of the measure mi^ht be met by a oorrespon^g 
increase of the stamp-fees leviable on the institution of suits A Committee 
was appointed in that year for the consideration of the subject, and the Act 
relatmg to stamp-fees levi^ m tlie Courts passed m 1867 was based on that 
Committee’s recommendations ^ The Act of 1867 related to fees levied in ^ 
Courts by means of stamps and left imtouched tbe law rating to gmieosid 
stamps. 

In 1868, fresh legislation was commenced in regard to the subject of geneocul 
stamps and resulted in the passing of the Genei^ Stamp Act 1869. The 
ohjectof the Act of 1867 had been not merely to provide for tba>«ost of imiaeoeiiig 
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and strengthening the judicial establishments, hut also to repress to a certain ex< 
tent htigation of a frivolous and vexatious charactei which uas said to have been 
partly encoumged by too low rates of Court-fees The decrease in litigation, hou - 
ever, result!!^ apparently fiom the operation of the Act of 1867, wat. found to 
bo so excessive as to justify the apprehension that the tentative rates ot fees 
imposed thereby had over-reaohed the maik and amounted to a practical pro- 
hibition in many cases of legitimate redress of actual wrongs Accordingly in 
1870 a relieving measure was adopted, designated the “ Court-fees Act,” by 
winch the fees theretofore chargeable on the majority of suits wore reduced to 
the extent of about 2^ pei centum The Stamp Act ot 1809 and the Court- 
fees Act of 1870 contained the law m force on tliese matters up to the 
present time It would be seen tlierefore that the sum total ol stamp- 
legislation during the last half century consisted of three Acts for the imposition 
of stamp duties and four Acts relatmg to Court-fees, whilst some oi these 
measures had been adopted exclusively in the interest oi the tax-payer This 
indicated, m his opimon, the very reverse of a meddlesome spirit on the part 
of the legislatmo m dealing with this important subject, and estabhshed the 
groundless ehai aoter of the animail versions upon the past legislation in con- 
nection with stamps of the writer of the letter which had been read, and the 
objection to the present measure founded thereon 

With these introductory remarks by way of explanation of the circum- 
fitances attending the proposed legislation on this subject, ho would now pass 
to the consideration of the Bill before the Council 

The primary object of the Bill, as had been alicady explained, was the 
consolidation of all enactments m force tieatmg of skimp duties or Court- 
fees It was designed further to explain and simplify the reciuiromenia of 
the law m regard to these matters by large ad^tions to the interpretation 
clauses, a clearer and more systematic arrangement of its several provisions, 
and a simpler classification of the documents liable to stamp duty or charge- 
able with Court fees enumerated in the schedules 

The most important amendments contemplated by the Bill had for then 
object the acquisition of a substantial mcrease of revenue These provisions 
were of two kinds and might be described as (1) defensive, and (2) offensive. 
The foimcr were by far the most important 

There W'as no branch of the revenue to which mo law afforded so small 
a measure of protection as tliat of stamps , in the case of the excise, the in- 
land customs, the sea customs and the opium revenue, the law aimed the 
several officers responsible for the administration of those departments with 
large powcis in aid of the lealization ol the levenuc They might scaich 
suspected persons and places loi the purpose of discoveiuig tontiaband prac- 
tices and evasions of the lequircmcnts of the law But in Ihe ease of skimps 
the revenue officer had no such power, public opinion would not uphold 
the authorization by law of the entry into houses and search of places wdien' 
deeds and instruments were deposited, for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
documents liable to Stamp-duty had been properly stamped Yet without 
some power ot tlus kmd the Collector of Stamp Beyenue was piactically 
almost helpless in regard to the prevention of frauds,* and must wait till 
the possessor of an unstamped or msufflciently stamped document hiimidf dis- 
closed the breach of the law, by producing it before some Couit or public 
officer 

In these circumstances it was only to be expected that the evasion of the 
payment of stamp duties and the loss of revenue resulting thereliora would be 
very great , and it should be the especial aim and object ol a stamp law to 
render the available agency for the detection of evasions and secunng their 
duo pumshment as effective as possible The existing law as well as tliat 
which preceded it, contained express directions to Courts and public officers 
not to admit m evidence or in any way act upon documents which being 
liable to stamp duty were produced before them unstamped or insufliciently 
stamped , but m order to prevent undue harshness and excessive injury to 
individuals Where the omission to use the necessary stamp arose out of 
ignorance rather than an attempt to evade the reqmremeuts of the law, it was 
enacted that the Collector or Civil Court — 

If stttisfifld that tha omisdnn to execute the instrument on properly etainpi d paper 
did not onee out of any intention to evade payment of the duty pret>cribed by law,” 

might, on payment of the amount required to make up ihe full duty, 
together wiu we fixed penalty, which varied aecordmg to the mreumstanoes 
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of the case, cause the instrument to be stamped and thereafter treat it for 
eyidence or other purposes as a vahd instrument. 

This m substance had been the law on this subject, with some unim- 
Mrtant variations as regards the amount of penalty to be levies m such cases, 
mm the year 1860 up to the present time, and the only substantial difterenbe 
in doahng with improperly stamped documents was that whilst the earher Acts, 
although they, prescribed the punishment to he awarded for the offence of 
undaT'Stamping, made no provision as to the action to he taken by Civil Coufts 
when they were not satisfied that the omission to use a proper stamp was 
otherwise than wilful, there was in the present law, which had been m force 
smee 1869, an express direction to these Courts to impoimd the unstamped 
or insufiiciently stamped document m such cases, and send it to the Collector 
m order that the offender might be cnimnally {ffosecuted. 

Now these provisions had wholly failed to secure the object in view 
There was abundant evidence to show that the Cml Courts before whieh 
instruments liable to stamp duties were most commonly produced, habi- 
tually Ignored the obligation imposed upon them by the law to exercise due 
vigilance and discrimination for the protection of the interests of the reventte 
m this matter , he could cite numerous opmions w hich had been expressed by 
executive oflicers to this effect , but, masmuch as the evidence of persons 
who were in some degree specially responsible for the due realization of the 
revenue nught be open to the objection that it was interested and ohe- 
sided, he would merely bnng before the Council, in support of the statement 
which he had made above, what judicial authorities of largo expciience had 
themselves to say on tins subject * 

A Judicial Commissioner m submitting his opinion in regard to needed 
amendments of the stamp law recommended the abolition of the power 
vested in Civil Courts to admit in evidence unstamped or insufficiently stamped 
documents, if satisfied that the default did not anse from an intention to evade 
payment of stamp duty Ho said — 

I am satisfied that this power entails on Govemment a very eenone loss of revenne 
As a rule, documents are admitted or rejected without any enquiry as to the intention to 
evade paj ment of stamp duty , and althoujrh the Civil Courts are bound, on the admission of 
such documents, to levy th^uty and penalty prescribed by the law, as a fact a great number 
of documents are admitted without payment of either duty or penalty The CiVil Courts should 
be bound to send all such documents to the Collector, and in the event of the Collector in- 
timating timt the requisite duty had not been paid within a time to be speeiGed I^ the Court, 
the document should not be admitted iF evidence ** 

He would next read to the Council the opimon expressed by a rcty 
experienced and able District Judge m the Madras Presidency That officer 
reporting on this subject said — 

"With regal d to the alterations of the stamp law proposed in paragraph 19 of the 
Committee’s report, 1 have to observe that as far as my expenenoe goes, the Courts of this 
country are not io be trusted with discretion m admitting in evidence improperly stnipped 
or unstamped documents Under the old law the Courts could admit such doenments unless 
fraud was patent, and iq,piactice I believe such documents invariably were admitted The 
natural consequence was that almost every merchant and money-lender was willing to ran 
the remote risk of having to pay a penalty in oonsideration of the present certain gain of 
cheating the Government " 

A Chief Commissioner also reported as follows 

" The Judioial Commissioner discusses at some length the provisions of the law regarding 
the admission by the Civil Coarte of unstamped ur insuftoiently stamped documents, the levy 
of penalties, and the insUtution of criminal prosecutions He eaya that the Courts are nnduly 
lenient in admitting as evidenoe unstamped or insufficiently stsmped docoments , that as a 
I ale such documents are admitted without enquiry and without payment, and that frequently 
a document which bat been produced m a Cml Court u witbarawn when the penalty is 
demanded." 

Here then was completo evidence of an indisputable kind, not only as to 
the fact of tfao habitual reoeption by the Civil Courts exercismg onginal 
junsdiotion of doctauents not bearing a proper stamp without any attempt 
at discnmmation as to the character of the evasion of the use of a proper 
stamp, but also to the effect that the Courts wilfully defeated the intention > of 
the law in constituting them agents for the discovery of offences against the 
revenue, by allowing persons who had committed such offences to withdraw 
the proofs of their criminality, without any determination of the question as 
* to their liahihty to pnnidiment. 
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The law direcily {>rohibi^ the admission of unstftmped documents in 
evidence as a means of discovenng the omission to pay the proper stamp 
duty, but an offence was committed whenever an instrument was executed 
without tUI use of a proper stamp, and it was difficult to believe that 
the Courts could in good faith so misapprehend the ol^ect of the law 
us to suppose that the person producing an imstamped or insufficiently stamped 
instrument was not punishable for the omission to use a pro|)er stamp so long 
as he did not elect to put the instrument m evidence 

To obviate as far as possible these causes of failure m the prevention of 
the evasions of the payment of stamp duties, a new course of procedure for 
dealing with unstamped documents was provided by the Bill The Courts must 
still b^e used as the discovering agency , this could not he avoided as 
instruments liable to stamp duty were necessarily produced bcfoio them in far 
greater numbers than before any other authonty The Bill (section 30) required 
the Courts to exarnme every instrument produced before them liable to stamp 
duty and determine the question of it being properly stamped, whether it was 
required to ho put in evidence or not The subsequent sections of cliapter lY 
of the Bill laid down the course to be followed m the case of documents not 
properly stamped , they must be impounded and sent to the Collector, hut to 
prevent miscarriage of justice through the suppression of good evidence, such 
documents might he received in evidence on payment ot delicient duty with 
interest and a certain amount by way of additional duty in such cases a copy 
of the document would be sent to the Collector instead of the oiiginal and the 
liability to a cnminal prosecution in respect of the under-stamping would be in 
no uay affected by the ciioumstance t^t the instrument had on certain eondi- 
tions been allowed to be put in evidence 

Tlie prevalent dismclmation of the Courts to presiime fraudulent intention 
where an mstrument not properly stamped was produced might, it was thought, be 
in great measure due to those provisiuns of the law which tended to invahdate 
wholly an instrument which had been wilfully under-stamped, and the conse- 
quent destruction of evidence involved m the finding by the Court that the 
under-stamping was fraudulent , it was perhaps natural that the Courts respon- 
sible for the admlmstration of justice between htigants should mamfest great 
reluctance to do anything by uhich good evidence^would be destroyed, the 
new provisions of the Bill would relieve them of ilny embarrassment on this 
groimd 

The aim and object of legislation m th^ direction was to give a deterrent 
rather than a vindictive power to the penal provisions of the law , and it was 
thought that the fear of a prosecution before the Majppstrate and the infliction 
of cnminal penalties would, if the contingency of such consequences of the 
evasion of the payment of stamp duties could bo established as a potent factor 
in the calculations of the executants of instruments liable to such duties, bo 
sufficiently repressive, and that there need be no recourse to the extreme measure 
of the mvalidation of documents not properly stamped m ordinary csiscs 

The other provisions designed to secure an increase of revenue had been 
desenbed as “ offensive,” by which he meant that they involved an cnlianccmont 
of existmg rates of duty m certain cases — a direct attack in short upon the 
pocket of the tax-payer 1 

As the most important amongst the changes of this kind, he might mention 
the mcreased duty which it was proposed to levy on bonds, conveyances and 
the like, wheie the amount mvolved exceeded Rs 1,000, on all bills of ex- 
change, policies of insuiance and mstruments evidencing a contract for the 
repayment of loans made tor short penods on the de'jiosit of valuable secunties, 
the abohtion of the minimum rate now chargeable on bonds and the reduc- 
tion of the bnut of exemption from the payment of the one-anna duty on 
receipts for the payment of money m satisfaction of a debt 

The enhancement of the rates now chargeable on bonds, conveyances and 
similar instruments involving a large amount, bills of exchange and pohcies 
of insurance generally, could be justified on grounds of equity t for the alter- 
ation involved no more than the equalization of ad valorem rates generally , 
it would simply liave the effect of brmgmg the rate of duty heretOfoie imposed 
on these documents up to the general stoned of rates which had long b^n in 
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force in regard to the large majority of instruments liable to ad valorem stamp 
duties 

The large majority of documents, conti ibuting the bulk of the revenue 
derived from “ General Stamps,” consisted of bonds, conveyaneis and other 
instruments similaily chargeable the amount involved in which did not exceed 
Rs 10,000 They were charged at an average rate of half and one per centum 
respectively on the maximtim amount of the classes oi ascents by which the 
assessment of thfe r.ite ivas legulated, but when the amount involved m the 
transaction in rcleience to which the mstrument was executed, exceeded 
Rs 10,000, the rate ot percentage of the duty on the amount taxed became 
gradually less Now that was not the principle of the mode of assessment 
adopted undci the stamp laws of England , theie the rate of duty maintamed 
the same propoition to the amount involved in the instiumcnt subjected to the 
duty-chaige without limit or reserve, and it was proposed to adopt a similar 
rule in this countiy The change would cause a ionsiderablo increase in rates 
of duty charged on amounts exceeding Ks 10,000 As regaids amounts 
exceeding Rs 1,000 and not exceeding Rs 10,000, some increase oi rates 
would he entailed by the substitution of classes or steps of Rs 1,000 m lieu of 
these of 600 each on the maximum amount of which the percentage rate of 
duty was levied This classification for the purpose of assessing the duty 
was also in conformity with the scale ohtaimng imdcr the Enghsh law 

The proposed increase in the Ciiso of all bills of exchange and policies 
of insuianco lested on the same grounds, those mstruments had hitherto 
been taxed lelatively to other documents subject to an ad valorem duty 
below English rates , the proportion which the Indian rates ot duty chargeable 
on the general cLiss of bonds and conveyances to the rates levied in England 
on similar instruraenfs was not maintained in the case of bills and policies 
He did not wish it to be supposed that the fact of the Indian rates being thus 
made, as regards all instiuments subjeetTto the ad valorem mode of charge, 
geneially higher tlun the Enghsh lates, had been ovei looked,* they weie inten- 
tionally made highei, bccausi' the former rates, though calculated to woik satis- 
factorily wheie the tiansactions aflected by the stamp law w,cre numerous, would 
bo wholly inadequate to the production of thciequiied amount of levenue under 
the conditions ot a far^^letts extensive tiade and commcicial activity and the 
liigbci rates theiefore had been necessarily adojited in this country 

His argument in support of the amendments of the law in regard to 
these duties was simply this, thtJt, w^heieav the large mass of documents sub- 
jected to an ad valottm duty had home the liighcr lates without objection 
from any quartci since the year 1800, the pioposed enhancements wcie consistent 
with past legislation and based on equitable consideiations , for they involved 
nothing moie than an equalization of ad valorem lates in accordance with the 
heictotore geneially pie\ailmg standard and anincieasc only m lespcct of those 
instiumonts which tested by that standard had up to the present time been 
too lightly assessed As legaids policies of insurance he might add that the 
rates now proposed were in force previous to the passing of the Act of 1809 

The exemption of life policies which had been introduced by that Act 
with the view, he believed, of encouraging such insurances in this country as 
a provision for families, w ould not bo continued Insurance on hves was more 
commonly effected by way of sc*cunty for loans, and there was no reason why 
such transactions should be protected from special taxation moic than other 
commcicial transactions 

The changes of which ho had next to offer some explanation wcie in a 
contrary direction In extenuation of the proposed abolition of the miniiYi iiTn 
rate ot duty le\icd on bonds the equalization pi me iple could not be pleaded 
The ineiease of that rate fioni two to toui annas was basi'd on the consider- 
ation that as the transactions requmng the execution of instruments of that 
class, and involving very nunute amounts weie so numerous, a large mcrease 
of revenue would be obtained liy the change without imjosmg an undue bur- 
den on the tax-payer The four-annas rate was not now pioposed for the hist 
time , it was the mimmum rate under the Act of 1860, but reduced by the Act 
of 1862 He could not find that any substantial reason had been adduced 
for such reduction , it was stated during the discussion in Council of the details 
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of that Act, that the higher rate was too great and likoly to induce evasion, but 
no grounds were assigned for this conclusion, and he could not see how a duty 
of four anna a only could liave any prohibitoiy influence on tiansactions of 
this class when a fee of double the amount was readily forthcoming m the 
case of every petty application to a Couit of justice As to the gieater risk 
of evasion he cntmdy disbelieved tliat iiithm certain niodeiatc bmits the rate 
of duty chargeable had anything to do Mith the njattci Theie could not be 
a lower rate ot duty than the one anna chargeable on leceipts and yet no duty 
probably was so constantly evaded 

The pi oposod reduction ot the limit of exemption from the payment of 
duty in the case of receipts uas dictated by sinular considerations to those 
just stated in reg >id to bonds for small amounts It was designed to obtain 
a substantial meicaso of levenuc by the imposition ot a veiy small rate of 
duty on a vciy lai*go iiumbei of ti ansactions 

The othei pioposed arnerndments 11010 hardly of siilliciont importance to 
justify his turtlu'i cletentiou t)f the ^Council by any detailed evjilanation in 
icgarcl to them He would only mention tlu' suggested substitution of an 
od aa/orewi chaigc for the pi csent low 1 ate of lived cluty imposcHl on instru- 
ments conti acting f 01 the lejiaymcmt of loans made on the deposit of valuable 
securities toi shoit periods, and the w'w lax on cm tain raembeis of the leijal 
profession It seemc'd cleail v eqmtahle and eonsistmit with the geneial principle 
governing the imposition of stamji duties th.it fliese tiansactions should lie taxed 
in refmcnce to the amount ot the ac'eommodatuni obtained 

Advocates and attoniej’s iveie lequiied in England to pay duty on the 
documents entitling them to pi aetise then piofessiou in the Com ts of law, so 
also in this country Vakils and Miikhtais had loi a long time been sub]e( t to 
tbc payment of stamp duty on then licenses 01 ceitihcates which had to he 
renewed annually Theie could bo no leason consequently loi contimung the 
exemption noiv c'njoyccl liy advocates and attorneys of the* High Couits, and 
it was pioposc'd to tax them ac coidingly The inti's fixed by the* Bill weio not 
higher tlian those paid under analogous cncumstanecs in England 

In regal d to Coiiit tees no changes w'cre pioposc'cl except in the case of 
processes, to wliwh he had already ic'ferred, and tc'C's leviable on the institution 
of suits in Comts ot Small Causes, and on piobates aqd lettc'is ot administia- 
tion It was pioposed to assiipilate the Pit sidcmcy To'^s’ rates* in these last 
cases to those levied in the Couits of this cl.iss situated outside ot the towns, 
by a deprc'ssion of the foimei, and a coiiesponding elevation of the latter rates 
The town-idte of institutum-tee had hitheito bbeu two annas per rupee, or 12^ 
per centum, wdulst the inufassal mte was the Stime as that levied m other Civil 
Courts, namely, Vi pei ccntuqii on the amount sut*d lor 

It was jiroposetl to substitute an even 10 pei centum as a mc'an rate for all 
Small Cause Couits As he had spoken of tlio geniTal jiiovisions of the BiU 
as in accoidance with thevic'wsof the local authorities, ho should mention 
that then concurrence did not extend to the alteration ot the rates ot tc-es levi- 
able in Small Cause Courts, 01 to the particulai amount ot fts's to be cdiarged 
for the SCI vice ol pioec'sses, as piovidcd l»y the Bill These amendments of 
the existing law weie msc'ited in the Bill at a late stage of its piejiaiation and 
without consultation oi local otficers, they would nc ed c'spetial coieideiation , 
if the reduction ot lates in the Pi c'sicic'ncy Town Couits was adopted in lespic t 
of institution-fees, those relating to the seivice ot picxesM's issuing fiom the 
same Courts would aho need revision, and coiiesponding ainendmc'nts of 
Act IX of 1860 would have to he made 

The duty leciable on piohates and letters of administration Iiad been 
introduced by the Act of 3870, and the ratotlien fixed,,' two pci centum on the 
assets of the estate, was a puiely tentative linut It w^as thought tli.it an 
additional half pc'i centum might fairly be imposed, as compared w ith the rate 
at which thc*se duties were lew led m England, where legacy and succession 
duties were also in force, the ('states of d(K5«ised persons m this country would 
still be most favoured The annual income fiom these lees had now reached 
about five lakhs and might under the more developed ojieration of tlie Hmdd 
Wills be expected to show a steady progressive increase 

It only remami'd to state Ins anticipations in regard to tho increased 
revenue from stamps and Couit-feesin the event of the adoption of the change's 
of the law provided for by the Bill In regard to the results of the more 

t 
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stnogent provisions of the Bill for the prevention of evasions, his estimate 
could only he in great measiu'e conjecture , the picsent annual mcome from 
general stamps was under ninety lakhs , ho thought therefore that he might 
toke credit for eight lahks or ten per centum on this head , the iiCproved returns 
from the abolition of the piesent minimum rate on bonds would be about eight 
lakhs , the incrcdsed lates on bills of exchange might be expected to yield an 
additional income oi about loui lakhs, and that on bonds and conveyances 
involving amounts in exteSSs of llupees 1,000 about two laklis 

The increase to he expected from the reduced limit ot exemption in the 
case of receipt stamps, and fiom the additional duty to be imposed on probates, 
letters of admmistiation and certificates, together with the alteration of the 
institution-fc’es m Courts ot Small Causes, amounted to about hve lakhs 

He tiustc'd that these pioposals would be regaided as moderate, and that 
they would he aceejited by the public as pioviding loi a substantial progressive 
mcrease oi the stamp levenue, without imposmg an undue burden upon the 
tax-payer , 

He did not piopose to refer the Bill at present to a Select Committee It 
was one of those measures which would not ordinarily he brought forward at 
Simla, and his only object m introducing it now was to secure its eaily pubhea- 
tion and give as much pubhcity as possible to the pioposed amendments of 
the law eio the Bill came under the consideration oi a Select Committee m 
Calcutta 

The Motion was put and agreed to 

The Hnn’hle Mr CockLKELii also moved that the Bill be published m the 
Gazette of India in English, and in the local Gazettes m English and in such 
other languages as the Local Governments should direct

MADRAS DISTRICT JUDGES DILI. 

The Hon’ble Mu Siokls introduced the Bill to enable tbe District Judges 
of the rresideiuy of Eoit St George to suspend and remove certain ministerial 
ofiicors, and for othci purposes and moved that it be r< fen ed to a Select 
Committee He said y^at tins Bill, like the rest of the business down in his 
name on to-day’s list,*^was a small matter, and inasmuch as (to quote Herrick) 
“a little stream best suit<< a little boat,” he would tiouble the Council with 
a veiy short sptech about it The first section of the Bill was, as ho bad 
alieady explained, intended to give the District Judges in Madras the power 
which Disiiict Judges possessed in other parts of India of suspending and 
removin'; the minctcual officois ot Subordinate Judges and Muusifs The 
second and last section was copied liom the Bengal Civil Courts Act, 1871, 
section 37, and would enable District Judges to tiansfer mmisterial officers 
trom one Munsil’s Court to another in the same district As had been re- 
marked in a h tier ivliich ho had received from the lato Acting District Judge ot 
Tiichinopoly, “ It often happens that, while there is not suUicieut reason for 
removal, it is very expedient to break up a set of subordinates who have begun 
to intiiguc ” 

The Motion was put and agieed to

PANJAB LAWS ACT AMENDMENT BILL. 

The llon’hle Mr Stokes also moved for leave to introduce a Bill to amend 
the Paiijdb Laws Act, lh72 He said that tbe North-Western Provinces Land- 
Riwenue Act, sections 1J3 and Ifit, provided for the superintendence, by the 
Board ot Revenue as a Court ot Waids, of the persons and property of seven 
classes of persons Of these the first four classes were disqualified females, 
minors idiots and lunatics 

The Prfsidlnt asked what, technically, was the difference between an 
idiot and a lunatic 
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The Hon’ble Mr Stokks replied that aa idiot \ras one that has had no 
understanding trom his birth, a lunatic was one that has had understanding', 
but has lost the use oi his leason The fifth, sixth and seventh classes 
were pers«iis incapable, from physical defects or infirmities, to manage 
their own estates persons convicted of a non*bailable offence and disquah* 
fied, by vice or bad character, from managing their estates , and persons 
declared by the Local Government, on their own application, to be disqualified 
from managing then estates The prov isions relhting to the seventh class had 
, been found extremely useful in the North-Western Provinces, and had been 
largely brought into effect Now the Fanjdb Laws Act provided locally for the 
first four of these classes but it said nothing about the fifth, sixth or seventh , 
and indonvenience had recently been felt owing to the inability ot the Local 
Government to comply with the request of a certain eminent but impecunious 
Sikh Guru, (the head of the Sodhi family, the custodian of what was legarded 
as the original copy of the Oranth), who, feeling himself disqualified to manage 
his own estates, had applied that Government should assume the administration 
of his propel tv and aiiange for the liquidation of his debts The primary object 
of the Bill which Mr Stokes now asked leave to intioduce was to supply this 
defect in the law of the Panjdh 

Another amendment, Suggested by section 173 of the Oudh Land-Tievenue 
Act, 1876, nas the addition of a clause pioviding that peisons nbose property 
was under the superintendence of the Court ot Wards should not be competent to 
create, without the sanction of the Court, any charge upon, oi inteic>st in, such 
property or any pait thereof It was obvious tint there was not much use m 
trying to settle the affairs /)t an insolvent 1 mdholdor if, during the piocess of 
liquidation, he was allowed to incur fresh debts and charge his piop«Hty there- 
with 

Lastly, the opportunity would be tiL.cn to make the correction in the 
drafting ot section 6 of the Panjdb Laws Act, to which ho had refoired on a 
previous occasion 

The Motion was put and agreed to 

NORTH-WESTERN PROVINCES LiND- REVENUE xVCT AMENDMENT 

BILL 

The Hon’ble Mr Stokes also moved for leave fiftntroduce a Bill to amend

No. 45 — In 1871 the Government of India offered a prize of £5,000 to tho inventor of the best 
machine or process for the preparation of the fibio of the Bohtnena nivea (popularly known under the 
names of Rheea, Ramie, and China grass), and tho terms on which machines would be admitted te 
oompetition were widely notified in India, in Euiope, and in America Many persons declared their 
intention to compete, but ultimately only one machine was actually biought to the place of trial Ihe 
machine having been carefully tested at Salifiranpur m the autumn ul 1872, was found imperfect m 
some important respects, and the mvei^tor was adjudged not entitled to the full reward He was, 
however, presented with £1,500 m consideration of the partial measure of success he had attained 
after great perseverance 

S This machine has not since been adapted by the inventor to practical use, and no improved 
process of preparing the fibre of the rheea ha*^ been jet diii||pvered by other persons Meanwhile the 
demand for rheea continues and the conditions which induced the Government of ludia m 1871 to 
offer a prize remain substantially unchanged.

packed for conveyance to the maikct 

6 The machinery emplojed must be simple, strong, durable, and inexpensive, ond should be 
suited for erection in the plantation^ win le the rheea is grown It must be adapted for treatment of 
the fre^h sterna, as cut from the plant The treatment of dried stems offers certain difficnlties and the 
fibre prepared from them must moreover always be much more costly than the fibre produced from green 
stems Except during the hot dry weather preceding the rums in Upper India (where rheea grows 
best), it 18 veiy difficult so to dry the stems that no fermentation or mildew shalLoccur But during 
this season the stems are comparatiiely short i^nd iho crop poor and stunted, unless it is artificially 
irrigated, and such 11 ligation greatly increases the cost of cultivation In the rainy season the plant 
IB in fine condition, but at this season it IS almost impO'*bihle to diy the stems in quantify without in- 
juring me fibie unUss recourse is had to aitificial means of desiccation, which greatly increase the cost 
of the material. It is theiefore obvious that the attention of inventors should be given to the discovery 
of a process for the treatment of the gtcon stems.

No 45 — In 1871 the Government of India offered a prize of £5,000 to the inventor of the best 
machine or process for the pit piration of the fibre of the Bohmena nwea (populirly known under the 
names of Rheca, Ra nie, and C hina ^^i isa), and the terms on which machines would be admitted to 
competition were widely notified in India, in Europe, and in America Many persons declared their 
intention to compete, but ulUmatcly only one machine was actually brought to the place of trial The 
machine having been carefully tested at Saharanpui in the autumn of 1872, was found imp(»rfcct m 
some important respects, and the invent(»r was adjudged not entitled to the full reward He was, 
howiver, presented with £1,'300 m consideiatiou of the partial incasiit e of success he had attained 
after grcit pciseveiancc 

2 Till', machine has not smie been adapted by the inventor to practical use, and no improved 
process of preparing the fibre of the rheea has been yet discovered by other poisons Meanwhile the

of this nature ^ the best for meeting the difficulties now felt and reconciling the conflicting 
interests of ship-owners and owners or consignees of goods The latter are protected from 
double charges for agency The sections, however, are tentative, and may require amendment 
after they have been scrutinized by the Trade and the jDustoms Departments at Bombay and 
Calcutta. 

^ ii Adverting to section 106, we have altered the form of the bond, in accordance with

Wc have now recast the chapter (XIV) in tabuhr form, shewing m three columns the 
offence, the section to which it has reference, and the penalty, and trust that this will meet Iht 
views of all parties To the adjudicating officer it will, we believe, not be inconvenient, to the 
public it will bo a relief not to have every section burdened with unnecessaiy matter, while 
Custom-house officials may, it they uish, have the chapter printed separately to hand to every 
master on arrival, or to frame and post up m conspicuous pla||s at the Custom-house and 
wharves 

29 We have made numeious changes in the phraseology ot the Bill throughout, to 
secure both citaiucss and brevity Coiisideiablc alterations ^ave also been made in tlv^ 
arrangement of chapters and stctioiis, with the view both of condensation and of bringing 
analogous provisions together and securing a practical sequence The chapters now stand as

Statement of Objects and BEASoirs 

The proviaioiiB of the law relating to stamp-duties and Court-fees ate now contained 
in BIZ diflerent Acts, and numerous orders of the Governor General in Ooqnoil notified 
ftom time to time in the Government Gazette during the last seven years It is destrable 
for the convenience of the public to bring these provisions within the compass of a smgle 
enactment, and it u proposed t<> take this opportumty to introduce measures for the improved 
working of the law, which experience has shown to be much needed, and at the dame time to 
provide for the acquisition of a moderate increase of revenue from stamp-duties 

2 Such increase is to lie obtatned paiflv by the amendment of those provisions of the 
law which are specially deSi^hd to protect the revenue from loss through evasion of the pay- 
ment of the proper stamp-duty, and partly by the enhancement of the present rates of duty in 
hertain oases 

3 Inhere is reason to believe that the obligation of stamping documents at the time of their 
execution is aft present largely evaded l^rosecutions -for sdch evasion are rarely reported to, 
add fhe criminal penalties provided by the exwtiag law mi^ be said to be almost inoperative, 
so that frauds upon the revenue are systematically practised in the belief that the worst result 
to be apprehended from their det^ion is the levy of a ^ne of a certain (fixed amount, m 
addition to the unpaid dufy. iHie most important olyeot to be kept in view consequently in 
the framing of a new Stamp Bill is to stop, as far as may be practicable, evsty hole 
of escape from the liability which the law impuses upon the executnnt of instrnmeDts subject 
to dtamp-duty 

A The new preventive provisiens we contmned m wectiens <8(1, 31, 33, 36 attd 37, and 
their mun otgeot is to secure the proper somtiny of iBstrumenls liable to stamp-duty whUb 
produced by their possessors, and the effeotsve woriang wf the <oriminal penalty-oUmses -As e 
deterrent to wilful evasions 

6 It has been shown that, in the present state Cf the law, the oUigation to see that 
all dooum^ts produoed in Coutts and pablm offices are propeily stamped is geqeiyfy i^ored 
unlesa and antil the parties produoing them desire to {hit the doodments in evidence It is mot 
an nnoommon thing for persons to produce doouments'tmpropm'Iy stamped, and on being told 
that they will have to pay a apeeified amount ly way of mnuty, to withdraw the documents 
and forego puttiag them in evideneej aad in saob oases are allowed to wtaMipe paauhmeat

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^or the offence which they have committed in not stampinp: or sufficiently stamping their 
instruments, and which is not the Ic^s an offence against the law and punishable as such, 
whether they wish to use the instrument oi not. 

8 Further, where the presidiuir Judge or officer does take cognizance 9[ the omission 
to use a proper stamp, some diflu ulty is found in securing the due punishment of the 
offender owing to the obscure and somewhat conflicting provisions of the existing law as id 
the constitution of^ an ofieiice Whilst, on the one hand, the criminal penalty is declared 
to be incurred upon the more fact of under-stamping, on the other the provisions relating 
to the procedure to be followed on the pioduction of unstamped documents deal prominently 
with the question of intention on the part of the producer, and the Courts generally ignore the 
presumption of fraudulent intention m the absence of pi oof of the existence of such intention 
As such proof is not forthcoming, the producer of the instrument almost invariably escapes, 
mulcted only in the civil penalty which the Court is empowered to levy at its own discretion 
and without reference to other authority • 

7 To meet this state of things, it is provided m section 80 of the Bill that every Court 
and head of an oihee shall take notice of and examine all instruments produced before them, 
that they shall determine whether the instrument is properly stamped, and, if not, shall impouncl 
it Section 81 provides for dealing with an impounded instrument which is lequiied to be put 
in evidence, so that there may be no obstruction to the administration of justice, whilst section 
88, amongst other things, provides that this detention of the document and levy of a 
validating fine in the form of additional duty shall in no ease protect the poison responsible for 
the under-stamping from the criminal penalties to which his offence roudcis him liable Section 
35 prescribes the course to be followed by the Collector when under-stamped documents or 
copies theicof come into ins hands, and section 86 dctei mines the eflcct of the realization of the 
dehcient duty as regards the validity of the instrument, and provides lor the ultimate disposal 
of the latter — according as a orimioal prosecution may or may not he uncloi taken 

8 Section 37 contains an entiiely new provision and one that seems likely to stimulate 
the production of instrumt nts liable to stamp-duty and not properly stamped 

It frecpientlv liappeus that the person interested in putting in evidence an insufficiently 
stamped duciiroent w is not bound by law to heir the expense of the stamp that should 
have been u«td at the time of its execution, yet he has to heai the ponaltj incurred through the 
laches of the actual del miter As a consequence of this state of the law, the peison interested 
in producing the document is often deterred from so doing by the considemtion of the penalty 
In such cases it cannot be doubted that production will be greatlv f icihtated by tbe provisions 
of tins section which enable the producer to throw the cost of producing the unstamped or 
impioperlv stamped document upon another petson 

0 Impoitant changes are pfoposed in regaid to some of the instiumcnt^ clnigeiblo with 
ad valviem duties specified in the first Schedule, namely. Bills of Excli nigt ])n\nble otheiwise 
than on demand, Bonds, Conv^ances, Policies of lusuiance and otbei insiinments such as 
Piomis*?ory Notes, Leases and iVIortgagc deeds which are subject to the «aine duties as Bills of 
Exchonge, Bonds and Conveyances respectively 

10 Uncle I the present law all Bonds and Conveyances ii which the amount secured, or consi- 
deration stated, langes between Rs 50 and Rs 10,000, md otbei instinmentsBiniilaily cliiigt iblo, 
are subject to rates of stamp-duty equivalent to 1 and J per cent , ic speetively, on the maximum 
amount oi each step in the scale of ascents by which the asse^-sment is legulatcd So fur, with 
one exception onl>, to be pi eseiitly stated, the sliding scale of lates of stimp-duly follow the 
plan of the English stamp law, but the tax is as much heavier lu propoition lu this country as 
ibe rupee, half lupcc, quarter rupee and one anna re*^pectively exceed in value the shilling, its 
liilf and quarter, and one peunj The exception adveited to is that, where i«» in t)ie English 
•'cale of ascents there is no intermediate step between £100 and £20(T or £2t)0 and £800, and 
so on, in the Indian stamp law the ascents between Rs 1,000 and Rs 10,000 arc by steps of 
Rs 500 

11 'When the amount involved m the instrument chargeable with stamp-duty exceeds 
Rs 10,000, the percentage of charge is, by the present stamp law in this ccmntjy, diminished 
as the amount upon which the duty is assessed increases, whereas under the English law the 
same prepoition of charge is maintained throughout, whatever may be tbe amount of the 
8ui jeet-matter of the instrument liable to stamp-duty 

12 Tbe rates of stamp-duty also charged on Bills of Exchange and Fiomissory Notes other 
than those payable on demand are, relatively to the duties chargeable on Bonds and Con- 
veyances under the Indian stamp law, lower than the English rates Foi whilst the stamp 
law in England imposes on Conveyances, Bondb and Bills of Exchange the duty of , 6if 
and about for ever} £10, here the rates on those three classes oi instruments are 16 annas, 
8 annas and about 1 anna for every Rs 100 respectively 

18 The principle of the changes now proposed may be said to be the equalisation of the 
existing rates ot percentage of duly upon the amount taxed and theur adjustment to the English 
standard — tbe rupee and its halves and quarters being taken as the iquivalent ot the shilling 
and its halves and quarters respectively, and the an^ as equil to the penny 

14 Some increase also m regard to the duty leviable on documents of certain amounts above 
Rs 1,000 but below Rs 10,000 is involved in the proposed convelrbion of the intermediate steps 
between those amounts from Rs 500 to Rs 1,000, for the purpose of bringing the Indian, into 
precise conformity wiih tbe English, scale of ascents 

15 The minimum rate oi stamp-duty now payable in the case of Bonds is to be omitted 
It 18 thought that all instruments of this class— however low may be the ahu unt involved— can 
without any hardship bear a four annas tax, whilst so comparatively numcious are the Bonds 
or other ipstiumcnts of obligation m respect of amounts not exceeding twenty -five rupees 
that the additional rate of two annaa to which it is proposed to subject them is likely to produce 
a material increase of revenue* 
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16 It 18 proposed to include Policies of Iu<«uiance on lifo ui the general class of instruments 
insuranoe liable to stamp-duty, and to double the existing lates of charge on these instruments 

generally , this change is in fact nothing more than a reversion to the rates chargeable on these 
documents pre^ouslv to the passing of the Stamp Act of 18h9 Tbcii there was no exception in 
favour of Life Policies , and instruments of insurance generally were oliorged at the rate of 
8 annas per Us 1,000 of the amount insured 

17 Instruments guaianteeing the repayment of loans made upon the deposit of valuable 
securities are by the present law subjected to a small fiKed duty of two rupees only, without 
teference to the amount of the loan or the extent of the accommodation obtained through 
the transaction It seems more equitable and consistent with the general principles 
which govern the determination of btamp duties that these instruments should be taxed ac- 
cording to the amount involved the transaction , hence it is proposed to substitute an ad 
valorem for a fixed dutv, and, having regaid to the shoit period for which the loan is 
granted, to assess the new duty at one-half ot the rate applicable to Bills of Exchange 

18 The Bill provides also for the revival of the rule, in regard to the duty leviable on 
certain promissory notes, which was in force previous to the passing of the Stamp Act of 1869, 
under which a promi‘*sory note made pa} able at some time exceeding one year from 
the date of the note was liable to the same rate of duty as a Bond As the 
obligatory instrument ordinarily executed in this countiy when loans are taken— the 

tamassuk ^"^— 18 more of the nature of a piomissory note than a bond, it seems probable that 
some unnecessary sacrifice of levenue has resulted from the relin(|uishmeiit of the former 
mode of assessment to which it is now proposed to revert in tliese cases. 

19. The limit of amount within which cheques and other orders for the payment of money 
and receipts are exempted fiom any#tamp-dutv is to be reduced from twenty to ten rupees 
The payment of one anna stamp-duty can hardly be considered an oppressive tax in such 
cases, whilst so comparatively numerous are the tiansactions of this kind involving small 
amount**, that the abolition of the exemption in respect oi sums ranging between twenty and 
ton rupees is likely to seeuie a considerable incicase of levenue Further, the Bill aims 
at the enforcement of the delivery of a receipt for the payment of any amount in excess of 
ten rupees in satisfaction of a debt Under the pre^sent law a person rectiving money lU 
piymeut of a debt above a certain amount is obliged to grant a receipt to the payer if 
the latter demands it This enactment has been found by experience to attain its object but 
very impeiftctly, as the p'i}eis are generally too inJifb rent about the matter to exercise their 
h gal right, and coiiseqiu ntlv ihtj pavee it is believed, in a large number, if not the mijoiiiy, of 
oices, escapes his obligation As the obligation wa*^ imposed solely in the mtc le^t of the 
revenue, the principle on which it rests is not overstr lined by the provision of tiic Bill which, 
upholding the obligation ot the payee, dispenses with the antecedent condition for its enforce- 
ment 

20 The duty clnrgeible on instruments evident ing an app^isement or an award is raised 
by the Bill to about five times its present amount Before these documciitb were 

not bubjt ct to any stamp-duty the tax then imposed was [nii el v experiment il The increase 
now proposed siill leaves instruments of this dcbcripiion more lightly taxed than they aie 
lu England 

2! The Bill substitutes an ad valorem rate of duly ft^r the fixed amount now chaigc able 
on Partition-deeds That amount is Rs 16 and in some casts proves buch a heavy tax 
that the matter has been made the subject ot a refeicnce to (Tovernment , an equal charge 
on all partitions without refeience to the value ot the property divided must woiL unsatis- 
factorily An ad valorem duty is a more equitable form ot charge, and the rate has been 
assimilated to that of boiidb, which is one-half of the rate to which ordinary deeds of con- 


veyance are subject 

22 An ad valorem charge is also proposed in lieu of a fixed duty for instruments of gift and 
exchange All fixed duties arc more or less objectionable, as they must eithci be pitched so 
low as to bring m no appreciable amount of revenue, or tlu} must piesb with undue seventy in 
cases in which the property concerned is of inconsiderable value The difficulty of impobing 
ad valorem duties in these cases arises out of the want of a safe ba^is for then assessment, 
there being no consideration expressed in the instruments to be chaiged It is pioposcd to 
sui mount this difficulty by imposing on the parties the obligation ot stating tmlj — under 
heavy penalties for fraudulent statements — the approximate value of the subject of the deed of 
gift or exchange 

2S The stamp-duties heretofore chargeable on pleaders' and mukhtars' certificates under the 
Pleader^s Act aie included in the Bill as part of the scheme of consohdition It seems only 
just and consistent that advocates and attorneys should be similarly taxed in respect of the 
jiractice of their profession in the Courts of this counuy, and it is proposed to subject them to 
the payment of five hundred rupees, and two hundred and fifty rupees stamp-duty, respectively, 
on their enrolment as advocates and attorneys ot a High Court The membcis of the faculty 
practising in the Courts of England, Ireland and Scotland aie somewhat similarly taxed in 
respect of such practice 

24 The only changes in the lates of Court-fees contemplated by the Bill arc (I) in respect 
of suits instituted in the Courts of Small Causes, (2) the giant of probates of wills and letters 


of administration, and (8) the lees leviable for the service of procesKes 

25 The new rates for Small Cause Court suits involve a dccicaso of 2J per cent in the 
ease of suits of this class instituted m the Presidency Towns, and a proportionate mtiease o 
the rates heretofore obtaining m such Courts situated outside those towns x t»i i 

The present rates m the Presidency Towns are 2 annas per rupee or 12 J per cent Elsewiiere 

they are the eame as m other Court., nafeely, 7 J per cent K)n the fvera^amonut involved mt^ 
■nit. The town rate le ckarly too high and eoine relief i« called for. Thw, it u thought, may be 
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r Third pubUcatloo. ]l * 

The foIlowiDg preliminary Report of a Select Committee, together with the Bill as settled by 

them, was presented to the Council of the Oovernor General of India fur the purpose of 

making ]l!laws and Regulations on the 10th October 1877 — 

We, the undersigned members of the Select Committee to which the Bill to define and 
amend the law relating to Promissory Notes, Bills of Exchange and Cheques was referred, 
have considered the papers speciBed m the appendix, and have the honour to present this 
^preliminary report* 

2 This Bill, of which a drart,^ereinafter called the draft Bill, was prepared by the late 
Indian Law Commission, is mtendefrxo be one of the ohapters of the Indian Civil Code, and 
was introduced and referred to a Select Committee in Deoember 1867 The then mercantile 
members of Council, while admitting the desirabilitv of codification, objected to the draft 
Bill on account of its deviations from English law In order to obviate this objection several 
alterations have now been made m its snbstantial provisions The Bill has also been re- 
arranged , and some additions have been made in order to supply omissions These changes, 
which embody most of the suggestions contained in the papers mentioned m the appendix, will 
appear in detail from this report 

3 It may, however, be convenient, before proceeding further, to notice briefly the alter- 
ations whuh bave been made in order to render the Bill conformable to English law 

4 The draft Bill provided that an indorsee for value after maturity should have only the 

nifhts of his indorser This does not except the case of a bill of exchange drawn or accepted 
for the purpose of enabling some paity thereto to raise money thereon we have added an 
exception m section 80 in older to meet this case s 

5 The draft Bill discarded days of grace we have recognised this usage in sections 87 and 

88 of the present Bill The change has involved (in section 22) a slight alteration of the defi- 
nition of maturity • 

6 The draft Bill also made all instruments which fell due upon a holiday payable on the 
next succeeding business day instead of, as in Euirlish law, on the next preceding 
business day, except m the case of a public holiday We have in section 26 adhered to the 
English law, and have provided that, besides the usual public holidays, such days shall be 
public holidays within the meaning of the Act as the Local Government may dechre 

7 Ihe diaft Bill made no provision for the case m which interest at a specified rate is 
expressly made payable on a note or bill It merely provided that inteicst at the curient rate 
should be pajable on a bill diblionoured by non-acceptance, but only from the maturity of the 
instrument The same rule was adopted in the case of di^honoui by non payment of a note, 
bill or cheque Wo have substituted the English law on this subject by declaring (section 101) 
that, where interest is expressly provided for in the itote or bill, it shall be calculated, as against 
all parties, at the specified rate fiom the date of the instrument until tender or realization of 
the amount due Where no interest is specified we have ^ecLied (section 101), that, 
except in cases within section 532 of the Civil I’rocediire Code, interest shall run at six 
per cent per annum from the date at which the amount ought to have been paid by the 
party charged * Wo have also added an explanation that an indorser can only be charged 
with such interest from the date of the receipt by him of notice of dislionoui 

8 Wo have re<%tored (section 117) the rule, which the draft Bill omitted, that a notice of 
dishonour must infinm the party to whom it is given that he will be held liable 

9 The draft Bill piovided that when a nole^bill or cheque had been lost, or would not be 
produced by the owner, he might nevertheless enforce his claim against the maker or acceptir if 
he gave security, to the satisraction of the Court, to indemnify the di fendant against the claims 
of any other person upon the instrument No provision was made for an action against the in- 
dorser The English law, however, provides (17 & 18 Vitt , c 125, section S7 = Act V of 18b6, 
section 14) that, m any action upon a negotiable instrument, the lo<»sot it shall not he set up as a 
defence if an indemnity is given, to the satisfaction of the Court, against the cl urns of any other 
person And tlie ownet of such a document was always entitled in equity to demhnd payment 
on giving a sufficient andomnitj We ha\o, therefore, considered that we should correctly em- 
body the English law by providing (section 103) that any person liable to pay ind piying the 
amount due on a note, bill or cheque shall be entitled to be indemnified , <and bj leaving (section 
8) the liability of all partus the same as if the instruinent had been forthcoming 

10 The draft Bill extended to instruments payable to ordei the piinciple upon which 
protection is affoided b^ English law to the party primarily liable upon an instrument payable 
to bearer The acceptor, maker or indorser ot a negotiable instrument pajable to bearer, but 
not of ati instrument puiablo to order, is, by English law, discharged by payment to any 
person in possession of the instiument, if the payer has no reason to believe the possessor 
IS not the true holder. We ha>e in section 104^ clause (c)| restricted the protection to such 
instruments 

11 The Bill as now altered consists of fourteen chapters In the first chapter we have 
inserted the usual pieliminarv mattci We have (section 1) excluded hundis from the operation 
of the Bill We ha\e pmvided (section 2) for the repeal of some enactments which are leplnced 
by the provisions of the Bill 

12 Section 3 contains a definition of the term banker drawn from 39 Sc 40 Vict ,c 
80, s 3, andot ^'Notary Public’' Notaries are seldom found in the Mufassal, and the Bill 
provides that their functions may be exeicised by persons appointed for that purpose by 
the Governor General in Couueil.

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] 3, Chapter II deals with notes, bills and cheques, bills in sets and crossed ( heqnes We have 
here substituted dehmtions which appear to be more comprehenbive and accurate than those in the 
draft bill hor instance, accurchng to the original deli nitions, a billot exchange differs from a 
cheque only in requiring that the money oidered by the instrument to be paid shnul^i be held at the 
disposal ot the drawer — a distinction which appears to ns ina( curate, os a bill of exchange is 
in law, equally uith a cheque, assumed to be drawn against funds in the hands of the drawee. 
Again, the definition of u cheque would include such an instrument as a tradesman's hill on 
which I he debtor whites an ordei to pay for presentation to a cash-keeper — the ordinary mode 
of pa}iug bills 111 meroautile houses, at least in Calcutta, and one adopted by many private pci^ 
sons According to the draft Bill biich lui lut-trument w^ld apparent!) be neootiable — a very 
serious result indeed Again, the definition of a cluqiMdoes not require that it should be 
drawn upon a banker or a person acting ns such, nor that it should be payable on demand. 
These ate only a few of what seemed to us the more obvious omissions We have, therefore, 
liamed definitions which we think will include all the essentials of these instruments 

14 Section S defines the holder of a ptomissory note, bill of exchange oi cheque as a person 
entitled in his own name to the pc s<tes<4ion of it and to receive or recover the amount due thereon 
from the paities thereto The holder of an instrument at the time of its loss or destruction 
also Cc 111(8 within the definitn n The corhspouding provision of the draft Bill seemed to us 
vague and unsatisfactory in its difinition ot holder," and it was not consistent!} applied in the 
substantive provisions of tlie Bill 

15 In section 15 we have modified the definition of indorsement m tibc draft Bill by 
providing that it must be made foi the purpose of negotiation We have ilso included in 
the definition a like signature upon a stumped paper intended to be completed as a negotiable 
instillment 

10 We have adde^ a section (17) providing, in accordance with English law, that, when 
an instrument may be coQbtrmd either as a promibbory note oi bill oi exchange, it shall be taken 
to be that whuh the holdei elects 

17 In section 19 we have supplied an omission in the draft Bill by providing that an 
instrument in which no time for pa}ment is specified and all cheques are piyable on demand 

18 bection 20 provides for the falling i^ by the holder ot blanks in a stamped paper 
intended to be completed as a negotiable instrument, but not completed fv hen issmd The 
holder may complete the instrument lor any amount covered by the stamp To this section 
18 added ab an illustration section 0 of the draft Bill 

19 To the four presumptions as to negotiable imtrumcnts contained jn the draft Bill and 
stated ill section 27 of the present Bill, we have added presumptions that an accepted bill was 
accepted witbin u rea^'Cnablc time after date and before maturity, that every bill or note 
lecciptcd on the back was paid by the acceptoi or maker, that is, by the party primarily liable 
to pay, and that a lost instrument was duly stumped 

20 In addition to the provisions oi the draft Bill as to bills in sets we have (section 2P) 
provided for the light of thut^oldei of one of the parts who first acquires title to bis part to 
lossession of the other parts We have alifo defined an acceptor in section 7 so as to include 
uii acceptor of a set of bills 

21 In sections 30 to 37 (both inclusive) we have substituted the provisicTlis of the recent 
Englihh Act (39 & 40 \ict, c 81) for the sections* of the draft Bill relating to crossed 
cheques 

22 Chapter III deals with the parties to negotiable instruments 

23 Section after providing that all persons cafiable of contracting may be parties to 
not^, bills and cheques, adds that a minor may draw, indorse, deliver and negotiate such lu- 
Btiuinents so as to bind all parties except himself 

24 Sccti n 39 pi ov ides for persons binding themselves through their quthnnzed agents, 
and adds tbatagemral authotity is not sufficient for this purpose, aud that uu authority to 
draw a bill does not ot itself authorize an indorsement, 

25 Sections 41 and 42 provide for the liability of partners on notes, bills and cheques, 
and section 43 applies the provisions of the Indian Contract Act, sectioas 42, 43 and 45 and 
ihapter XI, to the rights aud liabilities of partners cieatcd thereby, as well as to joint rights 
and liabilities 

2b Section 45 defines the liability of the drawee of a bill or cheque 

27 Section 46 extends to the ca«e ot the niakei of a note, a definition contained in 
section 60 of the draft Bill of the liability of the acceptor (f a bill of exchange 

28 Seition 47 adds to the citogory of persons who (according to section 61 of the draft 
Bill) (in accept a bill, all or some of several joint drawees 

29 Siction 49 provides that every prior party to a negotiable instrument is liable 
therein to a holder in due course, that is, to a bond fide holder for value 

80 Section 60 lajs down that the maker ot a note or cheque, the drawer of a bill until 
ncocpiance, and the acceptr r are oidinarily the piincipal parties to the bill and ihe other 
jiarties their sureties , and section 51 adds that each prior party is a principal as regards the 
h<dd(i, and that tht, internudiate pirtiis between such piir»r party and the holder are siiicties 
fi»r him By eeition 52 the provisions of the Indian Contiuct Act, sections 182 to 147 
(both inclii‘-ivc) arc rendena applicable to these relations of suietyship 

31 We have adijtd a heotion (54) estopping the maker of a note, the drawer of a bill or 
cheque and the acceptor of a bill for the honour of the drawer from denying the original 
validity of the instiument 

32 Section 55 adopts, with modifications, the provisions of section 117 of the Evidence 
Act, 1872, and of sections 36 and 62 of the diah Bill, which estop the acceptor from denjing 
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the drawer’s signature The estoppel is^ we thinks properly oonBned by this section to suits by 
holders other than the drawer 

33 Section 50 estops the maker of a note and the acceptor of a bill payable toordir 
from denying tke payee’s capacity to indorse 

34 Section 57 adds to the estopc^l agiinst denying false signatures, contained in section 
85 of the draft Bill, an estoppel against denying the capacity to contract of any prior party 
to a negotiable instrument in suit 

35 Section 58 al o carries on the same subject by declaring the neceptoi of a bill wi^h a 
fprged indorsement not to be thereby relieved from liability if he knew it to be forged nt Ae 
time of acceptance, and section 59 declaies that the acceptor of a bill drawn in a fictitious 
name is not thereby relieved from liability to pay upon air indorsement by the same hand as the 
drawer’b signature, and purporting to bo made by the diawer 

36 These sections supply some omis^^ions in the draft Bill, and, we think, adequately 
provide for the due currency of negotiable instiuments when once put into ciiculation and 
for the protection of their holders 

37 The Bill then goes on to deal with the consideration for negoti iblc incitruments and 
to protect the holder for value of instruments with respect to which there may have 
been originally no ooubidcration, or a subsequent failure ot considerution, wholly or in 
part 

38 These sections (60 to 63, both inclusive) are substantially taken from the diaft Bill 
We have added an illustration to section 62 

39 Chapter IV deals with negotiation 

40 To section 64, which is substantially the same ns section 18 of the diaft Bill, we have 
added an explanation to the effect that an instrument dclivoied upon a <ondition which has not 
happened is not negotiable except by a holder for value and without notice of hmhcon« 
dition 

41 Where the holder of a note or bill payable to or to the order of a specified person 
delivers it to another person without indorsing it, hut with intent to trinsfer hi« title thereto, 
we think that (with reference to the Code of Civil Pioceduie, sections 36 and 37) the trans- 
feree should not be required to sue in the name of his tiaubferor We have fiamed section 66 
accordingly 

42 In section 67 we have, in substantial accordance with section 40 of the draft Bill, dealt 
with the case of ^bond holder for value of a bill transferied without indcnsemMit In 
such a case we have declaied the holder entitled to a return of the cousideralion if the hill 
is, after the tiansfer, avoided on account uf any matter prior to the transfer, provided such 
retain is claimed within a reasonable time 

43 Section 7 1 describes the parties who may indorse and negotiate negotiable instruments 
The diaft Bill does not appear to provide with sufficient clearness for this matter 

44 Section 76 embodies section 23 of the draft Bill but i|i completes that section bv 
enacting that an indorsement of a negotiable instrument lor pait of the amount due 
thereon transfers a right to retain the instrument and to rective and rccovci such part 
111 the name of the indorser 

45 Section 77 provides that no agreement which* is not expre^tsed on the instiument or 
which is collateral thereto shall be binding upon "holders for value or those dei iving title from such 
hollers This section embodies and supplements the corresponding provisions of trie draft Bill 
of which section 42 provided that the title of an indorsee should not be affected by tiansactions 
independent of the instrument, and section 09 that a holder iii due course should not be affected 
by any agreement between two signers as to the order of tlieir liability unless such agreement 
appeared on the face of the instriunent The section as now drawn extends the di ait sections 
to holders ftir value and to holders deriving title fiom holdeis for value , and aUo extends section 
S9 to all agreements not expressed on the instrument 

46. Chapter V deals with presentment for acceptance and presentment for pav ment 

47 Section 82 states the es«*ontiuls of presentment foi acccM>tanee in the case of bill«4 pay- 
able at or after sight, to which the draft Bilij section 56, clause (1), lefers as bills pa} ihle afier 
demand We have added a piovision that presentment must be made by a per^^oii entitled to 
demand acceptance, and we have provided for the case in which the drawee cannot after reason- 
able search be found, and also for the case of a bill directed to the drawee at u pariicubir place 

48 SeoUon 83 provides for presentment for sight of a piomissory note pijable at a 
certain period after sight — a matter unnoticed by the draft Bill 

49 Section 84 alters section 56, clause (3), of the draft Bill by restncting the time 
allowed to the drawee for deliberation to the departure of the next post, if that should happen 
within the twenty-four hours otherwise allowed This is the Lnglish rule upon the suliject 

50 Sections 86 and 86 lay down the general rule for presentment for payment, which is 
not distinctly laid down in the draft Bill 

51. Section 87, as to presentment for payment of inl^d instiuments payable after date 
or sight, embodies section 133 of the draft Bill, hut we have excluded cheques from this 
section, us we have provided (section 19), in accordance with English law, that such insirumcnts 
ate onl} payable on demand. " 

o2 ^ectlon 88 (.rovidcs for presentment forpajment of an inland note payable by instal- 
ments — a matter omitted from the draft Bill 

5 3 Section 00 modifies sections 139 and 140 of the draft Bill by requiring, in acci>rdan<e 
with English law, that an instrument drawn or accepted pajable at a specified place must, 
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in order to cliar<;e the maker or drawer, be presented for payment at that place The 
draft Bill allows presentment to be made in such cases at the place of business or residence of 
the maker or acceptor^ 

54 Section 91 embodies the general rule as to the place of presentment,^ 

65 Section 92 extends the rule in section 141 of ^he draft Bill as to personal presentment 
to the ca«ie of presentment for acceptance 

56. Section 93 taken together with section 105 embodies section 101 of the draft 
Bill, with the modification that tbp presentment of a cheque must be made before the 
rqiption between tl)*e drawer and his banker has been altered to the prejudice ot the drawer, 
or the drawer will be discharged from liability The draft Bill discharges the drawer 
only to the extent of his actual loss , Jbut, according to the English cases, he is disoharged alro- 
gotlier by such dthiy, the payee of the cheque being considered as having, by such delay, treated 
the cheque as payment, and as thereby electing to look to the drawee alone (see llqpkiM v Ware, 
L B 4 Ex 268) 

67 Section 96 is new It provides that presentment for acceptance or payment may bo 
made by or to a duly authorized agent, or the representative of a deceased party or the assignee 
of an insolvent party 

58 Section 98 states the cases in which presentment for payment is excused It embodies 
sections 89 and 91 of the draft Bill, and adds the case in which the drawer could not suffer 
damage by want of presentment, in which case presentment is by English law not necessary 
as against him 

59 Chapter VI treats of payment and interest Section 100 declnves that payment should 
be made to the holder, for payment to any other party does not of itself discharge the maker or 
acceptor The next two sections, 101 and 102, provide for interest upon notes, bills and 
cheques, and section 103 for indemnity to the payer of an instrun^nt lost or which cannot 
be produced 

60 Chapter VII deals with discharge from liability on notes, bills and cheques 

61 Section 104 provides for the discharge of a maker, acceptor or indorser, not only when 
the holder cancels the acceptor's or indor«ei^B name, and 'when the maker, acceptor or indorser 
pays the amount due (<{ectiotis 3S, 85, 87, and 88 of the draft Bill), but also where the holder 
releases or otherwise discharges the maker, acceptor or indorser 

62 Section 107 adopts the provisicns of 16 & 17 Vict., c 59, section 19 by which the 
drawer of a cheque payable to order and purporting to bo indorsed by or on behalf of the payee 
IS discliarged by payment in due course 

63 To section 110, which embodies sections 109 and 110 of the draft Bill, wo have added 
an explanation showing what are material alterations in a negotiable instrument 

64 Section 11 1 is new, and provides that in special cises, such as that of a blank stamped 
instrument, an uncrossed cheque and an instrument endorsed in blank, a material alteration 
made by an indorsee discharges bis indorser from liability to him in respect of the consider- 
ation as well as of the instrument 

65 Section 113 embodies section 115 of the draft Bill and section 11 of 39 & 40 Vict , 
e 81, relating to crocsed cheques 

66 Chapter VIII treats of noticq of dishonour 

67 Section ^16 substantial! V agrees with sections 125, 127 and 131 of the draft Bill, but 
we have altered the descripiion of the parties to whom notice of dishonour by non-acceptance or 
non-payment must be given the description now adopted is that those parties must include all 
whom the holder seeks to make severally liable on the instrument, and some one of any parties 
jointly liable , but notice to the maker, drawee or acceptor is unneceBsary. 

6S Section 117 collects into one section a number of provisions as to the form of notice 
and the mode of giving it These provisions are scattered over sections 126, 127, 128 and 130 
of the draft Bill Wc have already pointed out that this section differs frv>m the dllft Bill m 
requiring notice to the party addressed that he will be held liable 

69 Section 119 adds to section 132 of the draft Bill the provision that a party receiving 
notice of dishonour through hi8 agent for presentment is entitled to the same peiiod after 
such receipt for the purpose of giving notice as th^ holder has fop giving notice 

70 Section 121 dosciiUes the cases in which no notice of di^honout is necessary These 
cases include, besides tho e of dispensation by tbe party entitled to notice and of inability to give 
the notice (which are piovided for in sections 66, 67, 68, 02 and 03 of the diaft Bill), the case 
of the drawer countermanding payment, the case where the party charged could not suffer 
from want of such notice, the case of an acceptor who is also a diawer, the case of a pro- 
missory note which is not negotiable, and tho case in winch the party knowing the facts 
unconditionally promises to pay the amount due on the instrument 

71 Cliupter IX contnins the rules for noting and protest 

72 Section 122 suostanti illy coriesponds with section 119 of the draft Bill , but it allows 
the noting to bi made either upon the^instrument, or upon a paper attached thereto, or portly upon 
each And the rules as to looting and protest are confined to bills and notes, wheieas the draft 
Bill extended them to (bccpies— an extension for which there is apparent! v no authoritv 

73 AYe have inserted iii sections 123 and 124 provisions regarding protest ior better 
security 

74 In section 126 we have reproduced the provisions of Act VI of 1840, section 4, and 
of 2 & 3 Wm 4, c« 98, as to protest for uon-pajment after dishonour by non-acceptance. 
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75 Chapter X contains rules for calculating the reasonable time for presentment for 
acceptance or payment, for giving notice of dishonour and tor notmj^ We have added m sec- 
tion 129 a provision that, in the case of notice of dishonour, when the parties carry on business 
or live in the Ame place, such notice is given within a reasonable time if it is despatched in 
time to reach its destination on the day next afttr the day of dishonour 

76 Chapter XI deals with acceptance and payment for honour We provide (section 131) 
for the case ot protest for better security In accordance with a recent case (In re Overend, 
Qurney and Company B 6 Eq 344), we have declared (section 136) th'it the pa\er for 
honour shall have all the riohts, in respect of the bill, of the holder at the time of such 
payment 

77 Chapter XII, winch treats of compensation, retains (section 137) the provisions of 
the draft Bill (section 65) substantially unaltered 

78 Chapter Xlll treats of foreign bills and restricts to foreign bills the section (7(3) of 
the draft Bill, which deals with the dishonour of a bill naming a drawee in case ot need 

79 The provisions of chapter XIY as to international law are substantially those of the 
draft Bill 

SO In conclusion, we desire to express our obligations to the following honourable and 
learned Judges, namely, Messrs Tinner, Kennedy, West and N4n4bhfii Handds to the Madras 
Chamber of Commcice to Mr btewart Gladstone, Mr R Stewart, Mr Dickson (late Secre- 
tarv and Treasurer to the Bank of Bengal), and Mr Scrymgeour, the Calcutta Agent of the 
Oriental Bank Corpoiatioii We recommend that the Bill as now altered be republished 
IQ the Gazette of India and the local Gazettes, that the opinions of the Local Governments, 
the High Courts and the mercantile community be invited thereon, and that its further 
coiisideiation be stayed till the Council re-assemblcs in Calcutta

Statement No 85, regarding famine relief operations tn the Pronnee of Mf sore, for the week 

ending the October 1877 

The rainfall vraa generally lighter The fair weather has been benefioial to the crop*, 
especially to ragi, which was sunering in places from excess of moisture Harvesting continues, 
sowing operations are general, and lands are being prepared for the late crops The tanks 
have got a good supply, many have been breached, and the prospects of the late harvest are 
good A considerable area in some taluks is reported unsown, and to remedy this liberal grants 
of takavi for seed gram will be made under proper precautions The Famine Commissioner is 
now on tour, and in eonsnltation with local officers is arranging suitable relief works in each 
taluk, organizing the relief camps, and taking measures for a more thorough system of vdlaga 
inspection and for giving readier access to relief A Famine Code has been issued laying down 
detailed instructions for the management of professional and civil works and of relief camps, 
providing for medical assistance and special treatment of persons reduced by want and securing 
that none requiring aid and support are, owing either to ignorance or neglect, allowed to remain 
unrelieved in their villages Generally it ma} be said that prospects are encouraging, but that 
the present condition of the people and the high prices of staple articles of food necessitate the 
utmost exertion and watchfulness on the part of the authorities On the other hand, there is 
an evident disposition on the part of the people to return to their ordinary occupations, and 
applicants for relief are fewer 


2 The imports of grain by rail amounted only to 2,486 tons, or 2,248 tons less than last 
week, due probably to the influence of falling prices caused paiily by the better prospect and 
partly by the production of local stores bithertp concealed. The imports were received from

5. Written reports have been received from the Collectors of Nasik, Poona and 
Shulapur for the week ending the 13th instant No weekly report has been received from 
Satara Fiom the other five Collectorates reports for the week ending 6th instant have 
been received The usual table showing the rainfall and the prices of staple food grains in 
the weeks to which the refiorts relate is appended There is little change to notice with 
regard to the season and liie crops There are still complaints of want of ram in parts of 
Khandesh, Nasik and Ahmednagnr, while m other parts of Ahmednagar and m some of the 
districts to the south the ram has been too heavy The Collector of Kaladgi m particular 
reports that a break m the weather is urgently needed to ripen the khanf The later tele* 
graphic information summarized above gives a somewhat darker coloui to these complaints of 
excessive ram.

the fall of prices is observed m the northern taluks ^joining JCts^na, where rates have been 
falling for some weeks In Cuddapah chpnge is most marked in the three north-western 
taluks, and in Kadin and Madanapalli, where prices, especially of dry-grains, are cheaper Iq 
E adiri there is a fall of three seers and upwards in the prices of ragi and cbolum, or nearly 60 
per cent In Bellartf also prices are falling or stationary almost everywhere In Chingle^ 
put ragi has fallen at 5 stations out of 6 , the rise in cholum applies to one only In Ji^orti 
Arcoi the only cases of rise of price are rice at Palmanair and cholum at Arm, and these are 
fractional only. In South Arcoi there is a considerable fall in Trinomalai , elsewhere rates are 
either stationary or falling The rise in dry gram in Tanjote is due to the Pattukottai taluk, and 
that adjoining it, Mannargudi In Trichinopoly oholum is not sold , other grams are cheaper owing 
to harvest In Madura rates are falling except m Poriakolum, where rice and cholum are 

stationary and ragi has risen At 
head-quarters there was a strong fall 
In Ihnnevelly also prices are easier. 
In Coimbatore rice has risen a little 
m Collegal, and there has been a 
sudden increase, amounting to 25 or 
SO per cent in the rates for ragi and 
cumboo in Dharapuram On the 
Ntlgtne there is a satisfactory fall 
in ragi, and m Malabar m rioe In 
Salem •puces at head-quarters are 
» falling, and fluctuating elsewhere 
the rise m the district averages is 
due to the Eistnagiri taluk.

In North Jreot the ram was very heavy , 11 42 inches are reported from Polar, but this must 
be erroneous The chief fall was m the upland taluks, from Kangundi to Tnpatii In South 
Areoi the fall m Trinomalai and Tindivanum, adjoining Chingleput, and in Virdachellam was 
good; m Tanjore light but general, good m Puttukottai, m Tnchmopoly from two to three 
inches except m Udayarpolliam , m Madura 5 05 inches m Melur, four inches m Pereakulam, 
and very good m other taluks, except Bamnad In Tinnevelly^ Ottapidarum got 1 8 mches, 
the ram was very light elsewhere At Erode in Coimbatore 6 35 inches wore registered, and 
the southern taluks received heavy rain On the Ntlgma and m the Collegal taluk there was 
good ram There was but little in the Wynaad, but the Malabar average was nevertheless 
4 29 mches.

Frooeedmgs of the Government of Madras, Revenue Depariment (Famine Belief), dated 15tli 

October 1877, F K No 2831 

The Governor in Council has, by a teleg;raphic order of th^ 18th instant, 
called the attention of Collectors to the inoiportance of utilising to the utmost 
the present favourable change in the season The recent rainfall has mateiially 
restored the condition of growing crops , many crops are being now harvested , 
land IS nearly everywhere m a ‘fit state for cultivation , and the rams of the 
north-east monsoon may bo shortly expected Prices have been gradually 
declining In this state of the country it is of the utmost importance to its 
futuie prosperity that every exertion should be at^ince made to induce, encour- 
age, and facilitate the return of people to their ow n homes and ordinary occu- 
pations There may not unnaturally exist some feeling of hesitation timongst 
many, especially amongst those who have wandered from their own districts, to 
leave their present shdtei, hut the interests of the country demand that every 
available hand shall he turned to agriculture, and every exeition used to increase 
and expedite the growth of the newly-sown Cl ops, on which the people must 
rely to restore the puces of food-grains to a normal state * 

2 That this necessity is appreciated by the people is evinced by the fact 
that largo numbers ha^ c already of their own accord left works and camps for 
agiiculiural employ, and that m many districts the area cultivated is largei than 
usual at this pciiod Yet in those districts more, and in others much, can be 
done, and no divisional ofiicer should feel sati&fied while any available land in 
his division remains uncultivated 

3 The Govcrnoi in douncil desires also to impress on Collectors the 
urgent necessity foi reducing, as rapidly as may be, the numbers who are re- 
ceiving State charity on relief-works, m relief-camps, &c , and consequently of 
diDiinibhing the heavy drmn on current expenditure 

4 The general principles on which relief is to he administered are already 
laid down in G O of 24th September, No 2847 The Government have spared 
no pains to relieve and sustain, and also to provide employ for, the people , 
now, however, agiieultural or other usual employment IS obtainable, and dis- 
tricts ofiicers must take care that the measures which were necessary for relief 
of the famine-stricken |ure not converted into a prolonged demoralising and 
pauperising chanty 

5 A judicious but firm application of the tests and limitations laid down 
in the Government Order referred to will prevent the danger while meeting 
anv necessity , hut laxity or indecision in any district may not improbably re- 
sult in the continued dependence of a large pauperised population on State aid 
through another year 

6 Where the numbers on relief-works are materially diminished, propor- 
tionate diminution should be made in the establishments, and labour should be 
consolidated so as to economise supervision When the numbers in camps are 
materially diminished, subordinate establishments should be. also diminished, 
or otherwise utilised, permanent officers of the districts being allowed to resume 
tbeir ordinary work. The general relief organisation of a district, however, is 
not to be reduced or broken up until further instructions from the Government, 
the nature of wdiich will be regulated by the advent and extent of the mon- 
soon rams 

7 The Governor in Council has bad before him applications for sanction 
for many new works of a petty and local character, the possible benefit to arise 
from which can only be of a purely temporary character. He considers such 
works undesirable, but does not, however, desire to fetter the discretion of Col- 
lectors, and therefore will not generally refuse to sanction works recommended 
by them , but the sanction will only be accorded upon the distinct understand- 
ing that Collectors, before recommending any works for sanction, satisfy them- 
selves that such works are essential to the proper extent of relief, and are not 
urged from motives of purely local interest, or instigated by subordinates who 
hope for an opportunity to rnal^e an illicit gain from the relief expenditure.

paragraph is most hopeful, and His Excellency in Council is glad to learn by 
a telegram received last night that the north-east monsoon has at length 
arrived to supplement and complete the hopeful prospects for the future 

3 The orders of His Grace the Governor urgmg all district officers to 
take the fullest advantage of this satisfactory change m the piospects of the 
season by inducing people to return to their ordinary avocations, are most 
judicious and opportune, for, as he justly observes, **the interests of the 
country now demand that every available hand shall be turned to agriculture *' 
* and no less necessary is the caution conveyed to district officers to “ take care 
that the measures which were necessary for relief of the famine districts ace 
not converted into a prolonged demoralising and pauperising charity ’* 

4i. The returns received durmg the past three weeks show that with the 
returning prospects of agricultural prosperity, the orders issued by the Madras 
Government on the 24th September have already home good fruit, the num- 
bers of people receiving Government aid having diminished durmg the cur- 
rent month by 6| lakhs, or by more than one-lourth of the whole number ; 
and His Excellency in Council doubts not that with the continuod improve- 
ment in agricultural prospects and with the steady fall in the price of food, 
which should be the natural consequence thereof, the admirable orders now 
issued by the Madras Government will have the effect of speedily restoring the 
province to its normal state, will foster the habitual self-reliance of its people, 
and will relieve the imperial finances from the severe strain which during the 
past season they have undergone

PANJAB COURTS BILL 

The Hon’ble Mr Stokes moved that the Report of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to consolidate and amend the law relating to Courts in the Panjab be 
taken into consideration He said that the Bill as introduced had been subjected 
to careful examination by the learned Judges of the PanjAb Chief Court 
Plus vident oculi quam oculus was an old and tiue pro veil), and here, as 
always happened when three additional pairs of intelligent eyes were 
brought to bear on a complicated draft, some errors and omissions had 
been detected Of these, however, only two were important enough to require 
mention The Committee had added, at Mr Justice Plowden’s suggestion, 
a section declaring the Chief Court to be a High Couit within the meaning 
of sections 633 and 637 of .the new Code of Civil Piocedure The result 
would be that the Judges of the Chief Court would take evidence and 
record judgments and ordois in such manner as* the Court might by rule 
direct, and that any non-judicial act which the Code required to be done by a 
Judge might be done by the Registrar, to the great saving of valuable time 
The second amendment was in section 46, which declaied that Judges should 
not tiy suits in which they were personally interested This might obviously 
sometimes cause great and useless inconvenience, fijr example, when the Judge 
happened to hold a share or two in the Bank of Bengal and the Bank was 
suing a tradesman on a bill of exchange for Rs 100 We had accordingly 
provided that the parties might waive objection to the jurisdiction of a Judge 
having inteiest in the subject-matter. The only other change which he would 
mention was that the Bill would come into force on receiving His Excellency’s 
Signature, instead of on such day as the Local Government should appoint 

It was right to add that the Chief Court had asked that jurisdiction to 
hear summary suits on negotiable instruments might bo confeirod upon it 
But the Chief Court, like the High Court at Allahabad, had no ordinary 
original civil jurisdiction , on such Courts the framers of the new Code of Civil 
Procedure did not intend to confer juiisdiction to hear tins class of suits, and 
the request of the Chief Court was therefoio refused. This would cause no 
* inconvenience to the public , for His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor could, 
and doubtless would, by notification undei the new Code, section 638, clause (e), 
apply ^sections 632 — 537 of the Code to the Courts of all or some of the 
Deputy Commissioners. The Chief Court could then, if it liked, withdraw 
and Itself try all such summary suits instituted in these Courts and remit the 
decrees for execution to the Courts fiom which the suits had been so withdiawn 
His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor expressed his approval of the 
provisions of the Bill in its present form 

The Motion was put and agreed to 

The Hon’ble Mr. Stokes also moved that the Bill as amended be 
passed

NORTH-WESTERN PROVINCES LAND-REVENTJE ACT 

AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mb Stokes also introduced the Bill to amend the North. 
Western Provinces Land-Revenue Act, 1878, and moved that it be referred to 
a Select Committee He said that the primary object of this little Bill was to 
deprive persons whose estates were under the management of the local Court of 
Wards of power to chaigc or alienate those estates But it would also remove 
a doubt as to the effect ot section 29 of the Act, which provided' that — 

A rate may be imposed by order of the Collector of the Diatsict on the annual value, 
or on the cultivated area, of all the mahils composing the circle of each patwdn, or partly 
in the one way, and partly in the other, lor defraying the ealary of sncH patwirf, and any 
charges incurred on account of nhy additional establish meuS required fbe the proper 
enperviBion, maintenauce and correction ol the patw4iis* renords 

Doubts existed, which he confessed he himself shared’, as to whether this 
section authorized the application of any part of the fund so raised to defray 
the cost of the village-maps on which the correctness of patwdris* records 
mamly depended But, in the opinion of their hon’ble colleague Sir John 
Strachey, Mr Batten and other experienced North-West officials, iic was ex- 
pedient that the fund' should be applicable '’for this object The Bill would 
accordingly add an explanaiKm to section 29 to the effect that charges 
incurred m the preparation of viHage-mape should be deemed charges wxthus 
the meaning of this sectiun 

The Motion was put and agreed, to. 

The Hon’blb Mb STokes also moved that the Bill be published m the 
Gazette of India tn English, and in the North- Western Tfr&mnces and Ovdh 
Gazette in English and ux such other languages as the Local Government 
should direct 

The Motion was put ^d agreed to. 

DISTRESSED SEAMEN’S EXPENSES RECOVERY BILL 

The Hon’ble Mb. Stokes also moved for leave to introduce a Bill ta 
provide for the recovery in British. India of wages due to, and expenses 
incuitred in respect of, certain seamen and apprentices. He said that 
the Merchant Shipping Acts of 1854 and 1855 provided, in all 
necessitous cases occurring out of the United Kingdom, for subsisting 
and. relieving distressed seamen who were British subjects, and for sending 
f he rn home, or burying any who died in such circumstances, at the public 
expense, with a right of recovery over against any master or owner liable to pay 
such wages or such expenses This right of recovery was given only to the 
Board of Irade. Bat the distressed seamen in question were in many cases 
Natives of India, and belonged to ships which were either registered m or traded 
to India, and \fhich weie seldom,, if ever, found within the ports of the United 
Kingdom In such, cases the Board of Trade had considerable difficulty in 
secovexmg the sums expended. When the distressed seamen were Natives of 
this country, these expenses were charged to the Indian revenue. It was there- 
fore desirable that the Government of India should be enabled to empower 
some person here to sue. in case the ships or persons chargeable were found in 
this eountrv. The BtU would effect this object by providing that such suits 
might be brought m the name of the- Secretary of State in Council by such 
persons as the Goveinor General in Council might, by notification m the 
Gazette of Judutt generally or specially authorue in that behalf. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

INDIAN EOREST BILL*** 

The Hon’ble Mb Hope moved that His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor of the Fanj&b be added to the Select Committee on the Bill to amend 
the law relating to the management and preservation of Government forests, 
to the transit of forest-produce and to the duty leviable on timber. He

The HonHile Mr. Hope also presented the Beport of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to amend the law relating to the management and preservation of 
Goyemment forests,^ to the transit of tocest-produoe and to the duty leviable on 
timber. He said that ia doing sa he must first esplaan why the diiection ot the 
Oouacd cpven on the Slat of January last^ that the Beport should be presented 
in two months,, had not been complied with. ThosO'twn months oorresponded 
with the time that the Counofi had remained ih Calcutta, and the late Law 
Member, Sit A. Hobhouse, together with the Seorftary, had been so occupied 
with the Civil Procedure Code and other urgent legislation that they had been 
quite unable to giye any tune to the Forest Bill. The two months bad not,, 
^wever^ been lost, as an informal committee, consisting of tbo Hon’ bio- 
Ml. Egertoa, Mr Batten, the Secretary to the Goyemmeat of India in the 
Beparfement of Bevenue, Agriculture and Commerce, Br Sclihch and Mr. 
Baden Powell, the Conservators of Bengal and the Panjdb, together with 
Ms Hope himself, had, with the approval of Sir A Hobhouse, considered the, 
Bill and revised it thoroughly. On coming to Simla Mr. Hope had, he smd* 
been unable to find any leisurefor the Bill uni il recently when he had been 
relieved of hiaPanune duties 

Aa to the Bill itself, he was glad to> say that the original draft of it had 
been most favourably received by all the Local Governments except that of 
Madras. The Chief Commissioner of British Burma, a province which 
was perhaps more interested m the matter than any other, had expressed his 
opmion that the Bill would meet all the necessities of the case, and that it 
would render saperfiluous thn piosecution of the separate Bill for Biitish 
Burma which had been introduced into the Council The Chief Commis. 
sioner of the Central Provinces had written thus Of the scope ef the 
Bill and its general arrangement the Chief Commissioner is glad to be able 
to expiess his hearty approval, and it appears to him to provide for all matters 
connected with Forest conservancy tiiat can be fainy attempted in India 
for some time to oome The Commissioner of Coorg said that the provisions 
of the Bill seemed to him “suitable for adoption” The Chief Commissioner 
of Assam had only one suggestion for improvement to make, 'Ilie Commiis. 
sioner in Sindh reported that be “ considers its provisions applicable to Smdh, 
and that he has no alterations or additions to suggest ” 1%e Conservator of 
the Northern Division, Bombay, said ** the Bill seems to me to he complete 
and fully to meet the oircumstaneea and wants of the Northern Bivision,” and 
the Bombay Government consider that the BiU “ will serve its purpose ” As 
U> Bengal, the report was that ^ the presemt draft appears to the LieutenanU 
Gtovernew sufficiently to meet the requirements of Bengal ” The Conservator 
of the North-West Provinces said . ** I think the Bill providls for every 
thing that is required,” while the Fanjdb, as represented on the Select 
Committee by Hia Honour the Lieutenant-Governor, was understood to 
bei satisfied. Mr.. Hoee did not mean to imply that the whole of the 
expressions of approval he had quoted wwe unqualified. In some canesi 
they were, but m otbexa they were accompanied by objectiions or suggestkons 
regarding particular posnts. All these bad been carefully considered, and 
many had led to material improvements 

Mr Hope thought that he might safely say that the Bill now presented 
WBO very snpenor in scope, precision, adaptaMity and care of all popular 
lights to the draft as mtrodue^ Wherev^ rights oeuld not be allowed to 
continue (and ho believei^guch cases would prove comparatively few), provision 
had been made for compensation or commutatum, wherever mere regulation 
was sufficient, care had been taken to leave the people all which in practice 
they could reasonably require The objections of Madras had not been for- 
gotten. The Bill had been so materially altered to meet them that he bad now 
every hope that the Madras Government, considering also the scope which the 
power of making rules gave for meeting local pecuh^ties, would find them- 
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selves able to accept it. If, however, the event should be otherwise, then this 
Bill ofiered no obstacle, as iSir A Hobhouse had explained to the Council, to 
separate local legislation 

As to the character of the Bill generally, Mr Hope trusted that any per- ' 
sons who were still disposed to think any pait of it arbitrary, tP3uld remem- 
ber that, without effective regulation and conservation of forests, not merely 
the public revenue, but the public tliemselvcs, would suffer, and even risks of 
famine might be infinitely increased On this subject he thought the Council 
%vould be iuteics*ted to hear tlie views regarding the condition of Southern 
India recently expressed by a distinguished administrator, which were as 
follows — 

" The soiiibern peninsula of Indii has been or is being denuded, not only of its forests but 
also of its jnDo;le8, its brushwood, its g-iovcs, its trees The denudation has been, as I under- 
Btand, on tuai the sourcis and the iippjpr courses of the many riveis which water the 

country Thi^^, ptihaps, is bein^ in some decree checked But with the progress of coffee 
plantinop^ and with the asset li6n of communal rights on behalf of the people, the utmost 
vigilance will he needed to keep it within hounds If it were to proceed unchecked, there 
would be imminent danger of llie a|\etb running dry by leason of the catchment basins and 
the drainaire are<is near the ir souites being raiiih And as these rivers supply the great canal 
systems, tills danger h is only to be nicntn ned lu order to be lelt The same argument applies 
in I le^tei dcgiee to the tanks oi lakes which are second only to the canals in usefulness lor 
iriigilion It has aliendy htau seen how preeanousib the position of these restivoiis, even with 
one di ought The proirress of the country causes the price of timber and of firewood to 

rise The introduction of lliilvvajs has, in the ab'^enco ot any local coal-mines, gieatly aug- 
mented the demand for fuel Stiong temptations are thus inevitably ottered to the people at 
large to fell, cut and lop ri ckles^^lv, to bung cveiy log, stump and stick to market, to dig out 
the very lOots of the jungle, so stopping any chanct of reproduction, without thought for the 
future There are stones to he heard tvtr^whcic of groves and hedgerows and scattered trees 
being cut for sale In tlie midst of cultixatcd tracts theie ire to be seen bare, sterile hillsides, 
said to have been foiest-dad within living memory In such localities the climate is supposed 
to have changed foi the wot sc 13e>ond the Ghfit mountains, m Btllaiy and Kurnool, the 
treeless, bln uhless aspec t of the country is as wonderful as it ib melancholy These are the 
very di'«l nets where famine has bein occisionilly epidemic, and where scarcity is almost 
endemic Anv tboujhttul vpect itoi must pcieeive tliat, a* cording to all nmeteorological experi- 
ence, and to till ilmost ceitaiii teichings\)f proved fact, these fine districts were not destined 
by natuiG to be the prey and sport of famine or seal city, but have been rendered subject to 
these calnnitn*? b^ tlie thoughtless action of man Even the numerous groves planted in the 
last gon< 1 ition by the greU Collector Mi Hobeitsoii, who**© name is still a houbehold word, 
were made o\ei many ycais to the villageis, and have been mo«3tly cut down Trees, 
jungle and fortsts must, indeed, be thiniud and cut for the use of man, but they need never bo 
exhausted, and something might alwajs be left for reproduction ** 

Nothing could be more tiue and worthy of attention than these graphic 
and practical remarks Regarding the necessity for regulation of the use of 
forests in the inteicsts of the public, Mr Hope would concludo by quoting 
the opinion of the Secretary of State, not very long ago communicated to the 
Government of India — 

Her M ijcstj^s Government are, as jou are aware, fully impres<;ed with the importance 
of the adoption of efficient meabures for preserving the foiests of India, whilst they admit 
also the neubsitj of those meubures being so liamed as to interfere as little as possible with 
private rights, wbuh may have grown up on behalf of villages or individuals On the other 
hand, it must bo reiucmbtred that as civilisation advances these light'* become less and less 
necessary to the ci Itivators, and are found frequently incompatible with the superior rights of 
the whole community, among whom the cultivators tbemselvca obtain advintage in other ways 
from the restrft;lioii of their ancient piivileges The change to this state ot things must be 
gradual, and «o timed as to make the tiansition as little oncious as miy be to those who have 
held such piivilegea In the instance befoie us, it must be remembered that the absolute 
concession of these privileges would, as a rule, render the effective pnservation of the forests 
impossible, and, moreover, that this is not an object of private import, but is undertaken by 
Government for the benefit of the whole community 

It may be added that all the meisuies already adopted for several yeais past must have 
tended to piepare the uniids ot the luhibitants of the villages for a ohango of the nature 
indicated 

Tlie following Select Committee was named —

Resolution —By Resolutions No 2186, dated 14th August 1876, and 
No 3816, dated 31st October 1876, the pimciplo wasnfliimcd that, except 
for special reasons, and with the previous sanction of the Government of India, 
no one^but a Commissioned Mrdical Officer should be appoiutcd to any office 
reserved for tho Covenanted Medical Services, 

2 In applying for permission to make the appointment which has now been 
disallowed, the GoYeinment of Bengal pointed out that these oiders of 1876 
appear to conflict with certain earlier orders favoring as economical, the ex* 
tended employment of Uncoveuanted Medical Officers 

3 The Governor General m Council con«iiders that there is no real con- 
flict between tbo orders thus contrasted, but, lo prevent futmc misunderstand- 
ing about a principle of much importance. His Excellency in Council deems 
It necessaiy to leiiteand declare atiesh the policy of the Government as 
regards the public service in the Medical Department 

4 The Commissioned Medical Officoi s in the Military Department are 
all Members of orgunisct^ Covenanted Services The Government of India 
has autliorjsod the appointment of Membcis of these Sci vices to certain spe- 
cified Civil Medical Chaiges and Appointments These specified appointments 
are added to the List ot Military Appointments for which provision is au- 
thoiised, and the strengtii ot the Commissioned Medical Services is regulated 
and maintained accoidmglv Every addition to the List ot Civil Medical 
Charges for which Covenanted Officers aie authoused, involves an addition to 
the strength of one of the Commissioned Medical Services , and every reduc- 
tion of that List involves a reduction of the strength of one of. these Services. 

6 Tho pay and pension of a Commissioned or Covenanted Medical 
Officer in Civil employ hi mg higher than the pay and pension of an Uncove- 
nanted Mcditil Ollicei, eveiy addition to the List of Civil Medical Charires for 
which Corainis>>ioTied Medic il Officers aio authorised, causes additional expense, 
and cvoiy reduction ot this List pioduces a saving Hence tho orders to 
which the Govei nmont of Bengal has rcfeired, favoring the extended employment 
of Uncovenanted, in place of Covenanted Medical Officers The principle of 
these orders is si ill emphatically recognised every curtailment of the List 
of Civil Medical Charges tor which Commissioned Officers must bo provided will 
be welcomed as conducive to economy, and no addition to this List will be 
allowed without the strougost evidence of necessity 

6 But, w hen once a Civil Medical Charge is enrolled in the List and 
provision is mudo loi it by the necessaiy addition to the strength of one of the 
Commissioned Medical Serviees, it is impossible, except for very special reasons, 
to allow the appointment thereto of any one but a Commissioned Medical 
Offieei The appointment of an Uncovenanted Officer to an office for which 

g rovision is made in the rceiuitment of one of the Commissioned Medical 
orvices would he obviously unjust to the officers of this Service, and tend 
to produce oiganio inconveniences such as the Govemmont is now finding 
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it 80 didioult, and so costly, to remedy in the Corenanted Civil Service It is 
an indispensable condition of the formation of every body of ofilceis orf^anised 
under coven^t or commission, to fill certain offices, that the monopoly of 
these offices^be jealously and rigidly preserved to them Any departure front 
this course involves (1) injustice to the officcis, and, as a consequence, welU 
founded, and, therefore, mischievous discontent among them, (2) needless 
expense for the pay of officer^ provided foi offices otherwise filled. 

7 Hence the Resolutions of 1876 that, except under circumstances of spe> 
mal necessity and with the particular sanction of the Government of India, no 
one but a Covenanted Medical Officei may be appointed to any office in the List 
of Medical Chaiges for w'hich Commissioned Officers are provided The prin> 
ciple of these Resolutions makes it neccssan to add tiiat they must continue 
to operate in respect to an office lemoved trom that List, so long as any 
officei who w'as admitted to the soiiice bcfoic the ofiice w'as so removed, icmams 
practically eligible for tlie appointment 

8 It seems ncccssaiy even to go a atep fuither It being necessary, 
for the general purposes of the Administiation, to maintain organised bodies 
of Commissioned Medieal Officeis, economy pi iinly lequires that the utmost 
possible use be made of them, and that, so long as any of them is un- 
employed, no other Medical Officer be appointed to the public sei vice. An 
Uncovenauted Medical Officer is less costly than a Commissioned Ollicci, only 
if his eraplojment enables the Government to diSf)enso wuth the employment of 
a Commissioned Officer It is not, however, possible to regulate the reciuitment 
of bodies like the Commissioned Medical Sirvices so exactly that their 
number shall never be excessive Moreovei, the resirve of Commissioned 
Medical Officers maintained foi mihtaiy pui posts is larger than is needed 
lor actual military duties in times of peace 

9 An Uneovenanted Officer, therefore, should never he appointed to 
any Medical Charge, whether it he contained in the List of Charges lor which 
Commissioned Officeis arc allowed or not, until it has been ascei tamed that no 
Commissioned Officer can bo spared for the post Although the pay of a 
Com missioned Officer be higher, it will be cheaper and better to employ such 
an officer if one can he spared, rather than to Icave^hiin to draw Ins military 
pay for doing duties for wlueh Ins seivicts aio not absolutely requited, and to 
pay an additional Uncovenanted Officer though on a loner scale The Depait- 
mcntal Medical Authoiities will decide, in <a(h case, whether a Coininissioned 
Officer can or cannot bo spaiid The Government of India dots not wish 
to press for the employment of Commissioned Officers in any Civil Chaiges 
not included in the List of Charges foi which Commissioned Officeis aic sanc- 
tioned and piovided, but the Heads of the Medical Department should be 
guided in their piocei dings by the punciplcs heiein recited 

10 Biieflv the polity of the Government of India is as follows — 

(1 ) — The Governor General in Council has no desire to increase the num- 
ber of the Commissioned Medical Oflicers on the contrary, so far as the exi- 
gencies of the public service will peimit, His Excellency in Council would 
be glad, for economical reasons, to icduce the number of such ofliceis 

(2 ) — But Ills Excellency iii Council must insist upon the Commissioned 
Medical Officers in the seveial Services at any timo, being utilised to the utmost, 
and he expects the Heads of the Medic il Dcpaitmciit and the Local Governments 
to take nil precautions not only that thcie be no avoidable ericroadimcnt by 
Uneovenanted Officers upon the appointments for which Commissioned Officers 
are sanctioned and provided, but that not a single Uneovenanted Medical Officei 
be appointed to any Civil Medical Charge, unless no Commissioned Medical 
Officer is available for the duty 

11 As to the office of Superintendent of a Central Jail to which the Gov- 
ernment of Bengal relers, the Commissioned Medical Services are not now 
recruited with a view to the provision of Members of these Services fot this 
office. There is, therefore, no conflict between the Resolution in the Home 
Department No 819, dated 16th June 1869, and the principles affirmed in this 
Resolution, and no objection to the continued operation of that Resolution 

12 It appears that, when ascertaining the sanctioned strength of the 
Commissioned Medical Service, m order to determine the number of recruits 
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to bo added to the service from time to time, the Military authorities reckon, 
among the sanctioned appointments, all those actually tilled by Medical Officers 
at tile time, whether specifically sanctioned or not This pract^ should now 
cease , no office should be admitted to the list of offices for wmch Commis- 
sioned Medical Officers are to be provided, unless the appointment of a Com- 
missioned Medical Officer thereto is compulsory within the meaning of this 
Resolution Any Commissioned Medical Officer who can be spared, may be 
appointed to any office which he can legally fill , but provision should be made 
betorehand for the supply of only those offices for which Commissioned Medical 
Officeis liave been specifically allowed, and to which, without the previous 
sanction of the Governor General in Council, no one but a Commissioned 
Medical Officer may be appointed.

to us that the Bill, especially considering the latitude for meeting local peculiarities wluch the 
power of making rules affords, is now not unsuitable to the circumstances of the Madras 
Presidency, and is such as might be accepted by the Local Government At the same time, 
being permissive in its application, it contains nothing to prevent separate local legislation, if 
that course should be eventually preferred

Statement* No 36, regarding famine relief operatwne in the Province of Mgeore^ for the week 

ending the \Zlh October 1877 

The rainfall has-been good in the northern and eastern districts, but lisrhter in Mysore, 
Haasan and Kadar Agiicultural piospects are on the whole satisfactory Bagi is suffering 
IQ some taluks from blight, and both that jawari have to a certain extent been injured by ex« 
cessive rain , but taken altogether the dry crops are thriving well, and the tanks have received 
sufficient water to assure wet crops wherever sown Information regarding the area cultivated 
IS not yet supplied, but the Deputy (^omnmssioncr’s weekly leports state that sowing progresses 
rapidly, and the funds now phiced at the disposal of the district officers to assist the ryots in 
procuring seed will give n further stimulus Hai vesting continues, attd tbo early crops are 
everywhere rapidly corning to maturity The relief thus afr>rded is very appreciable Not only 
are prices falling but the demand for field labor is good The pressure upon State aid is thus 
proportionately less, but the. condition of those who have suffered bv the prolonged drought 
will for some time tax the utmost energy of the district officers The Famine Commissioner 
during the past week hns inspected the northern part of the Bangalore District and nearly the 
whole of the Tumkur District He reports the crops tiiere are generullv in good condition, but 
some of the early ragi and most of the jawari have had too much rain lie found a great deal of 
land unsown, and anticipates th it the recent orders about takavi will be of much benefit The 
cattle were in excellent condition, postuie being abundant, and the people are improving 
ill health and spirits At the same time, his inspections of villages have brought to light a 
great amount of suffering, as much as £0 per cent in each village being estimated to staneb in 
need of relief, but nquiring pressiire and oncouiagcment to induce the people to avail them- 
selves of it The faming relief measures cannot therefore be con«^ideied complete till the 
system of village inspection is thoroughly carried out, and that will le done when the addition- 
al officers whose sot vices have been applied for and who are now ai rising are at their posts 
The Chief Kngineer has just leturned from a tour in ( oorg and the Mysore Distnct The 
labor market of Coorg is supplied by Mysore immigiants, and be states the coffoe planters are 
glad to employ all comers fit for work Those reduced by hickness and want havo hitherto been 
aent back to Myst'i;^, but hospitals have now been started in Coorg on a small scale, and it is 
thought this measures will afford all the relief required at present In the Mysore District dis- 
tress has never been so severe, but there too the Chief Engineer found that in spite of pro- 
mising crops and plenty of held labor, the villages contain man^ fitting obj( cts for relief who 
however evince extreme apathy in seeking it, and whom it would be very dcairable, especially for 
the sake of the children, to attract to works

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The chief feature of the week^s telegpraphic news la the excessive ram that has fallen 
almost throughout Satura, Kaladgi and Beigaum, and to a lesser extent in parts of Sholapur 
and Dliurwur, and m some few places m Ahnicdnagar and Poona This heavy rain, besides 
the absolute damaj^e it does to the crops, has the eifect both of delajing the kharif harvest

2 This unfavourable weather, making general prospects worse, is probably the chief

PAN JAB LAWS ACT AMENDMENT BILL 

The Hon’blo Mr Stokes introduced the BiU. to amend the PanjAb 
Laws Act, 1872, and moved that it be referred tef a Select Committee He 
said that he had already described the contents of this Bill, with the exception 
of section 2 The provisions as to pre-emption contained in the J^anjab Laws 
Act, sections t) — 18, were, he was informed, ti arisen bed liom the Panjab Civil 
Oode — a useful body of pnneiples, but one which was n^ver intended to receive 
the force of law, or to be exposed to the disinh'^rating action of a stream of judi- 
cial decisions Section 2 of the Bill would ri'place these jiiovisions by more 
accurately drawn clauses, and would at the same tune give the Local Government 
a nght ot pre-emption in respect of sales of land on whii h trees belonging to 
Government were standing The clause rolatmg to this right had bt'en inserted 
at file suggestion of His Honour the Lieiitenant-Govemoi, who would explain 
to the Council more satisfactorily than he (Mr Biokes) could the benehts 
which would lesult from this addition to the law ^ 

Section 3 ot the Bill would add to the Pjyijab law a provision that the 
Court ol Wards might take ehaigc of and administer the pioperty of persons 
declared by the Local Govehimcnt, on their own application, to bo disqualified 
from managing their estates To whht he had said on this subject when 
moving for leave to introduce the Bdl he W'ould now only add the reasons 
given by the PanjAb Government when applymg for the present legislation 

" In the case of estates paying a large amount of revenue to Government, it is important 
that the State, for its own interests, should have power to assume the management and prevent 
their rum by thriftless or improvident proprietors, and it is not less important — imleed it is 
perhaps more important— that the Goveinment should possess similar powers in the case of 
political jagiis , for nothing can be more detrimental to the best interests of the British Go- 
vernment than the existence of members of influential families bolding perhaps large assign- 
ments from the publie revenue, but reduced by extravagance or bad management to misery and 
indebtedness which timely interference by the Government would havi effectually prevented 

" It would be possible, indeed, to some extent to pro\ ide for the administrution of tho estates 
of insolvent j&glrdars and land-owners by having resort to the iiibolvcticy sections of the 
Panj4b Laws Act , but tins remedy has been found m practice to be insulGiient, beeaiise the 
insolvent is not deprived of the powers to eontiact fresh debts, and it has happi ned that, while the 
estate of the insolvent is being wound up in the Insolvent Com t, he lias been incurring fresh 
debts on tbo seem ity ot his revcrsionarv interest in the iiieome of bis < st itc " 

Mr Stokes bad alieady described and (he hoped) justifunl the amendment 
which the fourth section of tho Bill w^as intended to make Ho would on Iv 
add that Aet IV of 1872 had hecn aheady amemded by Aet XV of 1876, and 
that the Select Committee to which he hoped tlie present Bill would bcrcfcired, 
would doubtless consider the pioprioty of conBolulating those Acts with tin* 
additions now proposed 

His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor said that the new provision m 
section 2, which gave a nght of pre-emption in respect of land on whu li 
trees belonging to Government weie standmg, was intioduced on Ins recom- 
mendation In vanous parts of the Panjdh it was desirable to icserve such 
nghts for Government, but it often happened that land offcied for sale was. 
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for want of a provision like that now proposed to be introduced, acquired by 
other persons, and rif»hts which the Government would have been glad to 
acquire went to others, and the land became disforested Section 3 of the 
Bill would enalile Courts of Waids to take charge of estates of dis(|ualified 
proprietois on their own applic.ition He considered that this ^dition to 
the reasons for disqualifying propiietois ■would be ot much use, mid would 
pre\ ent the ruin of noble, influential and ancient families by the extrava- 
gance ol the meumbent of the estates

CONSOLIDATED CUSTOMS BILL

The same occupation with other matters 111111011, as he lately explained, had 
prevented the progress of the Foicst Bdl in Select Committee duiing the past 
season m Calcutta, had alsoCnterfered with this Bill Ills late colleague, the 
Hon’ble Mi Bullon Smith, had, however, been so good as to go over with him 
all the moip important points i^sed m the correspondence relating to the Bill 
and the repoits made by the semi-mercantile committees appointed at the 
three Presidency towns, and had offered opinions and made suggestions which 
Mb Uopl had carefully noted down Theie was, moieover, in a Bill of this 
sort an immense amount of detailed revision and le-aiiangement from a 
draughtsman’s point of view necessary, which would be far better done at 
leisure at Simla than in the huny of Calcutta, where so much Ijad to bo got 
through in a short time 

The members ot the Committee at Simla consequently thought that it 
would be bettei, and more conducive to a good Bill eventually, if they put 
forth here a pulimindiy Repoil embodying the geneial revision refeiied to, and 
the views cheiked bv those of Mr Bullen Smith where pi acticable, and pub- 
lished a icMsed Bill with it, than li they put the whole aside to be dealt 
with at Calcutta Before adopting this course, however, Mb Hope had con- 
sulted then colleague in Calcutta, the Uon’ble Mr Cowie, and w^as glad to 
say that he had wiitlen that ho “ coidially concurred” in it

, RESOLUTION 

On the 13th September last the Bon;»al Government forwarded a letter 
from the Commissioner of Police at Calcutta, reporting that advertisements 
of lottenes and race-sweeps printed beyond thehmits of Lower .Bengal are 
sent m large numbers to hotels and other places of public resort m Bengal, 
in contravention of section 294A of tlie Indian penal code, and that the 
proprietors of newspapers and other periodicals in Bengal complain bitterly 
that their columns are closed to notices and advoitisements which are 
freely permitted elsewhere His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal 
considers that the present treatment of lotteries by the different local 
Gpvemments is (fkceedmgly unsatisfactory, in Bengal the law is stnctly 
enforced, wlulo in the Punjab and elsewhere, ifr is habitually broken wito 
impunity, newspapers are allowed to advertisw and circulate pioposals 
directly opposed to the provisions of the section of tho code cited His Honour 
IS of opimon that if these lotteries and race-swncps are mischievous, they 
diould he put down by law, instead of being allowed toMevelop themselves 
year by year, hut that if they are considered to he a harmless amusement, 
the proluhitory clause in the penal code should he repealed, and lotteries should 
not he discouraged. His Honoun himself considers them exceedingly mis- 
chievous • 

2 The Government of India concur with His Honour’s opimon m 
to the mischievous character of tho lottenes and race-sweeps advertised, and 
believe that the mischief is year by year assummg greater dimensions. 
As the mtention of the law on 4he subject is clear and as its provisiOM 
were, intended to operate in one piovince as much as in another, the 
Government of India consider that the law should be uniformly enforced 
Local Governments and Administrations are therefore requested to enforce 
the law after giving duo notice thereof by publication of this Resolution m 
their several official Gazettes

intention to compete, hut ultim ittly only one machine was actually brought to the place of trial The 
machine haMiig heiu carefully "tested at baharaiipur in the autumn of 1872, was found imperfect m 
some important lespects, and the inventor was adjudged entitled to the full reward lie was, 
however, presented with £1,^»0U m consideiation ot the partial measure ot success he had attained 
after great pciseveiante 

2 TliH machine has not since been adapted by the inventor to practical use, and no improved 
process of preparing the fibre of Ihe rheea ha«i been yet discovered by other persons Meanwhile the 
demand for ihcea contiiuies ind the cc editions which induced the Oovernment of India m 1871 to 
offer a prize lemain substantially unchanged 

3 His Honour the President m Council therefore considers that it is desirable to renew the offer, 
and it is accordingly hereby notified that a reward of fifty thousand rupees will be paid to the inventor 
of the best fnachine or process which will separate the bark and fibre from the stem, and the fibre

27 Section 140 — In older to jPjtain correct statistics of imports and exports, it has 
been made compulsory on the owneiR^ goods short-shipped or re-landed to give iniormation 
of the fact to tlu Custom-house l^iis is iii accordance with recommendations leceived and 
with the English Hw ngarding short shipments 

25 Chiptcr Will of the Bill as mtrodueed, whuh was entitled '^Offences and Pen- 
alties,” has ilicitcd some differences of opinion as to what was the best position in the Act 
lor sudi mattds \Vc have now, in the first place, tniisfcncd to i separate chapter everything 
lelatiiig to pioccduie With regaul to the offemes and penalties themselves, we are of opinion 
tliatihe (hut thing to he (onsidcred is the convenience of the mercantile and nautical public 
riihei than that of adjudicating office rs Anybody who wislu's honestlv to know what the 
law requites him to do, will laid his study of the existing Act perpetually intcnuptcd by the* 
long offtiice and penalty clauses, the teirors of whioli it cannot be indispensable to place lu 
dost juxtipositiou with every injunetion or obligation 

We have now le cast tlu chipitr (XIV) in tilmlir form, shewing in three columns the 
offence, the section to whuh it has rcfoiciice, and the penalty, and trust that this will meet the 
views of all paities To the adjudicating officer it will, wc believer, not be inconvenient, to tlio 
jmblic it will be a relief not to bive every section buidcued with unneeessaiy matter, while 
Custom house ofticiils may, if they wish, have the chapter printed sepirattly to hand to cverv 
mastci ou aiiival, or to frame and post up m conspicuous pl^^es at the Custom-house and 
wharves f 

29 We have made numeious changes ii\ the pliiiscology of the Bill throughout, to 
secure both deal ness and brevity Considerable alter itious have also been made in the 
ariangemcut of chapters and sections, with the view both of condensation and of bringing

1 On June 25th, 1878, and following days, an Examination of Candidates will be hehl in 
London At this Examination not fewer than ^ Candidates will be selected, if so many shall 
be fonnd duly qualified Of these, will ^ siieoted for the Presidency of Bengal, [ for 

the Upper Provinces, and for the LowsjjirProvinces,] for that of Madras, and 

for that of Bombay Notice will hereafter be given of the days and place of Examination

It will probably be abont half the usual number 
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2 Any peraon de'tii ^8 of competing^ at this Examination must produce to the Civil Service

(b) That his age on the Ist of January, 1878, will be above seventeen years and under 

nineteen years B the case of Natives of India this must he certified by the Govern^

FOR THE CIVIL 


I —Every ^mdtdate born in Ensfland Wales should produce a Certificate from the Ro^istraN 
General of Births, Marrinn^es, and Deaths, or from one o! his provincial Officers This Certificate may 
be obtained at Somerset House or fiom the Superinteudeut Registrar oi the District in which the birth 
took place. 

II — A Candidate who is a Native of India must have his age certified by the Government of 
Indlh, or ot the Frcbiduncy or Province in which he may have resided 

III — Every other Candidate not producing the certifieaie mentioned in Clause 1, must prove hit 
a^c by Statutory Declaration, and should also, it possible, produce a record of Birth or Baptism, from 
s me official Register, under which term may be included the Parochial Registers of Baptisms, the non-

The Civil Service Commissioners reserve to themselves the right of deciding in each ease upon the 
sufficiency of the evidence produced, but they subjoin the following general rules fuf the guicfance of 
Candidates — 

(a) The Declaration should specify precisely the date ond place of birth, and should, if possible, 
be made by the father or mother of the Candidate If made by any other person, )t 
should state tlic circumstances which enabled the Declarant to speak to the fact If an 
entry in a Bible or other family record be referred to, the Bible or other reootd must be 
produced at the time of making the Declaration, and must be mentioned in the Declara- 
tion as having been so produced 

(£)• If the Candidate was born m England or Wales, the Declaration must contain a statement, 
that after due inquiry no entry has been found in the books of the Registrar-General , 
or a separate Declaration must be made to that effect 

(c). If no extract from any Register is produced, the Declaration must eontaili a statement, that 
after due inquiry no suck Record is believed to exist, or a separate Declaration must be 
made to that effect. 

Statutory Declarations must he exactly in the form prescribed by the Act of 6 and 6 William 
IV , c 62 A printed Form, if required, will be supplied on application to the Civil 
Service Commissioners ^

The August 1877 

IfQ, 45 ^Tn 1871 the Government of India offered a prize of £5,000 to^e inventor of the best 
machine or process foi the preparation of the fibie of the Bohmena mvea (populirly known under the 
names of Rheea, R^nie, and China gfrass), and the terms on which machines would he admitted to 
competition were widely notified in India, in Europe, and in America Many persons declared their 
intention to compete, hut ultimately only one machine was actually brought to the place of trial The 
machine having been caicfully tested ut Saharanpur in the autumn of 1872, was found imperfect m 
some important lespccts, and the inventor was adjudged not entitled to the full reward He was, 
however, presented with £1,500 m consideiation of the partial measure of success he had attained 
after great peisevciancc 

S This machine has not since been adopted by the inventor to practical use, and no improved 
process of preparing the fibre of the rheea ha<i been yet discovered by other pci sons Meanwhile the 
dtmand for rhtea continues and the conditions which induced the Government of India in 1871 to 
ofler a prize lernain substantially unchanged 

8 His Honour the President in Council therefore considers that it is desirable to renew the offer, 
and it IS accordingly hereby notified that a reward of fifty thousind rupees will be paid to the inventor

4f A smaller icwird not exceeding ten thousand rupees will be given to the inventor of the next 
best machine or process, provided it is adjudged to possess merit and to be capable without difficulty 
of adaptation to practical use 

5 What IS required is a machine or process capable of producing, by animal, water, or steam 
power, a ton of diesscd hbie of a quality winch shall average m value not less than £45 per ton in the 
English market, at a total cost including all processes of preparation and all needful allowance for wear 
and tear, of not more than £15 pei ton, laid down at any port of shipment in India and £30 m 
England, after pajment of all the charges usual in trade before goods reach the hands of the manufac- 
turer The procecses of preparation are to he understood to include all the operations require^ subse- 
quent to the cutting of the stems from the plants m the field, until the fibre is m a condition fit to bo 
packed for conveyance to the market 

6 The machiuety emp1o3ed must be simple, strong, durable, and inexpensive, and should bo 

suited for erection in the plantations where the rheea is grown It must he adapted for treuiment of 
the fie<th as cut from the plant The treatment of dried stems offers cerium difficulties and tho 

fibre pie])nred liom them mu^t moreover always he much more costly than the fibie produced from green 
stems Except duiing the hot dry weather preceding the rams m Upper India (where rheea grows 
best), it 18 veiy difficult so to dry the stems that no fermentation or mildew shall occur But during 
this season the stems are comparatively short and the crop poor and stunted, unless it is artificially 
irrigated, and such irrigation greatly increases the cost of cultivation In the rainy season (he plant 
18 in fine condition, but at this season it is almost impossible to diy ^sterns in quantity without in- 
juring the fibic unksH recourse is h'ld to aitificial means of dtsiccatton, which gieutly mcriase the cost 
of the materinh It is Iheiefoie obvious that the attention of inventors should be given to tho discovery 
of a process for the treatment of the green stems. 

7 The trials will be held at Sabkranpur in tho North-Western Provinces, in the months of 
August and September 1879 Machines entered for competition should be placed tn situ and be ready 
for woik not lattr than the 15th August, the competition comnuncmg on the next day The judges 
will be nppomtul by the Go\ernment, and they will watch tho whole of tho tiials But the machines 
shall be woiked and ndju<ited by tho competitors themselves, and no person shall touch a machine 
without the consent of the inventor

only one lelief camp with very few inmates, chiefly sick and infrim Both here and over a con- 
siderable part of Chitaldrug, he states, the people are most desirous af remaining near their cr tps 
and cannot be persuaded to leave them for relief works, nor is it desiraible they should, as even the 
poorest find some employment m weeding and cutting the heads of such giain as has ripened and 
18 ^ spoilinga and eke out a livelihood with roots and greens With a^ittle fine weather it appeared 
to be the general opinion that the harvest would be onusuaTly good The area cultivated is 
larger than ordinary, and as yet no serious damage has occurred. But should the incessant and 
heavy ram continue, the consequences to tlie jcwari omp may be eerious This description 
^applies with more or less force to the other districts, the rain nguring the standing crops, 
delaying the hiirvest and interfering with sowing operrations The crops m Coorg are also 
suffering

This reduction is due to more accurate counting, the improve- 
ment in the season, the fall in prices, and the exaction of work in return for food, and the 
better discipline in the relief camiis To ensure that none in want are left unoared for in the 
towns and villages and to prevent the enforcement of the tests causing distress, the services of a 
large number o7 European officers h«ive been secured and a rigorous system of village inspection 
un^rtaken The town of Bangalore itself has been divided into beats, each house visited, and 
every one in real need and unable to work provided with a ticket for grain The Inspectors 
also distribute tickets for admission to public works, and the resident population being thus 
provided for, wanderers and stragglers are removed by the police to enclosed camps The street 
mortality has fallen to about haK-a-doaen a day, and considering the very large number on the 
public works who find shelter in Bangaloie and the feeble condition of some members of the 
special gangs, it is feared occasional deaths, in spit^ the most c ireful treatment, will continue 
for some little time The utmost care is being take upon the public works, in the relief camps 
and in hospitals of the weak and emaciated with the best results , a Imle fair weather would at 
once ripen the crops and improve the public health, and is all that is at present wanting to 
make prospects most encouraging,

purchases in October , and, ,is no further action of the kind *was taken, tht^ 
stream of pnvate trade set m during Decembi'i, and has continued ever siiiti 
Pnvate trade has sent by sea to Madras, or has consigned fiom jnarts m 
Northern India, more gnun than the railwavs and other means of transport 
could carry into the interior Diumg the last two months (August and 
September), since the tailuie o( the summer rams and the occurrence of a 
second famine, pnvate trade has earned into the distncts of Madias and 
Mysore a daily average of 4,060 to 5,000 tons of food This great result must 
be largely due to the assurances, published by the Governments of India and 
Madras m June last, to the effect that Government would not mterfoie m the 
gram trade These wi*re the assurances to which we referred m our telegram 
quoted in the first paragraph of the piesent letter

The telegrams show that rim did continue at least till the 2nd instant In Dharwar the ram, 
while injuiifig other crops, has served to rcstoie the rice.

liad been expended in rewaids This year tt appears tliat 19,273 persons and 
64,830 head of cattle have so perished, th.it 212,371 snakes and 23,459 wild 
ammals have been killed , and that Rs 1,24,67 1 have been expended in rewards 
In Madras, Bengal and m the North-Western Provmces and Oudh, the numbers 
of persons killed by wild animals and by snakes are considerably less in 1876 
than in 1876 , in the other Provinces the figures do not exhibit any great 
variations, except m the Cential Provinces, where deaths rose from 617 in 1876 
to 1,098 in 1876 The duel Commissioner states that no new or special 
measures have been adopted m view to the exterimnation of wild ammals and 
snakes, hut theie is no explanation of the greater moi tahty shewn in his returns 
As reganis Uie loss of cattle, the figures ol the year seem unsatisfactory 
While Madras and Bombay shew fewer cattle kiUcd, Bengal, the North- 
Western Provinces and OuiUi, the Punjab, the Central Provinces and British 
Burma shew matenally larger numbers Tt is also probable that even the 
figures now reported are only approximate to the truth, as the agency for 
reporting the mortahty caused to men and cattle is still imperfect, though 
more perfect than it used to be The unfavourable figures testify possibly to 
better reporting and not to really greater mortahty As regards rewards paid 
for the destruction of wild ammals (including snakes), more was paid in Madras, 
Bombay, Bengal, the North-Western Piovmces and Oudh, tlie Central Prov- 
inces and Biitish Burma, and less in the Punjab and in Assam

COLLECTION OP THE LAND RIVFNTJK IN THE DISTRICTS AFFECTED BY 
THE FAMINE OR SCARClTi OF 1S76-1S?7 

Minute by His I'rcilhney the Goveiinob oi Bombay, dated 'iOth Oetolei, l'i77 

The collection of tin* land revenue m those distiicts of the Bombay Pre- 
sidency which have been affc'cted by laminc has recened the most paiticular 
attention from the liO( al (Joveinment As I had occasion to'notiee this matter 
with niiieh stiess while acting in the capacity of Famine Delegate bcfoie 
joining this Government, 1 beg fuitlnr tp leiord the considerations whic h 
suggi'st thi'mselves fiom my present stand-point in tlii' Govemmimt oJ Bombay 
The land levenue, eic'angeied m the Bombay Presiih nc y by the famine of 
3876 and 1877, amount(‘d to 262 lakhs of rupees or C 2,620,000 

Fiom the leiy fust, that is, m Janu uy 1877 when Famine Delegate, I 
represcntc'd to the Goveinmrnt ot Bombay the expediency of only suspimclmg 
the collection of the land levenue in these distiicts, and of leliainmg from 
making aiiv pioinises to the people of remission It -was undei stood that the 
Government w as at that time disposed to allow remissions genei.illy, although 
the exact amount ol sue h re missions had not been settled It was appiehencled, 
liowever, by many at the time that, tiom 40 to 50 lakhs of levenuc, A-400,000 
to X-500,000 miglit have to be lemitted Afterwaids the Goveinnient agreed 
to suspend only, and not to remit, noi promise to remit, save in a lew excep- 
tional eases On ]oining the Government on the 1st ol May, I found that very 
few lemishions had been gionted A laige sum (about 50 lakhs of iiipeqg or 
Jb600,000) liad, however, hei n justly helil suspended for collection, penchng the 
lesidt of the seasons Entiiely coneuiiing m th.it policy, I tully cairied it out 
with the com inience and su])poit of my Ilon’blo Colleagues 'VVe got mall 
we iaiily could, iiduciiig the 50 lakhs susjiencled to 30, and then to 27 lakhs 
We knew of com sc (Juno 1877) that the people could not then pay the 
£ 270,000 or JC 300,000 of land levenue held m suspension and regarded as 
the outstandings of 1S76-77 But we hoped that they might be able to do so 
hereafter, if the summer rains ot 1877 should prove piopitious There were 
indeed some lew cases vyheic collection ot the suspended levenue was hopeless, 
and m these revision w^s gi anted But the total thus remitted did not exceed 
£ 21,600 or Bs 2,1(),0(M) 

But the summei rams began to come and then ceased coming And up 
jto end of August out liopcs oi collecting the outstanding £ 270,000 tor 1876-77 
became fainter and f.imter Indeed, leais aros'‘ that some of the levenue for 
the current year 1877-78 might have to be suspendc'd m addition liowever, 
Hie season took a turn for the bettei from the 31st of August and 1st Septem- 
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ber, and wc perceived that the revenue foi the eurrent year 1877-78 would he 
sale We then immediately instiueted our Collet tors to collet t fully lor 
1877-78, to their eye on the £ 270,000 outstaudim? for 1870-77, and to 
collect that ai^wn as might be piactieable after realisation of tlie Lind leveiiue 
of the current 1877-78 These outstandings might he collected during 
tills last-named y^^r at all events during next ycai 1878-79, il the summer 
i^s ot 1878 shall hl||^pitious 

Eecently, the Ocm^r rams have been so abundant (I say abundant rather 
than piopitious, loi in soS^iarts they have been excessive) that we learn that 
the Colleetorswill aftei aUfy^al^e to get in much ot the oiitstanthngs (£270,000) 
during the current year 1877^55^ Tlus we have accoidingly ordeied, adding 
that whatever may remam is to oSuot m as soon as possible attei the laiiis ot 
1878 It no raoie bad or unseasonbjhle u eather supervenes, and it notlimg 
tuither goes wiong with t^ie weather, ra|j|^ot over-sanguine to say that, by 
next spring 1878, nothing out ot the outstanlfcngs will lemain to be collected, 
save a residue which will come m dui mg the ensuing summei In tliat case, 
the loss ot land revenue duiiug the famine of l9l(9 and 1877 in the llombay 
Presideiiey will not excc*ed 3 lakhs ot lupet's oi £30,000, — a loss wliith is com- 
paiatively insigmfii aut, as it wiU be rememheied that the revenue endingered 
by the lailure of harvests amounted to 202 lakhs of lupivs oi £2,020,000 
The loss theietoie will, as we now liope, be the meiest liaetion ot one pei cent 

It is remarkable too that, owing to levision of settlements, the land lo- 
venuo demand during these very yeais of stauity has gone on slightly increas- 
ing On the whole our present trust is that the land revenue of the Bombiy 
Presideiiey will viitually not have sutleied at all fiom the tauiine 

Till this happy result shall have been fully attained, the flnal veidict maybe 
withheld, it how^evei, be attained if under Providence we are spared any 
fuithei calamity of season In that case, it will letb'ct ciedit on the lyotwaioi* 
system and the Revenue Survey and Settlement ol Bombay, and ou the leso- 
lute, manly and mdustiious chaiacter of the Natives ol the Di'ccan

Statement No 41, regarding Famine Re{ief Operqtwne in the Fiovince of Mgeore, for the 

Week ending the 17th November 1877 

The Province duiinfl; the past week has escaped a ^reat danger Had the same abnor* 
mally heavy rainfall that Madias experienced been extended to IMysore^ it would have done 
irreparable damage to the crops and tanks But the stoim seems to h ive expended itself on 
the eastern coast, and though the sLy for some days was overcast with clouds, tlie showers 
that fell were only slight and partial, and there is every appearance now of fine settled weithet 
The standing crops are very good, and only m the western dislrn ts where distress is lightest, 
has the heavy rain, at the close of October, caused any considerable damage Reaping, especi- 
ally of early or ^'Kartika^^ paddy and ragi, actively continues, and there begins to be a 
demand for held labor for this puipose There is still a month left, in which the late or 
** Baisakli^^ paddy and Bengal gram can be sown, and in many quarters the land is being 
prepared foi these crops, the cultivation being beneficially stimulated bj^he grant oi takavi 
from Government But m the paits which have suffeied most in TdmkoW^nd the east of 
Ohitaldiug, the amount of land under cultivation is not equal to the average "1 he public 
health is fair, but fevei prevails as usual at this season The improvement m the condition 
of the people is alieady great, and their spit its are raised by the sight of a good cre^ coming 
to maturity, even those who have no connection with the land aie leaving the Relief Ci^mps 
and Woiks in the hope of getting a livelihood by reaping and gleaning — a hope which will 
not always fulfilled Pears are expressed that the relief affoided by the haivest will be 
only temporary, and that in the woist afteoted distiicis, unless prices materially fall, distiess 
will not immediately cense At piesent the people aie averse from leaving their homes to ^oek 
relief in the Government Camps or on Woiks at a distance fiom their villiges, and the Famine 
CommibSioner, having regard to the circumstances of the seabon, has discouraged the use of 
pressure to induce them to do so The fall of prices has necessitated the introduction of a mini- 
mum instead of a sliding scale of wages on Relief Works, it being an object to retain the people 
emploj^ed till they have sufficiently recoveied strength to be safely lelegated to their usual oc- 
cupations Spe iking generally, the prospects are good, the^amine is in hand , the piesent 
arrangements for dealing with it are sufiicient and complete and the effiTts of all officers are 
rather directed to the woikiug up of those arrangementb to the highest degree of efficiency, 
than to extending or opening them in any new direction

2 This machine has not since been adapted by the inventor to practical use, and no improved 
process of pieparmg the hbre ot the rheea has been yet discoveied by other persons Meanwhile, the 
demand for rheei continues, and the oonditions which induced the Goverumeut of India in 1871 to offer

Excepting a few insignificant showeis, there bus been no rain in the past week The 
settled weather is rapidly iipemng the crops and in another fcitmght oi thiee weeks the whole 
of the caily harvest will have been got in The libeial grant of takavi for sowing paddy 
and gram has been even more useful and more eagctly sought after than was anticipated^ and a 
umsideiable extent of hnd IS likely to be thus bioiight under cultivation The prospects of 
the later or Vaisak harvest aic consequently extremely good Prices still maintain a high level, 
but the more free use of local stores and the incoming new gram enable the people to live and 
to employ field labom, and the signs of severe distiQss are quickly passing away The icports 
from the districts desciibe the existing population as generally able to maintain themselves, 
and to be in no need of fiuther lelief, but a caieful house-to-house iiispoclion in villages has 
brought to light individual c ises which a little timely help will save The Special Relief 
OflScers are also busy distiibiitiiig the funds placed at their disposal by the General Relief 
Committee, and aic thus enabled to icsctie laigo numbers of small pioprietors and artizans 
from sinking to the class of d ly-labourers

INSPFaCTION 

Ruif XIIT — The cemetery should be inspected once in a half-year by the Chaplain in company 
with the Executive Engmcei, the plan and book kept under Rule X being also examined, and a report 
made to the Aichdeacon, and r^^corded in the Ecclesiastical record-book ol the station, and also in tlie 
Engineer's Ofticc 

Hutf XIV — (1 ) Commi«!sioncrB of Divisions should inspect cemeteries, whether closed or m use, 
withm their respective juiisdictions, in the course of their annual tours, and sbouUl bring to the 
notice of the locil Govcrumcni any instances of cemLteries whn h are negligently kept, or whioh 
the officers in rliar^c iiniy have allowed to fall into a state of bad repair or disorder Ail ceme- 
teries are equally subjei t to the visitation and supei vision ot the Bishop and Archdeacon

WHAT PEES ARE PAYABLE, AND BY WHOM 

Rule I — A fee of S annas for eveiy square foot ot ground oceupied shall be charged for the 
eonstruetioii of any masonry grave in a bui lal-ground 

Notes — (1 ) This lee is inclepsndent of the actud charge for making a grave 

(2 ) The tee lenablo on a masonry grave rej^ulaily built up to tho level of the ground is also leviable on a 
masonry grave wbicb is not built up to the level of the ground, but which is only over and round 
the cothn 

(3 ) The * ground occupied’ is to be legulaied ai cording to the rule laid «down in paragraph 3 of Home 
t Apiiriiiiix A Department Resolutionf No 6— S70 382, dated Otb Novemlier last. 

(4 ) The 'same tees which are levied ou pucka graves should also be levied on cutcha graves whudi have 

pu( ka foundations 

Rule II — A further fee of one rupee per square foot shall be levied on the erection of a monu- 
ment in a burial -giound, provided, ho we vei, that lor a simple headstone or flat slab not more than 
tJ feet 6 inches m height or length, and 2 feet in width, a uuifoim fee of Rs 6 only shall be f barged 
A fee of Rs 76 shall be levied ou a faculty for the election of a monument in a church* 

Notes -—(1 ) A tablet on tho wall of a cemeteiy is to bo regarded as a monument 

(2 ) ** Simple headstone ” A cross no higher than a usual headstone aud no longer than a usual flat stone, is included 
in this desonptiuii 

(i > Whon a monument erected over a masouiy grave, the total of the two fees wfll be equivalent to one and a luilf 
rupee for each square foot ot ground occupied

Bulb III — When a tenotaph is erected in a cemetery, a fee of Rs. 60 should b# levied m

Bums IV —Fees for masonry graves and monuments should be levied over the whole eenetery 
including those portions which are used by Roman Catholics and Non-conformists

EXEMPTION FROM PEES IN GOVERNMENT CEMETERIES 
Hulk V — Bntish soldiers and non-commissitmed officers are exempted, with retrospective effect, 
from the payment of any fee for the construction of masonry graves, or for the erection of monuments 
ID burial-grounds to^ho memory of their comrades, wives or children No monument, however, 
^ either regimental or private, shall exceed the dimensions prescribed in paragraph 
• Appendix A Home Department Resolution^ No 6 — 370-82, dated 9th November 18V6 

NoTBS — (1 ) This rule is applicable to the British soldiers and non commissioned officers wbethef in military or civil 
empW 

(2^ Monuments erected under this rule subscribed for partly by non commissioned officers and men, and partly by 
officers, are likewise exempted from the prescribed fee 

(3 ) Warrant officers are not exempted from payment of ecclesiastical fees 

Rule VI — The Chunar pensioners being more or less under military control come under the 
category of soldiers, and aic therefore entitled to the same exemptions as soldiers But this ruling 
does not apply to other pensioners who are not similarly under military control 

Rulp YII —The Chaplain may at his discretion reduce, or altogether remit in cases of extreme 
poverty, the fee leviable on the conatruction of masonry graves, but not for the erection of monuments 
Note — The Bishop on special occasions may sanction a reduction or remissioh of fees for the erection of monuments 

PEES BY WHOM TO BE COLLECTED 

Rulb VIII — In those stations in which a mason bus been appointed, who alone is allowed to 
work within the cemetery, he is required, m exchange for the monopoly, to collect the fees on monu- 
ments and masonry graves, and pay them to the Chaplain and any person ordering the construotion 
of a masonry grave or monument bv a mason or undertaker other than the person appointed by the 
Chaplain must pay the fees in advance 

Note— Fees on masonry giavts and monuments constructed by the appointed mason or undertaker need not bo 
paid in advance, but m cast of failure of payment, thoir recovery must bo entrusted by the Chaplain to the Magistrate or 
Deputy Commissioner as the case may be 


FEEb TO WHOM TO BE PAID 

Rule IX — The fees prescribed in Rules 1, 2 and 3 should be paid to the Chaplain or, in the 
absence of the Chaplain, to tlie officer in charge of the bunal-groiind and remitted at once to the Civil 
treasury, except fees foi monuments in churches which should be paid over by the Chaplaim to the 
chantable objects to which the Bishop assigns them when his facultv is issued

MISCELLANEOUS J 

Rule XI — (I ) A person may not purchase a poitiou of a Oov#nmcnt cemetery os a burial-place 
for himself and his family, so as to have a right to fence it with a rail or fence, and thus make it the 
private propertj of Miimsclt and family But when such rights already exist, they are not without 
reason to be interfered with, and speciul cases as they arise may require exceptional treatment And m 
such cases the Archdeacon may exercise bis discretion with the sanction of the local Government 

(2 ) — All private rights must, however, cease if for sanitary or other public reasons the cemetery 
IS closed against burials, or even that portion of it in which the pnvate ground is situated, but lu special 
cases the Archdeacon may exercise his discretion of giving permission to open a vault or masonry grave 
(3 ) — No kutcha grave can be opened in any cemetery for the purpose of converting it into a 
masonry grave without application to the Archdeacon which must be accompanied by a certificate Prom 
the Principal Medical Officer that this may be done without risk to public health 

Rule XII — (1 ) When a piece ot ground is granted by Government as a cemetery to a Railway

Isiy that at stations where there is a Roman Cathohe Priest drawing an allowance from Govern- 
ment, he shall be held bound to read the burial service over the bodj of every deceased Roman Catholic 
brought lor bunal, unless he be excused from doing so by the rubius and canons ot the Roman Catholic 
Church and that when the Roman Catholic Piiest refuses to read the buiial service over the body of a 
‘deceased Roman Cathohe soldiei, the military authorities sLall make proper aiiangeiffcnts tor the decent 
interment of the corpse , 
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that where there is no Roman Catholic Pnest paid by the State, the Protestant Chaplau 
shall, if requested by the friends of the deceased, or by the oflicer commanding, be bound to bury the 
deceased according to the ntes and ritual of the Church of England, except in either of the three cases 
ID which Piotestaut Chaplains in India are excused from burying a deceased Protestant, tnz , 
dying unbaptized even by lay baptism, excommunicated by the major excommunication, or de- 
claied to be /elo de ae , and that when a Protestant Chaplain leiuses to officiate at the banal of a 
deceased Roman Catholic soldier on either of the thiee dbove-mentioncd grounds, the military authori- 
ties shall, as in the case of rtfu<«al by a Roman Catholic Pnest, make proper arrajQgfements for the decent 
inteiment of the corpse, 

'\rdlv, that whom>ver, with or without furnishing any explanation of his reasons, a Roman Catholic 
Priest paid by the State oi a Protestant Chaplain refuses to perform the funeral rites of his Church over 
the body of a deceased Roman Catholic soldier, the circumstances of the case should he fully reported 
by the military authorities for the consideration and orders of the C<overnment of India 

2 The Governoi General in Council is accordingly pleased to direct the modification m the above 
sense of the provisions of paragraphs 15 to 19 inclusive of the Resolution, 8th September 1875

No. 45.~In 1871 the GoTernment of India offered a prize of £5,000 to the iHTentor of the best 
machine or process for the preparation of the fibre of the Bokmeria meea (popularly known under the 
names of rheea, ramie, and China grass), and the terms on which machines would be admitted to 
oompetitiqn were widely notified in India, in Europe, and in Amenoa Many persons declared their 
intention to compete, but ultimately only one machine w&s actually brought to the place of trial The 
Bachine, having been carefully tested at Sahdranpur in the autumn of 1872, was found imperfeet in 
eeuM important respects, and the inventor was adjudged not entitled to the full reward He was, 
however, presented with £1,500 in consideration of the partial measure of success he l^d attained after 
great perseverance 

ft This maohiae baa not since been ad^tsd by the inventor to practical use, and no improved

Ahmednagar and Poona there is improvement ^ 

3 The average daily number of labourers upon relief works for the period of five days 
ending with the 80th November was 11,859 This is only slightly less than the average of 
the previous week,* the uason being tliat in Sholapur and Ratnagiri tlje numbers have 
inci eased As, on the whole, the numbers weie diminishing, and ns also the Kal^idgi retains 
extend only to the 24'th November, the number of persons to be discliai^ed on the 30th was 
pi esurnably something less than 11,000 The only districts in which the numbei is at all 
consideiublc are Sholfipur, Poona, Nfoik and Ratnagiri Of the 3,000 at Sholdpur more 
than half aie engaged upon the Ashti tank, where work will still be available for them as 
ordinary labourers Almost all of the Poona labourers, too, are on Iingation works, which 
will be continued as ordinary works The 1,750 at Ndsik are all employed on the lailway, 
and they, too, will piobably be able to remain on the woik as ordinary labourers Indeed 
there is no certainty that many of the laige nnmber shown as relief labouiers on the railway 
in the Nubik Di^stiict for the last few weeks should not rathei have been deemed ordinary 
labouiers There remain for conbidciatioii about 2,000 poisons employed on roads in Sho- 
lapur, and 1,300 persons employed in Ratnagiri Explanation of the sudden increase in these 
two items has not yet been received On the other hand, no objection to closing all relief 
works on the SOth November has been put loiward by any officer 

4 Only 12 deaths from cholera have occuired during 4.he week in the nine districts 

5 The usual written repoits have not been leeeivcd from the Collectors of Ahmednagar 
or Kalddgi this week In the other districts the reaping of the autumn and the sowing of the 
spring crops are both drawing to a close The spring eiops in the giound requiie rum i very- 
whero, and in some places aic withering for want of it 

6 The following table gives the expenditiue by Govoinment, dining the week ending 
17th November, upon gratuitous iclief, and in payments made to the young children of 
laboureis employed upon relief works The niunbei of childien has fallen dining the week 
from 6,480 to 1,407 The nujibei of persons being giatintously relieved can still not be 
stated accurately, as complete icturns have not been received from the Collectois of Satara

No 45— In 1871 the Government ot India offeied a prize of £5,000 to the inventor of the best 
machine or process tor tlie preparation of the fibre ot the Bohniena nivta (popiihily known under the 
names ot iheca, ramie, and China grass), and the tcims on which machuies would he admitted to 
competition wcie widely notified in India, in Euiopc, aud in Arneuca Many por-^ons decliied their 
intention to compile, but ultimately only one m ichine was actually biouglit to the place of tiial The 
machine, having been carctully tested at Sahai in^iui m the autumn of 1^72, was iouiul imperfect in 
some important respects, and the inventor ww adjudged not eptitled to the full reward lie was, 
howevei, picsentcd with £1,500 in consideration ot the poatial measuie ot succObS he had attained after 
great peisevciiucc 

2 This machine has not sinco been adapted by the inventor to practical use, and no improved 
process of picpaiing the fibre ot the rheea has been yet discovered by other persons Meanwhile, the 
demand for rlieea continues, aud the conditions which induced the Government ot India in 1871 to offer 
a prize remain substantially unchanged 

3 His Hot^oar the President in Council, therefore, considers that it is desiiable to renew the offer, 
and it IS accordingly hereby notified that a rewaid or fifty thousand rupees will be paid to the inventor 
of the best macbme or process which will separate the bark and tibro fiom the stem, and the fibre from 
the bark, ot the Bohmeria mvea 

4 A smaller reward, not exceeding ten thousand rupees, wdl be given to the inventor of the 
next best machine or process, provided it is adjudged to possess meiit and to be capable without difo- 
culty of adaptation to piactical use 

5 What 18 reqiiiied is a machine or process capable of producing, by animal, water, or steam 
power, a ton of diesbcd fibie of a quality which shall average in value not less than £15 per ton in the 
English market, at a total cost, including all processes of pieparation and all necdtul allowance for wear 
and tear, of not more than £15 per ton, laid down at any port of shipment m India, and £30 m 
England, after pajment of all the charges usual in trade I^efoie goods reach the hands of the manufac- 
turer The processes of preparationr are to be understood to include all the opeiaiions required subse- 
quent to the cutting of the stems frima the plants in the field, until the tibie is in a condition fit to he 
packed for eonvc\ anco to the market 

6. The machinery employed must be simple, strong, durable, and inexpensive, and should be suited 
for erection in the plantations where the rheea is gvotvu It must be adapted for treatment ot the fresh 
stems, as cut from the plant The tieatment of dried stems offers certain difiSculties, and the fibre 
prepared fiom them must, moreover, always bo much more costly than the fibre produced from green stems 
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Except dunng the hot dry weather preceding the rains m Upper India (wheie rheea grows best), it is 
very difficult so to dry the stems that no fermentation or mildew shall occur But cluuucr this season 
the stems are compaiativciy short and the crop (loor and stunted, unless it is artihcially iiiigxttd, and 
such irrigation greatly increases the cost of cultivation In the rainy season the plant is in iinc con- 
dition, but at this season it is almost impossible to diy the stems m quantity without iiqunng the hbre, 
unless recourse is batSko artificial means ot desiccation, which greatly increase the cost oi the material 
It IS therefore obvious that the attention ot inventors should be given to the discovery ot a piocess ior 
the treatment ot the gieen stems 

7 The trials will be held at Sah&raupnr in the North-Western Provinces m the months of August 
and September 1S79 Machines entered for competition should be placed m 9ilu and lie ready for

10 Ks il-10 per niaund, or Us 98-1 1 per ton, and from Bombiy to Salidranpui Us 4-1 pei mauud, oi 
Us 110 9 pel ton A free second class ticket to Soliaianpur will also be given to any pcison in chaige 
ot a machine 

9 The owner or owners of the successful machine or machines shill not be entitled to receive tlie 
rewaid offered except on the tolbiwing conditions, vis — 

(1) That a complete technical de'^cnjdiou of the machine, illustrafeil by plans dnwii to scale, 

shall be prepared and published (Government piying the cost) ioi the information 
of the public 

(2) That otter the expnv of tliiee }ears from the dite on which the awatd is made, the public 

shall have the light of manulactuiing smiil ir michincs, on pi}inent to the owner of a 
royalty of lO per cent on the cost of lach machine so maniifaiturcd

The law relating to arms, ammunition and 
military stores has long been felt to be in an 
unsatisfactoiy state In some paiticiilirs it his 
b(en found di fectivi , and on many points it prt- 
bents difficulties ot construction which might it 
any time prove embarrassing to the Govern- 
ment or enUil hardship on innocent persons 

2 So far back as the year 1870 a Bill was in- 
troduced to remedy tins state of ^ings , but, owing 
111 part to press of woik and in piit to other causes, 
it was allowed to stand over 

8 The present Bill is in the main a consoli- 
d ition of the existing 1 iw, and a rc-ciiaetment of 
It in a simpler form with such improvements in 
points of detail as the experience of the working 
of the Arms Act of 1860 has shown to be desir- 
able On two points only does it propose to 
introduce changes ol any importance 

4 The first of these points is dealt with m 
section 7, which, taken with the second sched- 
ule, imposes duties on the importation by sea of 
arms and parts of arms, &c Those duties, it will 
be observed, are fixed without retcrence to the 
value oi the articles on whic b they are imposed, 
and they are so fixed and aro pitched, at what may 
seem at first sight to be high rates, expressly with 
a view to check the importation of a cheap class 
of arms, tlje importation of which has of late 
}oars largely mcreased 

5 Such arms cannot, fr<im their inferior make, 
be intended tor sporting purposes, and there is 
reason to suspect that a considerable pioportion of 
them finds its way into the handa of the oriminal 
elasses m the interior ot the country or of the 
hostile tribes on our frontiers It has been found 
voiy difficult to prevent tlie transit of sudi arms 
from the seajiortB into the interior of the country 
and towards the frontiers when once th^ ore 
imported, and it is believed that the simplest 
method of checking then imjiortation, and the 
method least calculaUd to interfere with the 


legitimate trade in arms of a snperior class, is to 
im|K)8t an uniform duty of the nature piopos^ 

6 The other point on which the Bill goes to 
introduce a material eha^e m the existing law 
IS that of the possession Vf arms At present the 
mere possession of arms is prohibited only m 
certain provinces, which, to use the language of 
Art XXXT of 1860, have been ''disarmed" 
I'hroughout the rest of the countiy, though no 
{lerson can go aiimd or cany arms except under 
a special exemption or by viitue of a license, 
the mere possession of aims other than cannon is 
not restric ted 

7 Now there is good reason to believe that this 
complete absence ot restriction m the districts 
whu h have not been disarmed has led to the law 
piohibiting the tiansport of arms and the export 
of arras across the frontiers being extensively 
evarled As long os all persons indiscriminately 
may have arms in their possession te any amount 
they please in the districts which have not bttu 
disarmed, it is pra< tically imjiossible to prevent 
such arms bemg passed on to the disarmed dis- 
tricts, to the predatory classes in Native States, 
and to the hostile tribes on oui fi on tiers 

The only remedy seems to be to place the 
possession of arms throughout the whole of British 
ludia under coiitiol, and this it is pioposed to 
do by seition 11 ot the Bill, which requires all 
such i^sse^sion to be under a hicnse 

8 It will, however, bo observed that ample 
safeguards are piovidcd to prevent this prohibition 
pressing unlairly against lespcctablo jiersons dcsir- 
ing to possess arms toi legitimate purposes Sec- 
tion 11 allows a penod ot three months after the 
Bill becomes law within which the possession ot 
arms m the disti ids not hitherto disarmed will nol 
bo illegal, and during which any person in such 
districts can apply for a Iirense , section 25 enacts 
that in these districts no person shall be prosecuted 
for possessing arms without the picvious sanction 
ot the Magistiate of the District, sdtion 2fi 
imposes special and vi ly stringent conditions on 
searches for arms , md lastly, under section 23, 
the Government may exempt any class of persons 
fiom the operation of thf prohibition altogethei 

9 On the whole it may be safely affirmed that, 
with a system of licenses granted cither without 
chaige or on the pa} ment of small foes, and in cases 
where it is safe so to grant them for reasonably 
long periods, the Bill will not, as regards the 
possession of arms, materially affect the position 
ol any persons to whom the nght to possess arms 
can, with a due regard to the pubhc peace and 
safety, be conceded 

10 It need only be added that section 3 ot

2 The figures given m the report are only approximate ones, the 
accounts not liavmg yet been finally booked 

3 The Capital Account has been increased by the addition of £667-11-4, 

and stood at the end of the year at £1,164,493-7-6 , 

4 The Revenue Account exhibits a loss of £6,140-0-2, by which sum the 
expenditure exceeded the receipts In the picvious year th(‘re was a profit of 
£10,466, so that the results of the year under review may he said to be worse by 
£16,606-9-2 than in 1876-76 , the profat ol that year was, however, due to excep- 
tional causes, and a falling oft in 1876-77 was anticipated , tlus point will be 
more fully aUuded to under the head ot “ Traffic ”

6 The length of lines remain very much the same as m the last report , 
there bemg omy a slight mcrcaso in total length of 3 miles due to alterations 
effected in the course of repairs on the Mekran Coast section 
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Mauitenance and Repatra 

6 In the Persian sociion — ^Tohoran to Bnshire — 778 now iron poles have 
been substituted for the old wooden standards, and the wires ^ now homo 
entirely upon iron supports 

7 The line is reported to bo at present in excellent condition, and the 
pole shooting by which so many standards have been damaged in previous 
years has, the Governoi General m Council is pleased to observe, decreased in a 
most satisfactory manner, paitly owing to improved conservancy arrangements, 
and paitly fiom the disappearance of some of the worst offenders 

8 In the Peisiaii Gulf section several faults have been cut out of the 
cables of the sub-marmc Ime at different times durmg the year, and breakages 
lepaiied 

On the land line of this section, 6,000 old and defective insulators have 
been rcjilaced by a coi responding niimbei of now ones, and a considerable quan- 
tity ol eonoded wiie lias lieen replaced by new material 

9 The main cables of tbo sub-manne line are reported to be in good con- 
(btioii, except the shore ends, wlueh have slightly detenoratod, though not suf- 
ticient to cause any impediment to signalling operations

10 Appendix G shows the vaiious interruptions on the land line of the 
Persian Gult section, and the raannci in which they were caused, and Appendix 
6 exhibits the intciruptions on the sub-marine line of the same section The 
loittiei were intenupted in tbo aggregate for 14 days 9 lioiiis and 13 minutes, 
and the lattcn toi 30 days 1 lioui , but none of these interruptions occasionecl

12 Paragiaph 21 of the report shows that some of the interruptions on 
the Mekran Coast land hne were occasioned by wiltul cutting of the wires The* 
matter is being enquired into by the local political authorities 

13 Though the interruptions to traffic aggregated only 20 hours on the 
Government hnes as above noted, yet they amounted to as much as 20 daya on 
the Indo-European Company’s lines, and wore caused by violent storms and 
snow-faUs 

14 An alternative wiit) has lately been erected by the Company between 
Ekatennodar, Stavropol, and Tiflis, which will, it is behoved, do much to dimi- 
nish the number of such interruptions on the Company’s hnes in future 

15 The returns of interruptions show considerable improvement over 
those for last year, and Appendices 5 and 6 give all the requisite information for 
the Mel^n Coast and sub-manne hnes, but Appendix 7 for the Persian hne is 
not so complete, and does not show the causes oi interruptions The Governor 
General m Council requests that this mformation may be supphed m next 
ycai’s repoit 

16 Appendix 8 companng the mterruptious for the last three years shows 
the progressive improvement that has taken place on the Government hnes 
The Company’s system has not been so fortunate, and suffered about four times 
as much as m 1874-75, though less than in 1875-76 The mterruptions occurred 
chiefly in the neighbourhood of the Caucasus, and were occasioned by hea\y 
falls of snow and storms 

17 The Turkish route is reported to have been interrupted m the aggre* 
gate for 30 days and 7 hours 
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* Tariff and Traffic 

18 Statement J shows that tho pereonta^j of mossasjos transmitted 
tlirough the Persian Gulf section without error is much laiger than it was m 
the previous yAr , this is very satisfactory Similar intoimation should have 
been given for the Persian section, and it is requested that this omission be sup- 
plied m future reports 

. 19 The average speed of transmission ot messages through the Persian 

Gulf section, Statement n, contiasts veiy favorably with the pieviousyear 
Similar information should be given m future rcgaiding the Persian section 

20 Statement G shows that the average speed of transmission of messages 
between the Umted Kingdom and Calcutta has impioved by 49 mmutes vid the 
Indo-European route and by 8 minutes vtd the Red Sea route us compared with 
last year, which is satisfactory 

21 The tanflf to Europe remained the same throughout 1876-77 aa m the 
previous yeai, viz , Rs 2-8 per word 

22 The income of 1873-76 was abnormally high owing to the prolonged 
break of the Red Sea cable during that ybar, so that the revenue for 
1876-77 has been comparotl by the i)iroctor-m-Clucf with tlio more normal 
year ot 1874-76 

23 The revenue for the year 1874 75 amounted to E66,102, while tliat 

toi 1S70-77 IS shown to have been £65,035 This decrease is attributed partly 
to the inciease in interruptions on the Indo-Euiojieau Company’s line's, partly 
to the withdrawal from Persia of a Packing Agency at Rushiie, which, however, 
has recently been re-opened at Teheian, .ind paitly to the Eastern Extension 
Coni])any’s cable which woikeil well all through 1871-75, ha\ing lieen disabled 
for no less than seven months duiing 1876-77, whiih accident considerably 
reduced the Pai-East traffic On the othci hand, howc\ei, the “ Special Timen 
messages” and the diveision of some of the Pai-East tiaffic to the Indo- 
Euiopean route have brought increased levcnue, and on tin' whole the operations 
ot the yeai may be considered fair ^ 

24 The introduction of the word “ Tai iff,” whicli came into foice on the 
1st Januaiv 1876, appears to have been much appicciatc'd by the public, as

The above figures show that, while the number of messages has mcroased

26 As mentioned m paragraph 2, the accounts foi 1 876-77 bad not been

On the 9th July I had the honor to forward you a telegraphic message to prepare you 
fon considerable delay in the submission of this my Annual Administration Report ot the 
Indo-European Telegraph Department When afiairs are in their normal condition, it is 
barely possible for the statement to reach you by the 1st August The eouiiers between the 
Bouth of Persia and Teheran travel but once a month to and fro , and no oftener between 
Teheran and London The dates of the despatch of these couriers are by no means regular, 
so that the Director at Teheran may be kept waiting for several weeks after the close of the 
odloial year betore he oau commence the prepamtion of his report, and again before he can 
send it to me At the present time the wai between Turkey and Russia has rendered the 
postal arrangements between Persia and London more than over precarious, the ordinary route 
1^ Erzeroum has been temporarily aliandoned, and the report of the Persian Section, dated 
l^herau, 8nd June, reached my Office only on ilio SOth July 

2 In former years I have found it a matter of extreme difficulty to even approximate 
to the date on which the report is requiied by you, and 1 Venture to observe that, under such 
circumstances, it is scaicely possible to avoid small macouiaues ot detail and occasional 
omissions If the Ooveinment ot India would consent to the time for the pieparation of 
my annual repoit being extended, so that the 1st October instead of the 1st August were the 
date by which it should bo due, 1 should be considerably relieved.

10 During the year under icport the substitution of iron for wooden supports was 
brought to a completion , the old wooden posts which still existed in the neighbourhood of 
KohSood, Ispahan and Sivand having been entirely removed In the first division 576 and 
111 the second 202 new iron standards were erected, and it may confidently be alated tlj^t this 
line is now in excellent condition Cases of wilful damage^hich in former years caused ua 
excessive trouble aud anxiety were m 1876-77 comparatively trifling |knd few Major South 
refers to tins satisfactory improvefnent as follows 

^'Wilful damage to the line has, I am happy to say, considerably decreased. In fact 
throughout the greater portion oi the hne it may be said to^bave altogetiier ceased This 
improvement 1 attribute chiefly to the greater number of control stations, to the system of 
placing each lnBpeot6r« in tbe« middle of his section, and to the better discipline of the 
maintenance branch geoerally Fortunately also some of the greatest culprits in the way 
of pole shooting in the Kaaeeroon- Bushire section have beena^tndof. The Ksdkboda of 
Kemareg was killed about two years ago by his own followers, ana last autumn the Governor 
of fiora^oon, another old offender, was disgraced and arrested for arrears of fieveooe.^'^ 
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11 Clear aa aeem to me our olaims on the Perainn Goyernment tor the re-imbareement 
of expenses incurred by us in repairing injuries wilfully caused from time to time^ these 
olaims are repudiated by the Shah's Ministers The corresjpondence on the subject duriiy 
the past year has been very voluminous and has all been laid before the Government of 
India. I have Aore than oncoj when called upoui submitted my opinion on the matter^ and 
need only say that I can discover neither justice nor reason in the quan arguments adduced 
by the Persians Our daims are« I believe, valid and unanswerable it there be any meaning 
at all in Article XII of our Tieaty whichj to my mind, appears thoroughly intelligible 'Ihe

12 In the Persian Gulf several breakages occurred in the main cables and were promptly 
mended, several old faults weie cut out before they bad suHiciently * developed^ to affeot the 
working, and the harbour cables between Manors and Kurraohee were extensively repaired, 
^e breakages occurred in the gutta-percha cable only They were lour in number. The 
pniicipal one took place on the Gwadur Jashk cable near ihe latter named station on the 
7 th January 1877, and was mended on the 18th it was caused by corrosion and decay of the 
outside iron wire guards The second in importance took place on the Gwadur-Manora cable 
near Manors on 5th July 1876 and was tempoiariiy repaired on the 8 th idem The locality 
of the fault, which was caused by chafing on the rocks, being too near shore for tho Ambeti^tci 
to approach and effect permanent repairs during the mousoon The remaining breaks of 
the cable which lasted 20 hours and 8 hours, respectively, were apparently due to wilful 
damage The oable in the former instance having been hooked up and out with an axe or 
some similar instrumebt at a distance of about 400 vaids from Manors and m the latter 
case it seems that a thiet bioke open the Manors cable house with the objeot of pnrloimpg 
the brass connections Every effort was made to discover tho offender or offenders, but as yet 
without success A detailed list of the breakages will be iouud m Appendix 5 

18 After tho break of the gutta-percha cable near Jashk, treated of in the previous 
paragraph, Lieutenant Stiffe cut out a fault fiom the same section near Henjam on the 20th 
January, and another m the Jashk-Busliue cable which hod been ^ developing ’ for several 
months Three other small faults of the same description were removed from this seotion 
m the previous April and May, one of whiok had been indicated since 1870 

14 The Kurrucliee Harjour cables having shown signs of failure, chiefly m consequence 
of the deterioration of the portions buiied in dry ground, \mro thoioughly overhauled, and 
about one-thiid of the total length of each was lenewcd 4a this woik the steam launch 
Sose rendered vesy great assistance 

15 The main cables are now, in the opinion of Lieiitcuant Stiffe, quite free from faults, 

but the shore ends near the Gulf stations have deteriorated, tliougb not to the extent of 
interfering in any way with the signalling A complete list of the repairing operations 
undertaken will be found lu paragraph 59 * 

16 On the Mekran Coast land line 6,000 new insulators were substituted for old 
defective ones. Many miles of corroded wire and several iron standards were replaced, and 
a diversion, which added 8 miles to the length of the line, was eflected at the Ilubb fiiver 
crossing in order to obtain the advantage ot a narrower span from bank to bank Farther 
reference to this diversion will bo made lu tho seotion of this report allotted to 
* interruptions ^

17 Although, as I observed above, the third or local Persian wire cannot fairly be 
held to constitute a part of the Indo-European system, it cannot bo disregarded when the 
question ot interuptions has to be considered Under Aiticle VI ot the Persian Treaty now 
in force, the loan ot the third wiie can, under certain restiictions, be claimed by p for inter* 
national working in case our two wires should be disabled Moreover, we undertake in 
letum for a stipulated annual payment to keep it in ordei for the Persians 

18 Appendix 7 gives the interruptions 04 the three wires, Teheran-Bushire line, foi 
1876-77. in order to supply the exact intormatioit required by the Oovernmeut of India ec 
as to notify not only interruptions to traffic but interruptions to each separata conductor, ] 
must count cases ot contact between twp wires, which practically left two diatinot fiiaans ol 
communication available, as interruptions of one wire and contact between ndl three wirei 
will be counted as interruptions to two wires It will then bo seen that during the yeai 
one wire of the three was interrupted for 479 hoara Id minutes, two wires were interrupted 87 
houca 30 mmutee, and all three (involving a total cessation of eommunic^tion) for 20 houn 
during the year. The longest period during which communioationVair entirely suspended 
was w 5 hours 10 minutes on the 5th October 1876 Major Smith repdk^ta ^thiit these oenn- 
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pleto were catised by \ioIent gales On the whole^ I think that the mtermption 

report for the Persian lines for 1876*77 speaks well^ considering the physical conditions 
which prevail^ f6r the solidity of the line and the efficiency of its maintenance.

SO The principal bioikof 7da>s^ duration on the Mekran Coast Line occuired at the 
large span^ more than a tlnrd of a mile in kngtli^ of the Hubb River crossing This accident 
might have been put light at once, but as the restoiation of communication by the land 
line Was not urgently required, the oppoitimity was taken for carrying out a plan, previously 
approved^ of diverting the line for a dibtance of 3 miles to a moie favourable spot for crossing 
inmero a span of 430 yaids in length was found suffioiont By this diversion the risk of lutare 
breaks on the Hubb Rtvtr will be much dinnmshed 


21 Other mteiruptions on the land line, lasting m the aggregate 3jt days, were caused 
wilfully by the Rind Chut ^Dad Mihomed^ cutting the wiio and damigmg the supports 
His followers also made a piisoncr for a few hoiiis of the Native Artificei and seized his 
camel and rifle The distuiliance arose from the fact of some domestu slaves of the tribe 
having been decHied fret by the Muscat inthorities on then being landed at Gwadur The 
department was by no means concerned with this matter which is being dealt with by the 
Political Agent who compensated the Native Aitificei for his losses 

22 Owing to the exislcnce of a double chain of communication in the Persian Gulf, 
none of the above-mentioned interiuptions ciused a stoppage of the traffic, scaicely even any 
appreciable delay, one li^e being nlwa\b in good order when the other was br6ken 


23 But although the hues under my chaigc were fortunate from the fact of the total 
interruptions in Perbia and the Peibian Gull not having ariebted tratfac for more than 80 
hours duiing the entire year, the wiicb of the Indo European Telegraph Comp my, on which 

^ we mainly depend, were less successful the breakages^ 

ppen X ^ on thobc lines having stopped oui business foi upwards of 

20 days The aggregate ]ntcriuj)tion ot tiaflic between England and Kurrachee vtd Teheran 
amounted thei dole to 21 days This although not quite so long as in 1875-76 (which was 
an exceptionally bad yeai m this respeei) was yet veiy serious, and as will be seen under the

24 The interruptions on the Company's line occurred on the Gitomir-Tiflis Section, and 
were baused foi the most part by violent falls of snow and storms The suspension of an 
alternate wire now in operation between Ekateiinodnr Stavropol and Tiflis will doubtless in 
the future diminish the frequency and duiation of these unfortunate interruptions , but as it 
will not form an alternative loop to the whole of the section most exposed to storms, I am

25 The speed between England and India Teheran was well maintained during 
the year The rate at which the tmffio was tiansmitted averaging only 1 hour and 36 
minutes per message between the United Kingdom on one side and Calcutta on the other* 
This 16 the highest speed that has yet been reached, and, if I am rightly informed, it exceeds 
by 8 minutes the pace attained on the Suez route, the average for T^ich through 12 months 
was 1*43 per message 

26 The tanflfs and regulations of the St Petersburg Convention remained in fotce 
during 1876*77, and the charge between^ India and Europe by the Ttheran and Suez routes 
was consequently Bs 2-8 pi^r word, or the same as m 1875*76 

27 In the latter tianled year our snmings (it will be remsmbered) were abnormally 
high, owing to oUr havmg ttanamitted the whole of the traffic between Europe and India

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28 The falhujif off is attributable partly to loss of traffio occasioned by mterrnptions 
and partly to the withdrawal from Persia of a somewhat irregfular but busy packing agency, 
which formerly gave us a considerable number of messages As shown in the Appendix to 
the section head^ Interruptions, the line p/i Teheran was broken down for 8du}sonIy in 
1S74-75 as against 21 days in 1876-77 The loss in earnings during the extra 13 days of 
interruption last year may be estimated at not less than £2,500, in addii ion to this the 
Madros-Penang cable which worked well dunng the whole of 1874-75, was wholly disiblcd 
for seven months of 1876-77# The department had theiefore to sustain a scrums loss of Far* 
E&st messages in addition to the diminution of its traffic with India owing soltly to the inter- 
ruptions of its feeders for which we aie iti no sense responsible 

29 The agency removed from Pei sia in 1876-77 gave us in 1S74 75 messages to the 
value of about £3,000 The agency belonged to a firm which include d packing amongst 
the several blanches of its business, and it was established in Persia when it was possible 
to make a profit by addressing messages to Bushiie, and re-transmittmg them from that point 
to India or England An ulteiution in the International rates effected at St Poteisbiirg 
lemoved this soutce of profit, and the agency was in consequence withdiawn in the early 
part of 1876. 

30 As a partial set off, there were two items of levcnue last year winch did not exist 
in 1874-75 One was the special Sunday messages of the Times nwA. the other the traffic 
from India to the Far-East directed vid the Peisian Gulf whilst the Penang cable uas broken 

31 There can, 1 think, be no doubt that, had the thiough linos been as fiec fiom 
intoirupiions in 1S76-77 as they werem 1S74 75, and had the re-tiaiismission of messages m 
the way just described continued, the earnings of the Depaitment would have exceeded those 
of 1874-75 by several Ithousand pounds I may add that the film referred to in para 29 has 
again found it advantageous to re-establish its telegraphic agency , but in this case at 
Teheran instead of Bushire The arrangement of the tariffs under the St Peteisburg Conven- 
tion still allowing some piofit to be made by the le-directioii ot messages to and from the East, 
this Ofiice was re-opened in Much 1S77, and a glance at Appendix 3 will show that I by no 
means ovcrcbiimated the effect of this business <m out earnings It will be observed that the 
figures representing oui Persian prdpoitioii only of icceipts which, from Apiil 1876 to Peb- 
luary 1S77, diuiiig the noii-existencc of the intermediate agency, langc fiom 194 to 835 
fiance per mensem, spring suddenly up ou its rc-establishmcnt to no less than 4,500 

82 The messages transmitted bj Turkey gave us about the same in 1S76-77 as in 
1874-76 Their total value CQmpiitcd fiom Fao to destination castwaid being in both rases 
about £4,500 The eompantivcly infeiior speed and accuracy aUamed on this hue pievent 
the public fiom favouring it to any great extent w 

33 The Indo European Company has been forced by recent events to pay veiy special 
attention to the part of its line, the failure of which has had so depressing an effect on our 
last yeai's leceipts While I write I am expecting to hear ot the completion of a wire 
traversing a new and safer line between Kcrleh and Tiflis less exposed than the one so often 
interrupted to the disastrous action of gaks and snow storms, and of stiongcr construction 
than the Soukhoum Kaleh Tclcgiaph which it is to supeiscde 

34 Taking into coubideratiou the facts ns above stated, and also the great and unusual 
depression of tiade* dunug 1876-77, I tliink that, although the financial resulto give some 
giound for disappointment, especially after the high figuies of 1875-76, theie seems no reason 
whale vei for despondency as regards tlic futuie, and the ciicumbtauces show that blame for 
the falling off is not deserved by this Department 

85 The Government Indo-European system must always, from causes which I have 
repeatedly enumerated, be an expensive telegraph to maintain and work But I believe its 
existence has become not only valuable but indispensable to the State, and it must be the 
steady object oi the Department to maintain its efficiency at as low a cost as possible I 
have endeavoured to leduce expendituro^ud effect economies wherever practicable, and I shall 
not ID the future relax my efioits 

86 The word taiiff was apparently of great service to the public, the percentage of 
messages under 10 words in length averaging as much as 35 per cent of the whole number 
These short mcssiyges would, under the old svstero, have nearly all been sent through tlie 
medium of packers In 1874-75 when the lowest charge was for 10 words, the Persian 
Gulf cables transmitted 36,931 messages, containing a total of 968,800 words, producing a 
revenue of Bs 6,89,035 In the year just past the cables transmitted 45,206 messages, 
containing 888,913 woids, producing a revenue of Rs 5,83,185 Attached are tabulated 
statements prepaicd by Mr Herbage, Traffic Manager at Kuirachee, which will enable further 
compansons to be made between lastiyeai^s tiafhc and that of the preceding three years. 

87 In the Revenue Account will be found an item of £260 entered as profit arising 
from the mean rar,e system via Turkey, in explanation of which 1 beg to state that the mean 
rates collected m Europe and m India for the despatch of messages by the Tuikish line were 
in excess of the exact rates due to the different Administrations by the above named sum 
The system vtd Turkey being conducted by the Loudon Ofiice of this Department, the item 
18 one of profit.

38 On the Ist April 1876 I was, m company with Major Smith, the Director of the 
Ipersian Section, at a distance of one day's march from Bushire, joi^eyingp slowly to 
Teheran on a tonr of Inspection I had just visited India and compfeted a round of 
visits to the Gulf stations as noted in para 88, &o , of my last year's report A full and 
detailed account of my journey was prepared by me on my return to England, and sub- 
mitted to the Uiuler Secretary of State in letter No 247 of the 14th July 1876 The 
following extract from my letter may not be out of place here as describing the state of 
Southern Persia during the early part of the past official year I must, however, r^ark 
that since that time Yah} a Khan nas been removed from the Governorship of Pars and 
replaced by H B H Ferhad Mirza, whose energetic measures (some of them marked by 
excessive seventy) have put a stop to much of the brigandage and disorder which were 
nfe at the time of which 1 wrote The Musheer U1 Mulk, a man of about 80, has since 
my visit been bastinadoed by order of the Shah, mulcted of an enormous sum of money, 
and has, I heat, left the country on a pilgrimage to Mecca — 

Major Smith and I left Bushire for Teheran on the 8 Ist March Mr Walker, the 
Superintendent oi the Southern Division of the Persian Telegraph, accompanying us as far 
as Shiraz The land line in this Division is admirably laid out, and although the country 
it traverses is exceedingly mountainous and difficult, I believe that inteiTuptions to the 
communication would henceforth be unknown were it not for the lawless state of the tribes 
and villagers m this part of Persia From Bushire up to the very walls of Shiraz the * 
country is absolutely unsafe for ordinary travellers, and the same may be said of the road 
onwards to within 40 or 60 miles of Ispahan When I first marched through this part 
of the world, 14 years ago, no day passed without my meeting gne or two caravans, and 
at that time signs of a generally prosperous condition of affairs were not wanting The 
change for the noise has been steady and most lamentable, and the famine of 1871 has 
fatally assisted the rum oi these provinces Between Bushire and Ispahan, on this occasion, 
we met, I think, only one caravan, and that was pillaged on the bills near Moorgfaab 
Villages formeily thriving and surrounded by cultivation are now completely deserted, 
and I might safely say that no single day passed without our either hearing of or seeing 
evidence of the existence of organised bands of robbers in every direction Only between 
Bushire and Kazeroom does our hue itself suffer direct injury Every man and boy 
carries a gun, and our iron-poles seem to offer irresistible temptation as marks The 
Governor of tht large village of Borazjoon is about the worst offender, and a very determined 
attack, for u hicli I am convinced he was responsible, was made on the telegraph shortly 
after we passed by The higher Persian authorities are apparently afraid of this man, 
who, whenever out of favf^ui, betakes himself to the neighbounng mountains and heads a 
band of robbers On our third march out of Bushiie we breakfasted at a village which 
had been attacked on the previous day by some Kashgais under one Jaffa KuU Bey, one 
of the villagers being killed, five wounded, and $11 the sheep and cattle carried of Near 
Shiraz an attempt was made on our own caravan, but, as a general rule, the robbers prefer 
to let Europeans alone, partly because they carry few things which are of value to Persians, 
and partly because some steps are in such cases taken to recover the stolen property, and 
to punish the offenders, whereas, when Persian subjects are the victims, nothing seems 
to be done 

Alt&ough the general state of the south of Persia is so deplorable, it was evident 
that the people arc, by no means, ill-disposed to the telegraph staff On two occasions 
mules belonging to my party were taken by robbers, but released directly, it was understood 
that they belonged to Englishmen On a recent occasion a troop of Arabs attacked some 
men travelling with Mr Harrison, one of my Inspectors, and shot a Persian soldier dead, 
but they never offered to molest Mr Ramson himself I was received everywhere with 
the greatest possible civility and attention I was visited by the Governors of the places 
through which I passed , by the Sheikh U1 Islam of j^azeroom , an imposing Cavalry escort 
met me near Shiraz, and nothing could have been more civil and cordial than my reception by 
the Governor of Fars The Musheer U1 Mulk, who is without exception the richest and 
most influential person in the south of Persia, paid me the compliment of calling on me 
which fras only remarkable, because a few years ago he was much opposed to us, and was 
believed to have no good feelings towards Europeans in general ^ 

' It 18 evident that so long as the roads remain in the hands of these lawless tnbes 
who pass backwards and forwards along our line of telegraph twice a year, a wiKhl inter- 
ruption may occur at anv moment. Major Smith has, therefore, been obliged to ask leave 
to construct for the shelter of our inspectors and line-guards some 8 or 4 minor sta- 
tions which would be unnecessary in other oountnes All have been completed and are 
occupied, except one at Sivand, 60 miles north of Shiraz.* Permission was received from the 
Shah's GoverxMnaent just before 1 landed in Persia for us to build a small office at this place, 
and the Governor of Shiraz dcjputed a man to assist us in saleoting a site and arranging 
matters with the head of tdiie village. Miyor Smith and I settled tins on our journey, and 
left one of the Non-Commissioned Officers of Royal Engineers at Sivand to superintend the 
work 
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From Sivand to Debbeed tbe road is oocupiod by Arab tribes, and is impassable except 
by stronp^ well-armed bodies of men These Arabs have an understanding with Mabomed 
Nebbee Khan, the Governor of Moorghab, whose tyranny and oppression are by all accounts 
fast depnpulatii0 what used to be a fair and prosperous part; of the country One large village 
called Modr-i-Suleiman was being abandoned as we passed, and the inhabitants were making 
for the hills— men, women and children— with their flocks to escape from the tendoi^ mercies of 
Mahomed Nebbee Khan At this man^s village we found a large caravan of pilgnms who 
;(Veie afraid with good reason to pursue their journey, as the Governor refused to give an escort 
over the hills unless they subscribed a considerable sum of money They joined our party and 
got through for nothing, but a considerable number of armed Arabs came out to meet us and, 
after seeing that we were prepared, made no atlempt to molest us Some of our Stragglers 
were stripped however later in the day 

39 On the drd May 1876, Major Smith and I reached Teheran, where I remained until the 
1 3 til, arranging (ertam questions connected with International accounts and sundry minor 
ihatteis of detail I then proceeded by tbe Caspian Sea and Russia to London, where I 
arrived on the Srd June I stated in iny account of this journey that 'my inspoCtioh 
of the Persian line was eminently gratifying, and there is no doubt that the telegraph 
between Bushire and Teheran would stand comparison with any line in the woild 

# « * # 

The system of inspection in force has been well considered and is effective, and the state 
of the offices is satisfactory ^ 

40 During March 1877, Major Smith has again been over his line as iar as Sbirtir, and 
he reports that he has reason to be well pleased with the order maintained at the several 
stations and with the condition of the wires He alludes also, with Batisfaction, to the good 
feeling which exists between our officials and the Persian local authonties, as well as the inha- 
bitants of the country in general 


Persian Gulf 

41 In August 1876, Mr Pfinch, the Deputy Director, proceeded by mail steamer from 
Kurrachee to Fao to mvestigate the matter of necessary repairs to the buildings at that 
station Thence he went to Bushire to arrange about the qgw oflioe outside tbe town, and, on 
his return, ho inspected tbe Jashk Station In October Mr Ffinch visited Gwadur in the 
telegraph Steamer AmberwiteA, and between December 1876 and February 1877 he made a 
complete tour of the Gulf stations, 

42 Thanks to the cordial assistance of Colonel Prideaux, the Bushire building ques- 
tion was satisfactonly settled during Mr Ffincli's stay at that station The Persian Govern- 
ment having at lost agreed to the establishment of a station outside the walls, on condition 
that the accommodation should be limited to the office and house requirements of the telegraph 
staff, and that the buildings should be the property of Persian subjects, an agreement was, 
after some trouble, entered into with tWo Persian merchants, who undertook to ereot the neoes* 
sary houses at the present sanctioned rent of Rs 275 per mensem in return for a guarantee 
that they bhall be leased by the Department for 10 years, Tbe site selected is about 5 miles 
fiom the town close to the best water obtainable 

43 The state of the buildings at the different stations visited by Mr Flinch was, at the 
close of the year, as follows — 

At Fao, property of Turkish Government, good Tbe buildings of wood having been 
thoroughly repaired at departmental expense 
At Bushire, Office and houses rented Unsatisfactory— Fti/a para 42 
At Henjam, wooden-house reported to be very hot in summer and oold in winter 
If this station he retained, a stone building will probably become necessary 
At Jashk, stone buildingsi fair order, except the latnnes which require re-buildmg 
At Cbarbar, stone buildings, fair order, except on the side facing tbe sea, where 
the matenal employed sixers somewhat from the weather 
At Gwadur, stone buddiugSi repairs needed, which were being executed at the close 
of the year

44 The cost of supplied from England amounted, with freight, to £2,918-14-2, 

they consisted chiefly of iron standards to complete the replacement of the old wooden^pdsts 
This work being now finished/ the cost of stores for Persia will, for some years hence, be veiy 
much reduced 
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Pernan Gulf 

46 The cost of stores purchased in England amounted, with freight, to £8,909-6 6 
The cost of those obtained in India was £2,041-11-9 The chief items of th^ English stores 
consisted of 1,000 iron standaids for the Mekran Coast land line to replace w equal number 
erected near the sea which had become too corroded to be longer depended upon, and of 
6,000 insulators, with brackets, to improve the insulation of tne line No more stondards will 
probably be required lor some time to come, but a further supply of insulators will be 
necessary 

46 The value of stores issued from the Persian Gulf stock amounted to £7,766-0-10 as 
passed by the Examiner 


Establishments. 

47 The sanctioned strength of the establishments was unaltered during the year on 
record 

48 Major Smith thus speaks of the conduct of the staff under his orders in Persia 

''I am much indebted to the Superintendents and Assistant Superintendents for the 
zealous and careful manner in which they have continued to perform their duties The gdheral 
behaviour of the Inspectors and Signallers has also been very satisfactory There was a good 
deal of sickness during the greater part ot the year, but never to such an extent as to inteiieie 
with the current work ot the Department

50 These minor offices, as explained in previous reports, aie merely intermediate 
testing stations They are very numerous, but owing to the insecure condition of the countrvs, 
I am satisfied that not one can be safely dispensed with The small building now occupied 
at Sivand was elected during the past year on a site granted by the Governor of Pars, and 
selected by myselt 

61 During the year 1876-77, the changes in the Persian staff were as follows — 

Captain W H Pierson, who was on furlough, resigned his post as Superintendent, and 
re-joined the Public Works Department in India. The circumstances which led to our losing 
the services ot this excellent and zealous officer liave already been fully reported to Govern- 
ment 

One Inspector, Mr W Hariison, resigned. • 

One military signaller having seriously suffered m health was allowed to re-join his 
corps at Chatbaiii, and 3 civil signallers resigned their employment 
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1 have asked that Mr Douglas Walker, who has for some time officiated in the Persian 
Division, should be allowed to fill Captain Pierson's appointment I'he other vacancies wore 
filled up from this country, excepting that of the Inspector for which on able and experience 
ex-Sergcaut of l^al Engineers was availably on the spot

55 Besides the above changes, this Division lost the services of Mr Inspector 
E F Monement, who was accidentally drowned at Kurracbec on the 30th July 187C • The sad 
end of this excellent and energetic officer was universally deplored 


The gutta-percha jointer was dismissed for insubordination, and Mr Ron ley, our extra 
Cable Foreman, who had been only temporarily engaged, was allowed to return to England 


56 Mr Ffinch has expressed himself as not altogether satisfied with the signalling 
efficiency of the young clerks engaged in this country The system m force was established 
by my predecessors and appeared to be the best in many respects for the peculiar conditions 
of the Department. Theresia, however, much force m what Mr Ffinch has urged, and I hn\c 
determined to somewhat modify the existing plan In case of vacancies 1 have autlionsed 
Mr Ffinch to engage a few eflSoient well conducted men (if they can be spared) from the 
Indian Department Working on land lines in India however differs in many points fiom 

D 
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working cables in the Persian Gulf, and it may be advisable to engage in this country, when 
opportunity offers, a proportion of clerks who have had emploj ment under some ot the 
Cable Companies The whole question is still under consideiation and is the subject of 
discussion by Mr Phneh and mj&clf. * 

67 Before ending this report I should point out that whenever I have spoken of last 
year's receipts, ear Aings, or expenditure, the figuies employed are necessarily onl}’’ approxi- 
mate, the accounts for 1876-77 not having yet been finally adjusted gnd closed But wbere- 
ever the figures refer to the business of previous years, they have been extracted from tlie 
blue books and may be accepted as accurate Consequently these last mentioned figures 
will not invariably agree precisely with the approximations of formci annual leports pre- 
pared like the present one before the closing of the yearly accounts 

68 I will now add a few particulars on certain subjects which do not conveniently 
belong to pither of the main headings already enlarged on, 

69 On the 7th January 1877 I addressed a letter to the Government of India, point- 
ing out the advisability of steps being taken before very long to replace the cable Ste imer 
Amberwdeh, the icaaons urged by me were accepted as sufficient, and I need not repeat them 
here During the past year this useful vessel, under the command of Lieutenant . Stifle, 
was emplojod on laiious impoitant duties, the natuie of which can be gathered fiom the 
following tabular statement —

62 Diirmff the year 10 5 knots of gutta-percha cable were expended, 6 4 in repairs, 
while 4 1 wore stripped of the corroded wiie guards, and rcmiin lu hand as core only Of 
India-rubber cable 1 6 knots were used up lu repairing the faults 

63 At the beginning of the year I was enabled to submit a highly satisfactory state- 
ment of the tiue condition and ^ behaviour^ of the Hooper^s core, and the tests up to date 
corroborate what 1 then reported 

64 The gradual failure and decay of the seiving and guards of these sub-marine 
cables, while the valuable dilectnc and conductor lemaiu perfect, have led to the accumu- 
lation of a consideiable quantity ot coic which should bo utilibcd hereafter With this view 
I applied during the past } ear for permission to purchase, foi the use of the Manora Kstablish- 
meut, a cable serving appaiatus which should m a year or so be supplemented by the addi- 
tion of a wire coveiing machine 

65 The sanitary condition of our Gwadur Station has for some years past boon a source 
of gicat anxiety and doubt We had reason to hope that the steps taken Would have irn- 
l)iovod matters, but the health of the place is still, I regret to say, far fiom satisfactory 
Were it not lor political objections to Gwadui being abandoned, I should piopose the total 
iimoval of my staff, which has alieady been reduced to a very ^w hgure Mr Flinch thus 
describes his visit to the pkee in the autumn of 1876— 

"I inspected Gwadur in Sepi ember, December and February I regret to say that my 
anticipations relating to this station becoming again healthy have not been iializcd Fever 
ol the usual type made its appearance again m October 1876, and beeaine so bad that at one 
time I feared it would be necessary to close the Office , many natives, including the Office 
Bheestie, died, and most of the Clerks sent there had to be removed I have now only the 
Clerk-in-charge and one Signaller there, and by working diicct on the cable between Kurra- 
chee and Jashk with artilicial leakage introduced at (iwadur, and also by working through 
Owadur direct with Orinaia and Chaibar in translation on the land line, I arn able to 
1 educe the wo ik at Uwadui *to a minimum This ariangcmeni neccsditates an extia Clcik at 
Ormira and Charbar stations, which arc obtained fiom the saving effected m the Uwadur 
Establishment 

The station at Gwadur is supplied with drinking water from a condenser which can 
distil 23 gallons in 8 hours It is not used daily The wood for burning in it costs Bs 18

2 The Famine Commissioner has satisfied himself, by personal inspection of nearly every 
Rebel Camp in the Province, and by caretul weighing and testing ol the food served out — 

(1) that the 1 lb ration is suSiuent to maintain in good condition those who are not 
much reduced by famine, and that in many cases they improve upon it , 

(2) that wherever the inmates ot a Camp who have been in residence for some time 
are found to be specially emaciated, it has been proved that they have not been receiving the 
full ration, but have been defrauded of it through some peculation or stupidity , 

(3) that in the chse of paupers who have been very much reduced by innutrition, an 
increased scale of diet called special treatment " is necessary, and that with this assistance 
they often improve with surprising rapidity

ON THE ORDINARY GOVERNMENT RATION OP ONE POUND PER DIEM 

I have now before me the notes ot the results of several hundred expeiimciits made in 
boiling rice and ra^i, both by mjself and by the Relief and District ofheers to wlioin Ciicular 
No 810, dated 17 th October, was sent There is a good deal of discrepancy in some of the 
returns, but the conclusion pointed to by the experiments as a whole is pretty clear 

Weight of rice hejore boiling 

One seei* of nee weighs from 88 to 90 rupees (leaned rice weighs heavier than un- 
cieaned Hasbi " or Mysore nee weighs slightly more than kusbal or kutbal, » e , boiled " 
Madras nee 

* N B — The word “ seer ' is used tbroaghout, anlosa otherwiao stated, as a measure of capaoitjr 

Weight of rice after boiling 

The result varies a little according to the kind of rice, but more according to the quantity 
of water 'I he best proportion seems to be when the water is double the quantity of the rice 
thus 10 seers, or say 22 lbs of rice, should be boiled m 20 seers of water Troited in tins way 
the differences are still great but in the vast proportion of cases, 1 lb of rice has been found 
to weigh from 120 to iSO rupees when boiled The majority of my own experiments point to 
Rs. 130 as the proper result ^ 

Capacity of nee when boiled 

I have not pursued this experiment, because the packing power of boiled nee is almost an« 
limited With a little pressure any measure that can be constructed might be made to bold 
double, or half, of what it was intended to hold 

Weight of ragi when raw and unground 

One seer of ragi weighs about Rs 80 

Weight of ragi flour when grouud 

When ibe seer measure is filled slowly and carefully, as is the practice with traders, one 
seer ot flour weighs Rs. 65 or Rs 66. 

Weight of ragi when cooked 

The discrepancies here are not so great as m the case of rice Almost all the experiments 
shew that one lb. of ragi flour when cooked shoald weigh irom lOU to 115 rupees, the weight 
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varying a little with the wetness nnd diynoss of the pudding It loses about 2 per tent in 
weight as it cools My own experiments point with ver) little vaiiution to a weight of about 
Rb 106 as the proper weight of 1 lb 

The result of these experiments leads me to issue the followingnnstrucfions 
All food, both nee and nigi, should be given out in balls , the system of giving the nee 
loose in pannikins, which exists in some Relici Camps, should be abandoned, as such measures 
are uutrustwoithy 

I believe tfiat, as a rule, the rice b ill, which forms one of two daily meals for an adult, 
should weigii about Ks 65 nnd the ragi ball about Rs 53 and 1 am satistnd that, if in any 
case they weigh less than tts hO or Ks 50 res{)ectively, the paupers aie not getting their full 
ration But tlie kind of rice, the shape of the pots, the time ot boiling, and ibuve all the quan- 
tity of water, influence the lesult, and though 1 would not lay down any unifoim figuie for 
the weight of the halls throughout the Province, I believe that the Special Rilief Officer and 
Superintendent of each Rdnt C amp might establish the exact figure for that Camp by experi- 
ment, and adhere to it with close accuracy, by always cooking the same kind ot iice in the same 
proportion to water 

The st mdard weight of each hall thus fixed should be written on a placard and hung up 
in the kitchen, and the Supeiintendcnt should weigh some ot the balls e\ei} day, ind all in- 
specting officers should weigh some hills on each visit, and sec it the> come up to the standard 
I append a ieeip6 (or condiments which may be used with such vaiiatioiis us the-differeut 
prices prevailing at dillercnt pi ues recjuire The condiments for 101) adults, at il pies pei head, 
should cost Re 1-9-0, and this iceipd i«( calculated to cost so much at |}iices now prevailing 
in Bangaloie The dal should b» giound to floiii before boiling, the people prtfei it whole, 
but it IB wholesome when giound, and when whole it falls to the bottom and the cooks steal it 
Care should he taken that the pot lu which the condiments are cooked should, il of eoppei, 
be tinned o\ery 15 dais

The accompanying diet scales have been diawn up for feeding the sick in Famine Hos- 
pitals 

It IS not qiAte possible to lay down e^act rules for dieting these sick people^ or, i£ laid 
down^ to follow them implicitly under all ciicumbtanccs, but it is suggested that the follotving 
clashiiicatioD might be made 

1 Those too ill to eat solid food and who must be fed on liquids for them the diet 
marked should be used^ with such or Comforts as may be 

requiied 

2. Those who ire suffering from severe bowel complaint long standing, with oi with- 
out diopsy, for them the diet marked '' Spoon should bo used, the meat being 
made into soup and not eaten solid — with Extras or Comloi-ts li loquired 

8 Those who arc recovering from bowel complaints and those who are suffeiing from 
debility, fevei, iheuniatibm, abscess, ulcer, &c , lor them the diet marked Ordi- 
nary should be used 

4 Those who are convalescent, and those suffering fiom any complaint unconnected with 
bowel complaint, or disease of digestive oi^^ans for them the diet maiked 
(oi Ordinary) should be ubcd 

6 The general lule should be to give the highest scale which can bo safely and benefici- 
ally eaten

OPIUM ACT, 1870, AMENDMENT BILL 

The Hon’blo Mb Hope moved for leave to introduce a Bill to 
amend the Opium Act, 1876 He said that this Bill owed its origin mainly 
to two circumstances The first of these he would explain in some 
detail In the Opium Act of 1876, it was provided that the Act should 
come into force on the same date throughout all India, and conse- 
quently it was necessary to have all the r^es, which were to be subse- 
quently promulgated by the Local Governments, ready betorehand, so that, 
on the Act coming into force, they might be issued at once In that Act 
it was also provided that it should come into force on the 1st day of Apnl 1877 
But when the Ist of April 1877 arrived, even the drafts of the rules had not, 
mthe large majority ot cases, been received from the several Local Governments 
for the approval of the Governor General in Council Consequently, there was 
no alternative except to postpone the date of the Act coming mto force, and Sir 
John Strachey m March last accordingly introduced and obtained the sanction of 
the Council to a Bill providing that the Act should come into force on such day 
as the Governor General in Council might hereafter declare It was at that 
time hoped that there would be no difficulty in gettmg all these draft rules 
together m a few months, and the further difficulty that some of the Local 
^vemments might have their rules qmte ready, and others might not, was not 
foreseen Now, after the lapse of about mne months, the position was this, that 
certam Local Governments, and those very large and important Governments, 
had sent in draft rules which had been approved and wore ready to be issued 
But in other cases, the rules which had been received bad been returned for 
revision, and certain Local Governments again had not even up to the present 
tune sent in any draft at all , unless, therefore, the Government was prepared 
to wait mdefimtely for the advantages which the Act would ensure, fresh legis- 
lation was unavoi^ble llie first portion of the BiU which ho asked leave to

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introduce would therefore alter the Opium Act, 1870, by providing that it should 
extend to such local meas, and on such day, in the case otcach, as the Governor 
General in Council might, hy notification m the GazeC^ of KMia, from tune 
to time direct 

The st'cop.d circumstance which had given rise to the motion this day was 
that a clerical error liad unfortunately crept mto the Act of 1870, extendmg 
only to one word, hut that word so important that it would prevent the opera- 
tion of the Act throughout Lower Bengal and other provinces in which the 
system of Government monopoly of the cultivation of opium was in force The 
error to which he icleiied consisted in the use in section 22 of the word “ Act,” 
instead of the word “ section ” The section provided that “ nothing m this 
Act” should ajiply to distiiets where Act XIII of 1857 was in force ^e effect 
of that was that, as section 2 of that Act, which proluhitcd the cultivation 
and manufacture of ojuum excejit for Government, was repeal(‘din the schedule, 
no legislative authoiity remained at all on the subject in question By 
substitution, however, as was oiigiually mtended, of the word “ section” for the 
word “ Aet,” all sueh dilTiculty would be removed, and niendy the particular 
section, which relit ed to procedure lu case of illegal cultivation of opium, 
would not be applicable wdierc Act XIII of 1857 was in force 

As an amendmg Act was about to be intioduccd for the two purposes 
wluch he had explained, it was thought desirable to take advantage ot the 
opjiortumty to m.ike coi reel ions in one or two other minor eases, and to insert 
one or two small pi ovisions, although legislation would not have been con- 
sidered neeessaiy on tliese points it it had not otherwise been desirable 
One of these would bo found m the thud and fourth sections of the Bill, and 
consisted in inseiting tlie woids “ tiiv or,” alter the woid “ India,” in the fourth 
and fifth sections of the Act Those sections piovided that the Governor General 
in Council might authoii/e the import oi cxpoit ot opium mto oi liom any 
specified pait of Biitish India, on payment ot such duty oi on such other 
. teims as he* might think ht But some one laised the doubt whether the use 
ot the woids “oi on such othei teims” left it open to the Governoi General in 
Council to authorize thf^impoit oi cxjiort ot ojnum under no conditions at all, 
without duty oi any othei icstiictioii Onthe wdiole, Ma Iloj'ii was inclined to 
think that tlie woids did covei such an anangemont as that But it w'as 
thought bettei to take this oppoitumtv of insciting tlie words ” free or” after 
the word “India,” which would entiiely cover the difficulty 

Again, sections 5 and 7 of the Bill contained provisions which were neces- 
sary to the complete opciation ot the system ot larmiug the duty leviable on 
the sale of opium which was eontemjilated by the Act 

Finally, in oider to icduce the Statute-book as much as possible, the Bill 
jiiovided loi the total icpeal of Aet VI ot 1877 

These remaiks would, bethought, enable the Council fully to appreciate 
the seojie of the Bill which he solicited leave to mtroduce 
The Motion was put and agreed to 

INDIAN AEMS BILL 

The Hon’ble Sm E Baylly moved for leave to mtroduce a Bill to conso- 
lidate and amend the law relating to Arms, Ammumtion and Military Stores 
He ho] led the Council would forgive him if he trespassed a httle on their 
patience in mtioducmg this Bill, for it related to a subject which was m 
itscdf of very great impoi*tancc , it was one also of very wide general mterest 
and of very considerable complexity lie therefore proposed to enter on the 
piesent occasion somewhat into detail regarding the circumstances which 
had uMidered fresh legislation necessary at the present moment, the course which 
the Goi ernment of India had hitherto adopted in regard to those circumstances, 
and the paificular provisions wluch it now proposed, to meet the necessities of the 
case It would jierliaps be remembered that when the present Anus Act was 
under consideration m this Council — he meant Act XXXT of 1860 — ^there was 
much aud prolonged discussion The Bdl was very fully considered m aU its 
details in several mootings of the Coimcd It was very considerahly modified 
duimg the piogiess of these discussions The general result of these 
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modifications and of the passing of certain cxccutiye subsidiary orders, which 
were issued while the Bill was under discussion and had been maintained to 
the present d^, was to make the Act work smoothly m its most important 
aspects But very shortly after the Act was passed, it was found (as was often 
the case when a Bill was much altered dunng its progress in Council) that there 
were several minor defects both of form and substance m the Act — in the defini- 
tion, for instance, of “raihtary stores,” as to the mode of licensing the transport 
of arms, and in the defimtion of “transportation,” “ cxpoi*tation,” and “import- 
ation” — which made it rather difficult to carry out the piovisions of the law in a 
wholly satisfectory mannci The Government of India weic however very un- 
willing to amend, almost immediately after it took ellcct, an enactment which 
had been settled after so much discussion, and they prefcri cd to deal as far as 
was practicable with all these matters by exccutn e action only Accordingly 
from tune to time a great number of varying oidcrs weic jiasscd, with the his- 
tory of which he need not tiouhlo the Council Thcie wcio a good many re- 
strictions, for instance, with regaid to saltpetre, for it was found that the pro- 
visions of the Act threatened to destroy the trade in that lommodity It was 
found possible in this instance to issue various (‘xecuti\o dncctions by which 
the mischief was prevented, but in many points the doubts and dilBc ulties raised 
by the defects of the present Act had remained up to the ])rcsent time ceitamly 
not fully remedied , the inconvenience mdci'd m tins lesjicct was so great, 
that m 1870 a draft BiU was placed befoio the Council and introduced by 
Mr (now Sir WiUiam) Robinson with the sole object ol consohdating the law 
and amending these defects When it was a1 tempted to proceed with that 
measure, it was found that after all it laised questions oi policy ol some impor- 
tance, and on more mature consideiation it was thought cxiiedicnt to make 
further inquiries, and to await the result of longer experience ot the woiking 
of the existing law before pioposing any final measure It was paitly on this 
account and paitly from pressure ot more important matteis, that legislation 
on this subject had been hitherto from tune to time deleiied But the subject 
had now liecorac in some respects of such urgency that it was consideied wise 
to bring it without delay before the Council, with a view to a moio geneial and 
complete arac'ndmciit of tlie law ^ 

The two leading points which raised questions of policy were, first, the im- 
portation of arms, especially cheap hrc-arnis, and of ammunition, and, secondly, 
the necessity for restiicting and rcgulatmg the tiansler and transport 
of aims so as to pi event then reaching the wild tubes without our frontier, 
and the dangerous classes within our Irontier, who ought not to be alloiied to 
possess thc'm Theio was good reason tobelioe that, uudm the existing law, the 
import-trade in cheap arms and ammunition had grow n up to an unwholesome 
extent, and that far larger quantities weic cxjiortcd than were ic'quiied rneredy 
tor legitimate purposes It was known to the Gcncrnmc'nt ot India that c he ap 
arms were in tact bought and sold to an extent qmte incompatible with the 
maintenance of peace and good government With tlu* peimission of the 
Council, he would read some papers which would ill us ti ate this subject One 
was trom the Government of Bengal, dated so iai back as J uly 1870 In that 
letter it was written tliat — 

“ His Excellency the Governor G^iieral m Council is aware that the siihji ct of tho im- 
portation of fire-arms and ammunition has lately engaj'ed the sciious atleutinn ol the Govern 
ment of India and of this Government, and by the Foieign Dojiaitment^s notification No 742, 
dated 28th May 1860, a set of rules was sanctioned for Lower Bengal, which it was hopid 
would have brought the importation and transportation of arms under a moic ciTcctiial diet k 
than had up to that time been exercibcd In priictii however, it is found that the oulv 
importers ot arms from beyond sea are the regular dealers in Calcutta, to whom, as the law and 
orders of Government now stand, it is inqHissible to refuse pusses for tlicir eoiisignmcnts, how- 
ever numerous, so long as no military ntles are among them This being so, the attention of 
the Pohee ought naturally to ho mainly directed to checking the transport of arms from Cal- 
cutta into the mterior Tho Commissioner ot Police, however, reports that the Police have 
lieen unable to exercise any efficient oi useful supervision over the transport and sale of arms 
The outlets from Calcutta by land and water are so numerous that detection of illicit trans|K)rt 
on the way is impossible with existing establishments, and without a most vexatious amount of 
interference with general trade Inspection of the dealers’ hooks has never been regularly 
earned out, and it is represented that not only would it necessitate the appointment of a siiceiu 
officer to control the operations of the 85 licensed dealers in arms, &c , m Cale utti, but the 
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inspection would be of no real value whenever it became the dealer's interest to conceal his 
transactions The number of passes for arms which the Commissioner of Police has granted 
since the passing of the rules m May 1869 is shown m table A If this be ^mpared with the 
extent of the impoitation as shown below, an idea will be formed of CRd amoi&t of illicit trans- 
port of arms into the intenor It is impossible to believe that the greater part of the arms 
imported is n tamed in Calcutta 

2 Coupled with the fact that the existing rules provide no adequate check upon the trade, 
there IS tlu further signihcant circ umstance that the number engaged in the trade, and the 
amount oi then transactions, are largely increasing In 1868 there were in Calcutta only twenty- 

Value eight persons licensed to deal m arms, and five 
dealers m sulphur, in 1869 there were sixty -nme 
dealers in arms and eighteen in sulphur From a 
report by the Collector of Customs, it appears that 
the import of lire-arms is yearly increasing The 
numbers of arms cannot be given, but the value of the consignments on pnvate accounts is 
shewn on the margin

" 4 Tlic Lientcnant-Govirnor views with some anxiety this great extension of the trade m 
cheap arms, winch at pi esent Govermmnt is powerless to prevent or control There can lx 
little doubt that most of these wea])on8 (iiid their w ly to the frontier, anchare there disposed of 
to the Hill tubes This has be ( n dc moiistratt d by the 1 irgo seizure s oec asionally mode m frou- 
tier-dibtnets lik< Chittagong and Kachar, and by the ii ports whieh reach Goveinment from 
time to time of the common use of (ire-arms by tubes to which they weie not long sinee un- 
known Apait, moieover, fiom the smuggling of aims in bulk, thcio can be no doubt that 
many guns aie convened from fe-lciilta singly by resideuts in frontier-districts on the occasion 
of any \ isit to the capital and sold at a eonsiderable jiroht to the hillmcn On this point I am 
to draw attention to the accompanying copy oi a letter, No 336, dated 18th Februaiy last, 
from the Commissioner of Chittagong " 


To this Ic'tter were appended seyoral papers giving the opinion of local 
officers, of which he would read the following extract from a letter of the Com- 
missioner of Chittagong — 

The Lieutcnant-(TC)\ ernor is, I think, aware from the replies made to tlic enquiries of Gov- 
ernment and from other icports and appluations, tint consideiable efforts are being made in this 
Division to eairy out the wishes of the Goveinor General in Couiuil as to preventing arms and 
ammunition fiom leaelnng the Eastern fiontier-tribes • 

These effoits have been suffieicntly successful * * * to be very creditable to the Police, 
but the H suits have for some tune been convineing me that the prdVisions of the law in force 
in this Division aie msuflicient to enable us to put a stop to small and frequent sales * 


A few months ago the then Magistrate of Chittagong, Mr Irwin, made the following 
observation in repoitmg on a particulai ease — 

As rcgaids arms, the law, as it now stands, seems to me all but useless Guns can be 
bought aftei application to the Magistrate, who can scarcely refuse a heense, and then passed 
from hand t# band till they reach the frontier " 

Without agreeing with Mr Ii-win as to the difficulty of ref using licenses, I agree with 
him that the law does not go nearly far enough, and that as it stands, guns can be passed from 
hand to hand without much difficulty Section 2b of the Arms Act only provides for the dis- 
arming of persons who are found with arms, &c , m their possession without a license, and 
there is no other penalty ******** 
Considering the value of arms to the Ldsh&is and Shindiis, it will be readily conceived that 
the slight nsk of being now and then disarmed is compensated for many times over by 
successtul sales at high prices " 

And another Commissioner of Chittagong, wntmg at the tune of the 
Ldshdi expedition, quotes one of his subordinates as saymg — 

Nearly all the guns with which tlie Lushdi-Kukis are armed have been obtained m the 
first instance from Calcutta " 
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Again, m 1872, a Resolution of the Bombay Government notes the largt' 
trade m eheap arms whioh had suddenly sprung up In 1871 the importation 
was double tl®t of 3A69, nearly 6,000 fu e-arms having been sent up-eountry 
openly from Bombay in 1871, the enormous bulk Of which consisted of mili- 
tary weapons, and a Tair proportion of these were breech-loadmg arms of 
precision 

' Many of these arms went to KarAehi, and as eaily as 1865 it was reported 
as follows by an officer writing Irom Rd^kot — 

“ While our Native troops are armed with the smooth bore muskets only, a lar^ trade iii 
Enfield pattern Ion;* ran^ rifles has ot late spiiin;' up in the sadr bazai , and 1 believe in 
the province generally During the months I was in charge of the sadr ba/ar two such 
Oousigumente ariived * * * of which the following is a description 

" A rather rough trade-made long Enfield with brass-mountings, * *

very fairly bored, the iifling being uniform instead of progressive as m the Government awn 
The diffeicnt parts are well and strongly made up, and it is altogether a very seiviceablo arm 
The price asked is Rs 40 ” 

A laige number of this description of arms has lately been importid from Bombay, and 

I observed tliat Mcssis ' * and Company weic advertising the cxjiected advent of 1,000 

long Entields 

“ The n flea w huh reach the district are obtained principally through the small Momon 
merchants of Bombay ” 

A similar complaint was about the sami* time made by Colonel Keatinge, 
then in Kcithiawad, who forwarded a letter tioin one of the Chieis under his 
Rolitual Agency, explaining that it wras nwcssaiy that bis troops should be 
armed with aims of piecision to enable them to cxiiie with lawless lobber bands 
already similarly aimed , 

In 1872, also, flic Agent to the Governor General in Rajput/ina complained 
of the way m Avliich arms and ammunition wore sold by tiavelling merdbonts 
from Bombay — 

“ The arms are good wc apems and arc sold at low rates, a double-barrelled fowlmg-piece 
being proem able for iiom Rs 25 to Rs 30," 

and ho goes on to speak of a sale of nine double-l^rrcUcd guns to a gang 
of refugee Mcenas (a notoriously robbei-tiibe), and adds 

*' This IS only one insttincc of the way in which these weapons are being purchased by 
Mecnas, Bowiccas, Mogbeas, audotbci pi edatory tubes,” ***** 

and 

" unless some mcusurcs to restrict their silo are speedily taken, their possession by the 
predatory bands will extend Wherevci they hive biin intiodiiccd in any nutnbeis, the pri- 
datory bands aie becoming too jiowerful foi any Polici, ind unless checked, 1 appieliend a 
t-mie will soon arrive when Government will bo obliged to hunt down and disarm these tubes 
by Biitish troops ” 

Later on, the Pobtieal Agent m Mai war repoitcd, in describing the pro- 
ceedings ot certain outlaws — 

** The Bullana Mcenas weie armed with percussion-guns, which, being now so easily pro- 
cured from Boinbaj , are in the handa of all the bad characters of the country , ” 

and in another place he speaks 

' of arms of precision bemg commonly found in the hands of brigands and of outlaws ’ ” 

In 1872 the Bengal Government again complamed that the evil was in- 
creasing, and that licenses for nearly 6,000 weapons had been granted at pnees 

•Some were said to cost only 8 Bhiibng. the maximum of whieh WHS rupces 16 for 

double-barrelled, and rupees 9 lor single-bar- 
relled,* weapons, and the annual value of tlie imports of arms and ammiiTiitinn 
was said to be about two Idkhs of rupees 

The Ideutenant-Govemor of Bengal attempted, and temporanly with 
beneficial results, to check this flood of cheap arms by refusing, as he was em- 
powered to do under the existmg law, permission to import weapons under a 
cer tain mmimum value , but it was obvious tliat, under the present system 
of a duty levied ad valorem^ the Lieutenant-Governor’s measuiiBs could be 
evaded, either by raising the invoice-pnces above the real value at the cost of a 
slightly enhanced duty, or by importmg arms in parts— a process which had 
beQU attempted 
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But the trade in ammunition had under the present law in no way been 
checked, and was enormous It was known that in four years — ^from 1871 to 
1874 — one hundred millions of pereussion-caps had been (^orted^ito Calcutta, 
of which not more than fourteen millions were legally re-exported Agam a very 
large quantity of gunpowder and a large quantity of carti ulges were similarly 
imported , and he Vas informed that an application was recently made by a single 
firm to import 7 lakhs of caps and 14,000 pounds of gunpowder monthly, an 
amount which could not represent any legitimate demand J n tact it was known 
that considerable numbers of arms and much ammunition had been, and contmued 
to be, illegally exported, and sei/iUies had been m.ide, in the Panjab lor example 
and en route to the Eastern fiontior and to Upper Burma, winch left no doubt 
that a considerable illicit traffic was being carried on in such articles, with tnbes 
more or less hostile beyond our torriton(*s 

Indeed we knew that the frontier-tubes on our Pan 3 ab border were supphed 
in considerable numbers with excellent arms of precision, some of which, not 
bemg of patterns ei or used in the British Army, could only have been supplied 
by private importation 

He had given these instances, not as exhausting the subject, for* as a 
matter of fact, tbeie wasaraassot I luther correspondence all to the same general 
effect, but as perhaps sufficient to illustrate the necessity for further legislative 
action in this direction 

It was indeed the frequent and urgent representations matle on tlus head 
which had decided the Government of India, after consulting the various 1»cal 
Governments and Administrations, to mtroduco two new provisions into the 
law 

The first of these was the levy of a duty — not of an ad valorem duty as at 
present, on arms imported, but a fixed duty — which would operate to check the 
importation of cheap arms, while it would interieic but little nioie than the 
existing duty did with arms of medium value, and still less’ with those of a 
more expensive character 

If was understood, for example, that a very good Martini-Henry rifle could 
be imported into this coun^ at a maximum cost of rupees 35, and other arms at 
a still lower price In some cases, as had been seen, a gun coidd be imported on 
an in voue- price of eight shilhngs 

The existing duty was an ad valorem duty of ten per cent (Act XVI, 1876, 
Schedule A, Ait 2 — Anns, Ammunition and Military Stores ) It was proposed 
to substitute for this a fixed duty of rupees 60 for each gun, and of rupees 
20 for Ciuh pistol, a proportionate duty being fixed on all paits ol such weapons 
in ordei to prevent attempts such as had actually been made to mtroduce the 
different puts of fire-arms piecemeal 

He only stopped to notice an ai gument to which some reference would be 
found in the papers to be placed before the Council, namely, tl^it, by checking 
the impoi tation of cheap arras, the manufacture of such arms in India would bo 
stimulated to an undue and dangerous extent 

The truth was however that unless by machmery, the importation and use 
of which would not be perimttcd, it would be impossible to manufacture such 
arms, at least in any numbers, at a cheap rate The skill which would enable 
an artizan, by hand-labour, to imitate even the guns imported for a lew 
shillings, would usually command in other work a remuneration so high as to 
detach lura from the manufacture of cheap fire-arms , moreover, the manu- 
facture of aims within India could be controlled far more easily than their 
importation 

As regards ammumtion, &c , the existing law would be preserved intact 
Xiocal Governments would be instructed to refuse licenses for the importation of 
excessive quantities, and its sale and storage would be placed under more stnn- 
gent restrictions, which would render difficult its disposal for improper purposes 
after importation 

The law would also be altered so as to permit a stricter regulation of the 
transport ol weapons and ammumtion m India, and would impose heavy penalties 
on illicit transjKirt, especially when any attempt at concealment was made 

There would be also found in the Bill another measure for remedying the 
evils above described, the necessity for whioh had bran admitted by the Govern- 
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ment of India not without much hesitation and only after the almost unam- 
mous expression of opimon by Local Governments and Administrations and of 
their executive officers as to its necessity The existing law, it would be 
perhaps rememoered, tactically divided the country into disarmed and undis- 
armed districts or provinces, and while certain somewhat stringent regulations 
apphed to the former, no restrictions at all, except as to the importation of arms 
and manuLacturc of arms, applied to the latter 

It had been shown however that it was practically impossible to prevent 
■or control the transmission of arms to the disarmed districts, or to the frontiers 
of India, unless some regulation was adopted as to the possession and transfer of 
arms m the non-disarmed districts If an agent could buy and collect arms 
and ammunition without any notice to the Police, or other let or hindrance, 
in a non-disarmed distiict, there was no other difficulty to bo overcome in 
transmittmg them to places beyond but the regulations against illegal trans* 
port, the risk of evading which was comparatively small , indeed, as a matter 
of fcict, sovcial concealed consignments had been soisted, and yet it had, he 
beheved, not been lound possible in any single case practically to reach either 
the real sender or consignee Even, therefore, though it was intended to make the 
rules as to transport more stiiet and the penalties tor their evasion somewhat 
heavier, it would still be impossible to maintain any eifective control over the 
traffic in arms with disarmed or fiontier-districts, unless the possession of arms 
elsewhere was mote or less under control 

He might say that this opinion h.id been expressed, not merely by the Gov- 
ernments of disai raed provinces, but also by two at least of the Governments of 
two great non-disairacd provinces — ^Mtulras and Lower Bengal 

It accoidingly u as intended to extend to aW districts, without exception, the 
provision foi making the possession of arms without a license illegal, and to 
make the sale oi arms to persons not holding such a hcenso a criminal offence 
It would also be piovided that licensed dealers in arms should keep regular 
books, and that private persons selling arms should register the transfer at the 
nearest pohte-olhoe 

These provisions would, however, be tempeicd by the maintenance of all the 
executive exemptions alicaily in force under the existj^g law, and by making 
prosecutions foi possessing arms legal only under the order ol the Magistrate 
of the distiiet, moieovei, searches toi arms w'ould not be made except in the 
presence ol specially selected oflicers, and only on occasions when there was 
good reason to believe that an ollence was bemg committed 

With these restrictions, and with 3 udicious rules for the grant of licenses, 
which the Bill would give the Government of India power to make, it was to be 
hoped tliat the pi o visions of the Bill would not be found more stringent than 
necessary, oi in pnictice m any degree harsh or oppressive 

It would not in all cases, foi example, probably be necessary to make the 
licenses renewable annually, or the levy ol a fee for a license usually more than 
sufficient to recoup th^ cost and trouble of preparing the heense 

Having thus explainc'd tlie pohey of the Bill, he would only add that the 
proposals nowputfoiwaid, howevei stringent they appeared, liad not been made 
without a full conviction on the part of the Government of India that they were 
necessary to the presei vation of peace and gocxl order And it was to he remem- 
bered that such legislation, indeed more stringent legislation, was not without 
precedent even m Europe Without going further than the Bntish Statute-book, 
the Irish Acts of 185(5 and 1870, &c , provided that persons knowingly having 
arms in possession weic liable to imprisonment with or without hard labour for 
two years , that poisons found carrying aims could be arrested by any private 
individual , tliat licenses could be revoked by proclamation, and the owners com- 
pelled to deposit tlu'ir arms and ammumtion in such places as might be men- 
tioned m it , that dealeis could not sell to persons not duly heensed Indeed so 
stnngent were the provisions of those Acts, that a person desirous of cxiriying 
a revolver for his own protection must obtam a special license 

Of course the Government of India did not expect (nor probably did any 
one dse) that the mcasuies pioposcd would be absolutely eftective to prevent 
altogether the illegal importation, sale and transport of arms and ammumtion , 
but it was hoped and beheved tlmt they would, if judiciously enforced, suffice 
to restrain illegal trade within comparatively l^rmless dimensions

In oonclusion lie would only say, that it be obttuncd the leave ol tbc Oounoil 
tobnng m the Bill which had been prepared, he would then lake the opportu-.

he had described, and would explain the other new piolTsions cnit fly designed 
to clear up doubts which had arisen from the n ording ol the oxistmg law 

Lieutenai\t-Oeneral the Ilon’ble Sir E Johnson said that after the very ex- 
haustive sjieec h of the movei it was peihaiis unnetessaiy 1 or him to say anything 
But be felt especially glad, as a niihtaiy man, tluit the (loveinment had decid^ 
to deal with tlus most impoitant sub]<H*t When he said that he spoke as a military 
man, he meant that he spoke in the inteiests ot oui own soldit'rs Since the time 
retorred to in one of the papers from which Sii E Bav ley had quoted, he was 
happy to say that our soldiers have been placed in a much In ttcr position than 
that in which they were then , lor a great poilion ol the aimy has icceived arms 
of precision But there aie still tioops, espet lally local corps and militaiy pohee, 
who are without such aims These men might be bi ought into conftiet with 
robbers, dacoits, and ill-docrs of evciy dcscii))tion, — who aie in iKissession of 
arms of a superior clesciiption to those with vvhuh om own tioops weic armed 
It placed soldiers in a veiy false position to he liable to he In ought a’gamst 
men araned with arms of precision verysujieiior to those whu h they themselves 
possessed , and therefore ho thought it essentially important that the question 
should be dealt with by a legislative measuie of the kind now proposed 

But not only as legaids the impoitatiori oi arms, but equally important 
was the prevention of the manufactuie of flie-arms and ammunition in this 
country The hon’hle movei and the membeis of this Council weie no doubt 
perfectly aware, that recently tlie Government had liad bidoie them as a tact that 
an admirable cap-manufactory exisk'd in a city neai one ot our militaiy stations 
The caps turned out m that manufactory weie almost equal to those which the 
Government supplied to their troops , and it was also wt 11 known that the Native 
artisan was so excellent a manipulator, and, like the Chinese, coined so wcU, 
that the arms and wailikc implements he tinned out weie not to bo distinguished 
from those of oui own tioops And theietoie when the Council was dealing 
with the illegal impoitation of aims, they weie equally bound to deal with the 
manufacture oi sue h arm^m this country 

Sir E Johnson had had the piivilege of lookmg over this Bill and he 
confessed that he did not see any loophole by wlueh the provisions and inten- 
tions of the Act could be avoided 

The Motion W'as put and agreed to, 

STAMPS BILL 

The Ilon’ble Mr Cockerell moved that the Bill to consolidate and amend 
the law lelatmg to Stamiis and Couit-fees he rofened to a Select Committee. 
He said that the Bill which was introduced 4it Simla in view td its eaily publi- 
cation, had now been before the public foi neaily two months 

Every expression of opimon in regaul to the pioposed amendments of the 
law contained in the Bill wlueh its publication liad elicited, was being eaiefuUy 
absolved and noted No oihiial commumcation oi repiesentatiou by any public 
body addressed to the Council, in regaid to its piovisions had yot been icceiv- 
ed, and the criticisms which had Irora time to time appeared m the public 
Press, both European and Native, were directed lather to the details than the 
prmciple ©f the measure , they would doubth'ss n'ceive the oaretul consideration 
oi the Select Committee before which the Bill would eomc il the present motion 
was ci^ed , but they were not such as to (all foi special uotue here 

When mtroducing the BiU, he (Mr Cockerell) had endeavoured to ex- 
plain as iuUy as possible the considerations w Inch had loci to the alterations of 
the present law lor which it provided, and he did not think that he could now 
prohtdbly occupy the time of the Council by adding anythmg to what he then 
said, unless any hon’ble member m speaking to the piesent motion should 
such criticismH or comments on tho provisions of the Bill as might UKUoatethat 
igrtbor explanation was needed b 

The Uon’hle Sir John Btbachey said — “My Lord, — I thmk it righ t, 
ae tliei Meoaber of the Executive Government moco especially responsible 
for the admuustradtion of the S|}m|iP’revonue, to say a few words on the 
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present motion, although my hon’ble fnend Mr Coeherell has on a lormer 
occasion tieated the subieet so ably and so eomfiletely that little rcnnams for 
me to add ^lie !^1 which is now 1 hope about to be lefeired toi the 
consideiation of a Select Committee of this Council is the outcome of long 
and careful consideration The law which it is now projiosed to embody in 
a single Act is at picsent containwl in two principal Statutes, in several 
amending and othciwise subsidiary Acts, and m iminy notihoations which 
have the ton e ot law 

“Theobicxjt of the measure now under consideiation was oiiginally con- 
sohdation only I find that it was initiated in the Legislative Di'paitment m 
August 1875, m the pursuit of that uselul policy ot codihcation which is so 
identified with oui hon’ble and learned colleague now lesponsiblc lor that 
Dcpaitmcnt It was rcpiescnted to the Govcinment ol India, that the law 
relating to Stamps and (3ouit-fecs w.is, at that tunc, scatteic'd tlirough thirteen 
Acts and llcgulations, foity-six notifications, and nunicious Rules having the 
force ol Uiw , that tlieie had besm ncarlv titty iinpoitant decisions upon doubt- 
ful points ot the law bv the scvcnal High Courts, and that it was known that 
not a tew inipoit.int piorisions ol the law were still the subject ot doubts and 
unccilainties All this in legaid to a law which ought ol all laws to be acces- 
sible and deal, as well in the interests ot peisons allecti'd by its piovisions, as 
of the levenues, vvhieli, it was known, sultc'rcHl siaiously from the habitual 
application by the Couits ol the rule that Ac*ts imposing duties should be 
constiucd with the utmost stiictncss, and so as to give the public the benefit of 
any icasonable doubt 

“ Upon this ic'pic‘scnt<ition fiom the Legislative Department, the (lovem- 
ment ot Loid Koithbiook (Sii William Muir being Financial Mc'mbei) admitted 
the validity of the reasons lor taking up the subject, and, on the 21st December 
1875, the Hon’ble Mi Inglis obtained leave to intioduco a Bill into tins 
CouiH il loi the pill pose 

“ Meanwhile, <i Committee had hcK'u appointc'd to report upon the use of 
adhesive labels, which had been iniioduccKl m 1871, and concerning which there 
was much ditlcience ot ojiinion The report ot that Cbmmil toe is still under 
consideiation, and the Hill now betoie the Council Ims beam so fiarnisl as to 
enable the (lovc'riimcmt ot India at any tune to make tiny c hangc t h.it may 
appeal to be cvpc'dient in the machinery by which stamp-duties ai<‘ Ic'Vied 

“ Sundiy otlicn cpicstions had also bc*eu rofi'iicnl to the Local (loveinments 
and suhoidinatc ofliccis, hoth in the Financi.il and Home Depaitmcmts These 
questions and the rejilies rc'ciuvcd to thcmi h.ive alieady been exjilained to the 
Council m suffic lent detail by my hon’ble fricmd Mi Cockcadl I wish only 
to make it clear that, in its incejition, the prc*s(mt measuie was altogether one 
of consolidation and administiation, and th.it it, happily, results beuehcial to the 
revenue should be produc cd, sucdi results were not theobjeat viith which the 
mcasuie was unde liakcn, and they arc tcK) unc*erlain to term a pait of the 
arrangements which, in consequence ot the obligations dc volving on the State 
for the rebel of famine, must soon be made m order to placfe the financKis in a 
condition of s.afety 

“ Noi unch'r any circumstances can the increase of revenue be sufficiently 
large to be a m<it tei ot any great itnaucial impoitance 

“Still the Sttimp-revenuc is a valuable item in the national balance- 
sheet, «md the Govc‘rnment of India is bound, m the gcaieral interest, to 
take care that the duties imposed by the legislature arc not evaded, 
but .aic eirecliially recoveied, and from time to time to piopose to the 
legislature the removal of any mequ<ilitiC8 or omissions in this class of 
taxation which may come to its knowledge The 8t,imp-re venue* of 1876-77 
ivas gross 281 lakhs ot lupc'es, nett 274 lakhs, having steadily iisen to these 
imounts tiom the compaiativcly moderate* hguics ot gioss 118 and nett 112 
dkhs in 1&60-G1 Stamps now contribute about 5^ jier cent of the gross 
B«evenucs ot Incba The Stamp-ii*venues ot Gieat Britain amount to about 
fill, 000,000 of a Grand Total ol £77,000,000, or one-scvcnth (14 per cent ) of 
.he whole * 

“The present Bill is calculated, as we hope, not only to simplily and im- 
prove the law, but also somewhat to mcrease our revenue by rendering evasion 

B 
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of tbe existing duties more difficult and by tbe removal of some existing de- 
fects 

“ Tbe evidence eolleetod appears conclusive that the^ouits^l Justice do 
not at jiresent enJoite the ]ust claims of tbe Revenues Almost tbe only 
prac tieal penalties toi evasion of tbe Stamp-laws aie tbe disabibties and other 
unpleasant consi^quences winch ensue m case insufficiently stamped instru- 
ments eome betore tbe Couits of Justice, but tbe Couits aie not always 
disposed to peitoim tbe business ot pioteiting tbe finanrial interests ot 
tbe State, and liom our bnaneial point ot view (though from other points of 
view I do not blame them), they are too re.uly to accept excuses for disobedi- 
ence to tbe Stamp-laws A principal ob]ect ot tbe present Rill is to leraedy 
tins senous evil We are bound to apjily a leniedy as soon as vve become aware 
ot evils of tins kind, and I consider 1 1 lat li tbe legislation winch we are now 
undei taking is not successful (as I hope it will be) in checking these evils, 
then we must continue amending and amending the law till we succeed m 
secunng absolutely tbe whole dues of tbe State I need not Like up tbe time 
ot the Council by dcsciibing in detail the jirovisions ot the pieseiit Rdl for this 
end 

“Tbe Stamp-law of Riitisli India is in most respects modelled upon 
that ol the TJmlc cl Ivmgdom, and we now piopose to re-ad] ust our stamp- 
duties in some particiilais in which they have bitbeilo been, relatively, 
lower tli.iu in Gieat Riitain Thus wc think it ecjuilable hencetoith to levy, as 
18 done at home, tbe same pcncentage ot duly upon tiaiisactions ot larger 
amount as is lc‘viccl upon srnallei ti ansae turns, and to impose upon bills of 
excliange the same pioportionate buidcm as is home by these mstruments 
m Gieat Riitain 

“ In Grc'at Ri itain tbe duty chargeable on an instrument pin porting to convey 
propeity toi LjOO is 50 shillings (42-10), whilst that lequired in lespect of 
a bill ol esc bange toi like amount is 5 shillings, i e , the duly on a conveyance- 
mstniment is cniual to ten tunes that on a bill ol exc hange 

“ In India, unilei the jnesent law, the duty on an insti ument of conveyance of 
property toi iu|)ees 5,000 consideration is lupc'c's 50, whilst that on a biU ol ex- 
cliaiige toi a like amouWCis lupees 3, i c , the duty on a conveyance is more 
than sixteen time s that on a bill of exchange 

“ This duty on conveyances has been m joice for many years, and is 
nothing new All that is pioposed is to raise the duty on bills to the English 
level Ol piopoition of one-tenth of the* duty on conveyances 

“ Ag.iin, we propose to laise the minimum duty upon bonds and the like 
fiom tw o aimas to lour annas This mcroiise will not, we believe, in]ure any one , 
but, inasmuch as it will affect a laige mass cit documents, we hope that it will 
produce an appieciable addition to oui levenucr. 

“liustly, we piopose to make receipts tor more than rupees 10 subjentto the 
one-anna duty, instead of icceijits foi more than rupees 20 as at piosent, and to 
endeavour to enfoice this duty more completely tlian heretofore 

“ There sc‘cms to be an impression that wo intend also to increase the 
taxation by Couit-tccs but tlus is not the case Eor convenience sake, 
we have united the two kiws m one enactment, but without in any way 
amalgamating or confusing them the only change proposed in the Court-fees 
division of the law is the reduction ot the tees on suits m the Courts of Small 
Causes iii the Pi esidency- towns from 12^ per cent to 10 per cent , and the 
increase of the fees in the same Courts m the interior from 7^ per cent to 10 
jier ( ent It is possible that this change may yield some increase ot revenue , 
but our object is rather the turtherance ot the pohey for the general assimila- 
tion ol procedure m all the Courts at which wo have, for some time, been 
aiming 

“ Pot the sake of my own consistency, having often m past times protested 
againsi tlu imposition ot taxes on the administration ot justice, I must express 
my gieat ri'giet that we do not at present sec oui way to the reduction or the 
existmg lees I hope that bettei times may eome 

* “ A small mciease IS also jiioposed on Letteis of Admimstration and Pro- 

liates from two to two and a halt pei cent But the two percent duty on those 
documents has been fiom the farst legaided as tentative only the addition ot 
liaK per cent seems to us to he fair and moderate 
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“ Tn concluding tho«»e remarks, I wish to acknowledge the great earc and ahi- 
hty and labour bestowed by our hon’ble colleague Mr Cockewdl on the elalMir- 
ationol this n^sure The Acts of 1869 and 1870 were the w oik of our hon’ble 
colleague, and mey h^e on the whole worked remarkably Aiell TJndei their 
operation, the revenue has risen by about one-fifth, namely, fiom 227 lakhs to 
27 1 Mkhs ot rupees It is in my opinion not at all surprising that these A( ts 
should now, aftei seven years’ experience, i^'quuo amendment It is foitunate 
that we have again had the benetit of my hou’blc friend’s semci's m a matter 
in which his expenenee is pre-eminent, but it must be understood that while 
he has thus kindly lelievcd me tiora a laborious duty, the measure is none the 
less a measure tor wluch the Government of India is entirely responsible ”

Week ending the 8th December 1S77 

There was slight drizzling^ rsm during a part of the week, but Mysore and Shimoga 
appear to have beep the only districts where anything like a shower fell Bam is still needed 
in Mysore and Hassan for the gram ciop. and complaints of insects and blight, particularly to 
tuvar and ballar. continue to made Reaping of the eaily-sown crops is being completed, 
and pnees slowly but steadily decline Movements of gram are generally less, though the 
Deputy Commissioner of Hassap reports that much new gram is being imported from 
Mangalore into his district The closure of small out-lying Relief Camps and Way side Rest 
Houses is carried out under due precautions, whilst in the larger Camps every effort is being 
made to fit the inmates to return to their ordinary employments or for labor on the Relief 
Works Civil Agency Relief Works, now that the Public Works Department arc prepared to 
employ all the labor available, are being put a stop to. and the people on them cither trans- 
ferred to the control of the professional officerb. or after a caietul enquiry, individual by m4ivi- 
dual. allowed to return to their villages In a short time, gratuitous relief, or measuies curtail- 
ing the amount of labor to be exacted in return for the wages offered, will have become 
unnecessary, and as the laborers impiove m physique and the villages jvakc into activity and 
demand population, the presence ot the Civil O&cer on the Public Woks may be dispensed with

OPIUM ACT, 1876, AMENDMENT BILL 

The Hon’ble Mr Hope introduced the Bill to amend the Opium Aet, 1876, 
and moved that it be referred to a Select Committee He said that, when 
solicitmg leave to mtroducC the Bill, he liad explained its objects so fully, that 
he thought it was unnecessaiy for him to add any further remarks on the 
present occasion

INDIAN ARMS BILL 

The Hon’ble Sir E Bayley introduced the Bill to consohdate and amend 
the law relating to Arms, Aramumtion and Military Stores, and moved that it 
he referred to a Select Committee He had promised on the last occasion, 
in introducing the Bill, to afford some explanation of the different sections 
of the new law which had been proposed with the new of meeting the special 
difficulties which rencleicd the intioduotion of the BiU itself necessary The 
whole Act, he might say, had been drafted and recast, although its substance 
was very much that of the present Bill But it had been re-arranged and made 
more concise and put into a more mtclligible and compact shape by his 
hon’ble fiicnd Mr Stokes, and Mr I'ltzpatnck There would, no doubt, 
be many points of drafting m which the Bill might be improved while passing 
through Select Committee, and he did not propose at the present moment to 
say that every particular pionsion of the Bill was m a form in which ho should 
like to see it in its ultimate shape He thought, however, that, as it was now 
drawn, it stated the precise policy which the Government of Tndln. wished to 
enforce 

As he liad explained at the last meetmg of the Council, one mmu object of 
the present Bill was to obtam stricter control over the importation of cheap 
firearms, and also on their possession, oven in the non-disarmed parts of 
so as to prevent their transport and sale without, and even within, our own 
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teratoncs or frontier and their tiansler to persons into whose possession it was 
essential to the peace of the countiy that such arms should not come lie would, 
however, hetore proceeding lurther, diaw attention to the lust and twenty-third 
sections oi the Bill, which contained all the enemptions at present in foice, and 
the Coumil u^ild see^iuther that the Bill contained provisions foi the conti- 
nuance pf sunilnr exemptions lie would state to the Council what the chief of 
these exemptions were, first of all, all Eurojieans, Amei leans and Auglo- 
Indian subjocts were exempted, then certain Chiets, Jagirddrs and other 
jTatives who were specially exempted by the Local Government under the 
powers given to them Again, loi example, in the Punjab, all honorary magis- 
trates and Pohce-zaildars, who weie a class of honoiaiy officials lielojv the 
degree of magistrates, were exempted lie meicly mentioned these examples to 
show how wide the scope of present exemptions was, and he wished to point out 
that every exemption existing under the present law would be continued, and 
w'ould not be aftected by the passing ol this Bill , and the Local Governments 
and the Goveinment ol India would have sinular powers to continue or to 
renew oi to extend these exemptions in luturo 

Section lof the Bill defaned “ammunition,” “ military stort*s” and “arms,” 
and also eoutamed vaiious othei definitions The particular featuri' in these 
definitions was the bep.iration of the definitions ot “ ammunition” and “ military 
stores ” Tins was a new ieatuio, and the Council would tmd that this difter- 
ence afteeted the Bill, masmueh ,is “ imlitaiy Sion's” incliuh'd a great many arti- 
cles whi<: h wei e also used toi otlun pui poses, and t hi'i el » rre the absolute i est i u tions 
,is to these aitides were veiy miu h hss stiingent than as to what vveio called 
“ammunition” In 1 act he might siy geni'i all v, although it did not exactly 
express the tael, that powei was giv'en to the Goveinment to lestiict the tians- 
])oit ol militaiy stoics, tathei thau.that then tiaiispoit was absoluti'ly restiicted 
by the Bill lie had mentioned at the last nu'eting ot the Council that some 
very eonsidciable difficulties had oicuncd from the want of pioper dclimtions in 
tins ic'spoct, ami tliat, toi example, toi the time eonsnh'rable iiieonveiuence was 
felt in the saltpi tie trade iiom the want ot the* sepaiate dihmtion now intro- 
duce# 

Section 5 ol the Bill, oi rather a clause of it, eoniimed a new provision m 
regard to the sale hy private jieisons oi arms and aynumtiori It had been 
found, *is a matter ottaet, and it was only very natiiiaRliat persons buying aims 
and ammunition peileetlj bond /irfe ioi Ibeir own use, la'ast'd to recpine them, 
and then sold them to the lust imrchaser in tlut wa^ a considerable number of 
arras had got into hands to which it was not desn able that they should pass 
There would theretoie be two restrictions on this point one t hat it would not 
be legal to sell such arms to a person who was not lieimsed to possess them , and 
secondly, that any pi irate jieison selling arms or ammunition would have to 
§ivo notice theieot to the neai est Police-station Siii Baylev did not thinh 
that in piaetue this would be found a vciy oppressive or harsh piovision, while 
at the sime time be believed that it might pievent a good deal ol niischiet 

Section 7 ictened to the diitic's on chc*,ip firearms lie expl.iinc'd this 
part of the subject at a) muali length on the last occasion, that be* would, not 
detam the Council at piesent VYith any fuithc'i leiiuiks upon it The Council 
would find m the second schedule attachcxl to the Bill the spe i ifii duties it was 
proposed to levy on fiiearms and militaiy stores, including parts ol firearms 
Tins schedule had been prepared with some difficulty, for it reciuued a good 
deal of technical knowledge to fit it exactly to the tacts and necessities ol tlio 
case He hoped that, when the Bill went into Coramittc.‘o, lus colleagues would 
assist him in makmg this schedule as perfc'ct as it could be made 

Section 11 referred to the gcnc'ral restriction which it was proposed to 
place on the possession of arms all ovei the countiy, without releience to the 
fact whether spccihc districts were mcluded under what was section 32 of the 
old Act, whether, that is to say, they were “ disarmed ” or “ undisarmod ” dis- 
tricts It was intended that the necessity for a hcense should extend to the 
whole countrj" He would point out, however, that the last two clause's m this 
section weie intended to meet any difficulty which might be felt by jicrsons 
who now possessed arms, and it would be seen that this section would not come 
mto force for tliree months after the date on wluch the Bill cam< into force. 
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80 as to give time and opportunity to a person who did not care to take out a 
license to dispose of his arms, oi to take out a hcensc if he chose to do so , and 
if he could not sell them, or care otherwise to get nd of them, he would be

Section 22 was somewhat wide in its terms, but it was a generalization 
of section 20, of Act XXX I of 1860 'IHie Council would see that sections 
25 and 26 of the Bill maintained, in respect to searches in the undisarmed 
distiicts all the existing icstiictions as to prosecutions and searches to be made, 
and did not specially extemd, but were on the eontiary rather mt ended to mitigate 
the s( verity of, the l.iw Under section 25, in such cases no piosecution could be 
instituted against any peison without the pievious sanction ot the Magistrate 
of the District, and by section 26 a search under similar ciicumstances must be 
in the presence of some person specially appointed by name by the Liout(‘nant- 
Qovcnior m this behalf, and not otheiwise, that was to say, an ordinary 
Police-officer would not have the power of making seal dies without any 
special authoiity oi guidance, but in every -case some special selected officer 
ol some rank and position would be employed in making seal dies 

Sib E BAYLJiiT did not know whethei there was anything else which was 
new in the Bill as to principle As he had sud before, the subject was 
a very complicated one, and the drafting of the Act had been one of great diffi- 
culty If hereafter any blots weie found in it, he was suie that the Select 
Committee would be \eiy gkul to consider them, and to amend them so as to 
meet any difficulties wliic h might arise lie did not know how long the Oom- 
mittt*o would sit, but the Bill would be no doubt in then hands for some time, 
and both the public and the members of the Council would have the oppor- 
tunity of bringing to notice any special points whicli might occur to them

competition wue widely notihud m India, in Emopc, and in Amtiica Many poroons declared their 
inttntien to compete, but iiltiinitely only one michino ww actiiilly bioujfht to the place of trial The 
imichme, bavin" bten carefully tesUd at Sahai inpui in the mtumn of ls72, was found imperfect m 
some iiiipoitant nspects, and the inventor was idjud^ed not entitled to the full reward He was, 
liowever, pubcntcd with £1,500 m consideruiiou of the paitial measuie ol success he bad attained after 
great perse \cnincc 

2 This rnuchino has not since been adapted by the inventor to practical use, and no improved

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The week^s telegiams show that more or less ram has fallen in most of the distiicts, 
and that in Shol&pur and Kalddgi the fall has been general and satisfactory 

2 Prices still maintain tbcir downward tendency There has been no retrograde 
movement in any of the districts this week 

3 As this IS the last Statement to be issued, it may be well here toccompare (1) the 
«8§regate of the rainfall that has been week by week recorded in previous Statements with 
the fall of an ordinary* year, and (2) the prices ol staple food grains now prevaihng with 
those of an ordinary year 

4 In the distncts of Khandesb, Nisik, Ahmednagai, Poona and Satara — or, roughly 
speaking, m the more northern half of the area di ought-stricken in 1876 — the rainfall 
of 1877 was unduly light It was lightebt of all in Ahmednagar, where it was kss by 
one- foul th than the average of the five years antecedent to 1S76 In the othei four districts 
ot Sholapiir, Kalfidgi, Belgaum and Dharwai the rain bill oi 1877 was on the whole abundant, 
though it fell so irregularly as at times to cause grave apprehension 

5 The prices of the cheaper ol the two staple food grains viry now from 36 pounds a 
rupee m Belgaum to 23 pounds a rupee m Kaladgi Comparing the present rate in eacli 
district with the ordinary pnees in that distiict, it is found that the percentage the former 
IS ot the latter varies from 82 per cent in Satara to 30 per cent in Kaludgi Thus puces 
aie dearest in Kulftdgi both absolutely and in relation to the ordinaiy puces ot the district 

6 The aveinge piice of the choapei food giam m the nine distncts is now a fraction 
under 30 pounds a rupee, which is 53 percent of the oidinary average price Thus puces 
are still neaily twice as high as in an oidin iry year But they are still falling, and it is to 
l>e borne in mind that, as regards the cultivating classes and all ficrsons directly dependent 
on them, the cQoct of high prices now at harvest time is very diffcient to what it was when 
the whole population had to live upon the stores of gram which dealers and others had in 
their posscsHion 

7 The following table gives the daily average number of persons gratuitously relieved 
according to the latest returns received from the difleient Colleitors, and shows that the 
whole number IS little over four thousand The table also compUtts the record of expen- 
diture upon the young children of labourers upon relief woiks, and shows that in the last 
week tbit reluf works were open the number ot such children requii mg Government sup-
